were begun, it was not with any intention of publishing them in book 
form. After the data of the Miller and McGee families had been 
arranged, Mr. G. H. Miller, whose generous and unfailing assistance 
have made this publication possible, suggested the compilation of 
other such sketches, to be ultimately printed in book form. This 
volume is the result. 

Unfortunately, the compiler has only been able to devote his 
spare time to the work, but nevertheless, every effort has been made 
to obtain correct and complete records of every family. Not less than 
one thousand letters have been written to various individuals, con- 
cerning their family history. Of these, perhaps. one hundred were 
returned undelivered, and about twice that number were never 
answered (in spite of the self-addressed, stamped envelopes enclosed!) 
Publication has been delayed two years, in order to secure more com- 
plete information, yet it is possible that in spite of all the efforts to 
record faithful histories of the families whose lineages are herein given, 
errors will be found in them. 

In a book of this kind, it is of course impossible to avoid mistakes, 
This will readily be understood when it is remembered that no two 
people agree in all particulars as to names, dates, places, ef cetera. 
The compiler can only hope that those who read these pages will be 
pleased with the results of the efforts of himself and those who have 
so graciously céoperated with him, and will overlook any small in- 
accuracies and discrepancies that may be found. He also hopes that 
all interested readers will send any corrections or additions to him for 
inclusion in a subsequent volume which is contemplated.

It is hoped that the arrangement of the genealogies will be clearly 
understood. A word of explanation, however, as to the system of 
indentation, may fot be amiss: In listing the children of the subject 
of each parenthetically numbered paragraph, Roman numerals are 
used; 7. 2., 4, ii, ili, iv, ete. For the second generation, plain numerals 
are used; 2. ¢,, 1, 2, 3, 4, ete, For the third generation, plain nu- 
merals in parentheses, i. €., (1), (2), (3), (4), ete. If still another 
generation is given (a fourth), it is indicated by the letters of the 
alpbabet in parentheses, 7. 2, (a), (b), (ce), (d), ete. 

Each generation has of course been indented (that is, set in from 
the margin) about a quarter of an inch, and the subject of each para- 
graph as been given a number, which appears in parentheses before 
his name, in two places, first, among the children of his parents, and, 
second, at the head of his own paragraph. The following illustration 
(Page 25) will make this clear: The subject of the paragraph is 
Robert Carter Miller. His paragraph number is (23), which number 
first appears by his name in the list of the children of his father, James 
R, Miller I. The descendants of the subject of the paragraph (23) 
are given through four generations, thus:

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THE MILLER FAMILY OF 
TENNESSEE 


Isaac Mriier, the Immigrant arteestor of this family, avas born 
in Ireland, about 1755, and died in Tennessee in 1806. He appears 
ta have been twice married, but the name of his second wife or any 
record pertaining to her ha t been found among family or court 
records. His first wife was Margaret —————, with whom (and their 
eldest child, Jennett) he migrated to America about 1781 and settled 
in Western Pennsylvania. He was the Revolitiénary Soldier referred 
to in the letters from the Adjutant General's Office, Washington, 
and the Pennsylvania State Library, Harrisburg.* After the Whisky 
Rebellion (in 1794), in which he appears ta have had some part, he 
removed with his family, via Virginia and Kentucky (Barren County)f, 
to Tennessee, and settled at a place he named Millersburg, in Ruther- 
ford County, where he died ten years later. He probably married his 
second wife there, but no record of this marriage nor of her death and 
name has been found.

The lineage of this family commenced with three brothers, Peter, 
John, and James McGee. (The order of their birth is uncertain, but 
James was probably the eldest, and named for his father.) They were 
the sons of immigrants (one from Scotland, in 1757, and the other 
from Ireland) whose names are not now known, These immigrants 
are supposed to have settled first in Virginia, and then in South Caro- 
lina.

Excursus TO McGsEE FAMILY 
By Dr. Julius B. Cooper, of Birmingham, Alabama 


Davip McGEE was born in Scotland, July 25, 1763. He emi- 
grated to the United States a short time before the Revolutionary 
War and is supposed to have settled in Virginia, later moving to South 
Carolina, In 1787 he married Mary Cook, whose birth, birthplace, 
death, time and place of decease are unknown to the writer. He was 
a soldier in the colonial forces during the War of the Revolution, and 
rose to the rank of sergeant. 

Records are not very clear, but after the Revolutionary War he 
must have gone to Tennessee, as the family history relates that he 
came from Tennessee, and settled in that section of Tuscaloosa 
County, Alabama, known as ‘‘North River,’' in 1819, and died at the 
latter place in 1857.

The first three brothers, Jesse, Jean, and John, either stayed in 
the Carolinas or settled in Tennessee, They did not go to Alabama. 
It is probably their descendants who are scattered over Tennessee 
and Georgia now. 

Drury also went to Texas, in 1834, with Ralph and Anthony, and 
settled in Polk County, post office Moscow; and the Leggetts in 
Southwest Texas are descendants of one of these brothers. 

There was an I. N, McGee, a dentist, who had three sons. I. N. 
McGee had a brother, Jasper, who was a cattleman, and lived at 
Sterling City, Texas. 

One of these three men had a son who went to the Indian Territory 
soon after the Civil War. 

You can say of the McGees, “They always paid their debts” and, 
“They'd fight if you crowded ‘em.” 

Wiley had two sons, William and Wiley. William had three sons, 
W, T. of Nashville; Berry of Waxahachie; the third lives in Pickens 
County, Alabama. (Bill had five sons, but two of them are dead.) 
He also had two daughters, of whom Annie was the younger. The 
older one married an O'Brian, and lives in Birmingham. Berry McGee 
married Mae Citton of Frost, Texas. Has a daughter, Dorothy, who 
is a very fine musician, having won honors. She is eighteen years old.

During the Civil War he 
invented an instrument for killing the Yankees. It was said that he 
could almost repeat the Bible by heart. He was the largest land 
owner of any of the McGees in Tuscaloosa County. He had four sons: 
John, Dan, James, and Josh. John had four sons and one daughter: 
Joseph, John, Dan and Will, and Mary Jane. Mary Jane married 
Zeke Hamner. She is now a widow and has several children. John 
married Rosa May. They had no children. He is now dead. Will 
died of typhoid fever when a young man. Joseph married a Miss 
Kilgore. They had several children. Dan married Alabama Hassell. 
They have one son, Rem, who is married and has one child. (All 
these folks are farmers). Dan, son of old Joseph McGee, has two 
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children, Will, a mounted policeman in Jackson, Mississippi, and a 
daughter, who is married and living in Mississippi. James, brother 
of this Dan McGee, and son of the old Joseph McGee, married Miss 
Christian, and they have several children. 


Oxip JoserpH McGeg had four daughters: Martha married James 
Laird, and had four boys and two girls. The boys were James, Will, 
Hugh, and John.

The Jameson Family is of Norse extraction, settled in the Shetland 
Islands, and later removed to Leith in Scotland, The head of the 
family in Great Britain was the Right Honorable Sir Leander Starr 
Jameson, Baronet, P. C., C, B., of London, who had been Premier of 
Cape Colony. He was born in Edinburgh, February 9, 1853, and died 
November 26, 1917, a son of Robert William Jameson (1805-1868), 
who married, April 2, 1835, Christina Pringle, daughter of General 
John Pringle, of Symington, Midlothian.

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THE OLD TRUNKE* 


By Powhatan Bouldin 


Clement Read is the ancestor of all the Reads that we know anything ahout, 
and his descendants are scattered all over the United States. He was the old clerk 
of Lunenburg, and the father of Col. Thomas Read, the first clerk of Charlotte: the 
grandfather of the late Rev. Clement Read, who lived on Staunton River; and the 
great-great-grandfather (maternally) of the writer. 

The first that is known of him is his landing at Williamsburg, being a small! lad. 
Where he originally came from I do not know, Being a sprightly and prepossessing 
youth, Speaker Robinson took a fancy to him, and sent him to William and Mary 
College, where he graduated. He afterwards went to King and Queen county, where 
he married a wealthy and most accomplished lady, whose maiden name was Mary 
Hill, She lived at ‘'White Bank,” the old Robinson homestead, and it was there 
that Clement Read, the adopted son of John (or ‘‘Speaker’’ Robinson, first saw her, 
The house in which she lived, and in which she was married, is still standing, and it 
is said to be one of the oldest houses in that section of country. 

Clement Read settled in Lunenburg (now Charlotte) in the year 17383. His 
residence was on Roanoke, about two and a half miles from the present county seat, 
which was named Maryville, in honor of his wife; it was since changed to Smithville. 

Col, Read owned not less than 100 slaves, and lived in elegant style. Wealthy, 
highly educated, possessed of a fine understanding and captivating manners, he 
wielded great influence in the Colony. He built the first frame house which was 
built in Charlotte, 

The following anecdote comes to me through the same channel which conveyed 
to me all the traditions in the Old Trunk: 

‘Madam Read," as she was called, the widow of Col. Clement Read, was regular 
in calling up the family (black and white) to prayers and as she would read certain 
commandments from the book, “Old Betty Gall," a favorite colored servant, in- 
variably seated herself by the coffee-pot. It was her business to nurse it, and to have 
it strong for breakfast. When her mistress got to this part, ‘‘Lord, have mercy on 
us, and incline our hearts to keep this law,'’ she would repeat it, emphasizing “this 
law,’’ and shaking the coffee-pot at the same time, as much as to say, nursing the 
coffee-pot was the law she had to keep. 

I will close the chapter by relating what occurred during the last illness of Col, 
Read, the man whose name is seef upon so many papers in the Old Trunk, the old 
clerk of Lunenburg, the zealous old churchman. He was lying in bed, unable to get 
up. His wife had gone to dinner, leaving Mrs. Elliott, their daughter to nurse him 
during the short space of time that she would be absent. His mind was on the dis- 
position which he had made of his property, and he seemed to have repented of what 
he had done. He requested his daughter to go to the drawer and bring him a certain 
piece of paper, describing it. It was brought to him. He took it in his tremblin 
hands and held it to his fading sight, and having satisfied himself that she had foun 
the right one, he commanded her to commit it to the flames. That paper was his 
last will and testament, and as the law of primogeniture prevailed at that time, his 
oldest son Clement inherited the whole estate, but, being to generous too take it all, 
he divided it equally among his brothers.

THE SCOTT FAMILY 


Thomas Scott I., of Cumberland, England, came to Virginia and 
settled in Gloucester County. He married, in 1725, Anne Baytop, 
daughter of Thomas Baytop III, of Gloucester County, by his wife, 
Anne (Alexander) Baytop, a daughter of Dr. David Alexander of that 
County who married Anne Morgan, a daughter of and co-heiress of 
Captain Francis Morgan (who died in 1657) of “Morgan's Neck.” 
Captain Francis Morgan was a Captain of Colonial Militia and a

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THE WYATT FAMILY 


Sir Henry Wyatt, who was born in 1460, and died in 1537, was 
knighted in 1509 by King Henry VII, of England; he had a son, Sir 
Thomas Wyatt, who was born in 1503, and died in 1542, known as 
“The Poet” and “The Conspirator."” He married Elizabeth Brook, 
a daughter of Thomas Brook, Lord Cobham. Their son, Thomas 
Wyatt Jr., who was born in 1520 and died in 1554, married Jane 
Haute, daughter of Sir William Haute, of Kent, Knight. (See Haute 
Note). Their son, George Wyatt, died in 1625; he married Jane 
Finch, a daughter of Sir Thomas Finch, and had, among other children, 
two sons: Sir Francis Wyatt (who was governor of Virginia in 1621 
and died in 1644) and the Rev. Haute Wyatt, who was born in 1594 
and died in 1638. He was minister at Jamestown, Virginia, in 1621, 
and married twice: firstly, Elizabeth ————— (who died in 1626);

I, Stephen White, feeble in health but sound in mind, and being impressed with 
the uncertainty of life in all cases, but more so in regard to the life of one so far 
advanced in age as I am, do constitute this my last Will and Testament, to wit: I 
bequeath and give to the heirs of Augustus H, White, that is, Stephen White, J. W-. 
White, Thomas D. White, Susan Caroline White, and Mary Eliza White, and an 
other legal heirs that may be born to the said Augustus H. White, the following land, 
to wit: Beginning in Robert Miller’s south boundary fine in the stage road, and 
running with said road southward to a branch where A. I. Flemming now lives 
thence east so as to include the stable called Ma's stable, thence up southwar 
along a marsh 50 as to include all the high ground called the shop lot, to the branch 
again; thence up said branch to Broiles' corner, anash in the said creek close to and 
north of John B, Prewitt’s fence, The said heirs of the said Augustus H. White 
are to have all of my land lying west of said fence.

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Pre-eminent among the American Aristocracy stand the Washing- 
tons, of the greatest of whom Richard Henry Lee hath well spoken; 
‘First in war, first in peace, and first in the hearts of his country- 
men’! We may, therefore, call this the First Family of America, not 
because they were first upon our shores (for they were not so), but 
because of the deathless fame and noble deeds of the First President 
of the World's greatest Republic. 

Very few people know that George Washington was of the male 
line of the Kings of Scotland, descending directly by father to son 
from Maldred, brother of Duncan I, King of Scotland. The name 
Washington was originally De Wessington, assumed by his ancestors 
from their Estate of Wessington. 

Malcolm II, King of Scotland from 1005 to 1034, had by his third 
wife, Elgifu, three daughters; Bethoc, Alice, and Docha, The second 
daughter, Alice, married Sigurd, the Jarl (or Earl) of Orkney, and was 
thus an ancestress of the Virginia Family of Strothers; the third 
daughter, Docha, married Finlay, Thane of Angus, and they were 
the parents of Macbeth, the Usurper; the eldest daughter, Bethoc 
(also called Beatrix) married Crinan the Thane, Lay Abbot of Dunkeld 
and Lord of the Isles, and by him had two sons: Duncan (later Duncan 
I, of Scotland, 1035-1040, who succeeded his maternal grandfather, 
Malcolm IT, and was murdered by his cousin, Macbeth) and Maldred. 
This Maldred married Editha, the daughter of Ughtred (who died in 
1018), the celebrated Earl of Northumbria, by his third wife, the 
Princess Elgiva, a daughter of Ethelred II (“The Unready’’), King 
of England; Elgiva’s mother was the Lady Elfieda (otherwise Elgiva), 
a sister of the famous Lady Godiva of Coventry. 

A son of Maldred and Editha was Gospatrick, who died in 1085; 
his daughter, Ethreda, married her cousin, Duncan I, the murdered 
King of Scotland. Gospatrick'’s son, Torpin Gospatricksson, was 
father of Bardolf Fitz-Torpin, who was living in the reign of William 
the Conqueror; he became Lord of Ravensworth and was founder of 
the great Baronjal Family of Fitz-Hugh, a member of which centuries. 
later came to Virginia. Bardolf’s son, Akaris Fitz-Bardolf, having 
founded an Abbey at Fors, died in 1161; his son was Bonde Fitz 
Akaris, who became of Wessington, and assumed his family name 
therefrom; his son was William Fitz-Bonde de Wessington, and he 
was father of William de Wessington, whose son was William de 
Wessington IJ, who died in 1264; he married Alice de Lexington and 
their son was another William de Wessington, who died in 1301; his 
son, Robert, died in 1328, and was father of William de Washington,

Chevalier, who died in 1394, having changed the spelling of the name. 
Sir William de Washington, Knight, of Halton Fleetham, son of the 
last named William, was father of another Sir William de Washington, 
Knight, who married Margaret de Morville; their daughter and heir, 
Alianare de Washington, married, in 1410, Sir William Tempest, 
Knight, of Studley (Member of Parliment from Yorkshire in 1401); 
she died in 1451 and he died in 1444, leaving two daughters and co- 
heiresses: Isabelle Tempest (born in 1423) and Dionysia Tempest 
(born in 1425). Isabelle Tempest married Richard Norton, Esq., of 
Norton Conyers, Yorkshire, and became thus an ancestress of the 
ere family of Thorntons;* Dionysia Tempest married William 
Mallory, Esq., who became of Studley, and from them descended the 
Strother family of Virginia.* Thus the elder branch of the Washing- 
tens became extinct, but the line was continued by Robert de Wessing- 
ton, of Milbourne. 


Robert de Wessington, Lord of Milbourne in Westmoreland, son of 
William de Wessington (g. v.), was father of a son and heir, Robert, 
who was living in 1301; be married Amicia, daughter of Hugh de 
Kernford, Lord of Kernford in Lancashire. Their son, Robert, mar- 
ried Me ba daughter of Adam Derling and died in 1374. Their son 
was John Washington, of Wharton, who was living in 1886; he married 
Alianora, dawghter of John de Warton, and by her was father of John 
Washington, also of Wharton, who was a soldier of Henry V., in 
France, and was wounded at the battle of Agincourt, in 1415; his son, 
Robert, became of Tuwhitfield in Warton and was a Juror in 1450 and 
in 1460; he died in 1488. Robert Washington of Tuwhitfield, son of 
the last named Robert, was living in 1450; he was thrice married, and 

his first wife, Elizabeth Westfield of Westfield, he had issue, John,

and seven daughters; his second wife was Anne Fisher of Buckinghani- 
shire. Robert’s brother, Lawrence Washington, left as his heiress «

Viscount Tamworth, and was mother of Washington Shirley, Earl 
Ferrers. 

Lawrence, son of Robert and Elizabeth (Light) Washington, 
married, in 1588, Margaret, the daughter of William Butler of Surrey, 
and died in 1616, Margaret (Butler) Washington was descended from 
the Ormondes, and through them from the de Bohuns, whose line 
came from the Princess Elizabeth (Plantagenet), daughter of Edward 
I, King of England. To Lawrence Washington, Margaret Butler bore 
seven sons and two daughters: Sir William, John, Richard, Lawrence, 
Thomas, George, Gregory, Martha, and Mary Washington. Sir 
William Washington was of Packingham, Lincolnshire, and his wife 
was Anne Villiers, half-sister of the notorious Duke of Buckingham, 
George Villiers (1592-1628), who figures in the ‘‘Three Musketeers.” 

Lawrence, son of Lawrence and Margaret (Butler) Washington, 
was born in 1602 and died in 1652; he was Rector of Purleigh in Essex, 
and a Fellow of Brasenose College, Oxford; he married Amphillis 
Boudon (which match was considered by his brothers a mesalliance) 
and they had issue: John, Lawrence, Elizabeth, Margaret, Martha, 
and William Washington. Of these, John and Lawrence Washington 
emigrated to America in 1658, and settled in Virginia, The latter, 
Lawrence, was born in 1635 and died in 1679, in Rappahannock 
County; he was twice married; firstly to Mary Jones, of London, and 
secondly to Joyce Fleming, of Virginia. By the first marriage were 
three daughters, and by the second were two daughters and a son. 

John, son of Lawrence and Joyce (Fleming) Washington, was born 
in 1665; he was Sheriff of Stafford County, in 1718, and married Mary 
Townshend; they had four children: Lawrence, Henry, Townshend, 
and John Washington. Townshend Washington was born in 1705 
and died in 1778; he married Elizabeth Lund, and they had five 
children: Robert, Lawrence, Lund, Catherine and John Washington. 
The eldest son, Robert Washington, was born in 1729 and he married, 
in 1756, Alice Strother,* a daughter of Benjamin and Mary (Mason) 
Fitz-Hugh Strother and great-granddaughter of Williasn Strother, the 
Virginia Immigrant. Robert and Alice (Strother) Washington had a

22, 1732, and died December 14, 1799; he married, January 6, 1759, 
the beautiful widow, Mrs. Martha (Dandridge) Custis, whose first 
husband was Daniel Parke Custis, by whom she had four children. 
She was the daughter of John Dandridge. Through Martha Washing- 
ton’s great-granddaughter, Mary Anne Randolph Custis, the two 
greatest names in American History are united, for she married 
General Robert Edward Lee, C. S. A. Mrs, Lee’s father was George 
Washington Parke Custis, the adopted son of George Washington, 
and the grandson of Martha Washington, being the son of her son, 
John Parke Custis, whose wife was Eleanor Calvert, daughter of 
Benedict Calvert, of “‘Mt. Airy,’’ Maryland, a half-brother of Fred- 
erick Calvert, sixth and last Lord Baltimore. It seems so unnecessary 
to recount the life of George Washington, that we will only say of him, 
and of the Washingtons, ‘Nihil nisi bonum.” 


*She was a daughter, and co-heiress (after the death of her three brothers, unmarried) of Colonel 
Augustine Warner, Jr. (1642-1681), of “Warner Hall,"' Gloucester County, Virginia, by his wife, 
Mildred Reade (gq. v.), a daughter of Colonel George Reade and his wife, Elizabeth Martian (sce Reade 
Note). Colonel Augustine Warner, Jr.,. was anealeer of the vargola House of Burgesses in 1676 and a 
member of the Roya! Council from 1677 to 1681, the date of his death. He was also Colonel of the 
Gloucester County Militia, whence the military title by which he was called. 

{This difference in chronology is due to the fact that the revision of the calendar, in 1752, neces- 
sitated the loss of eleven days, which were simply dropped from the calendar. Frequently in records 


a date is given followed by (QO. S.) or (N. 8.) to indicate which style of recording is being used. For 
example, George Washington was born February 11 (O. S.) or February 22 (N. S,), 1732.

THE JOHNSON FAMILY 


WILLIAM JOHNSON, SR., was an English gentleman who migrated 
from England to the American Colonies and settled in South Carolina 
prior to 1775. He later moved to North Carolina and, before 1800, 
to Barren County, Kentucky. In 1804 he settled in Rutherford 
County, Tennessee, with Isaac Miller, Sr. (whom he had met in 
Kentucky) and their families, He probably married a Miss Larkin 
and thus brought that name into the Johnson family. He died in 
Rutherford County in 1816, leaving a widow, Rebecca Johnson, and 
nine chilcren.

highest bidder, to return the same without abuse at the end of said term, and pay

be appropriated to the use of said widow, in such manner as to afford her a decent 
and confortable living. Without her being obliged to labor except she please to do 
it of her own choice, but to cause the negroes to work and support them and their 
stock but she is not to remove said property or any part of it or the increase out of 
Rutherford County, except it be on a visit to see her friends and at her death, the 
said property with its increase said widow and us hereby covenant and agree, that 
it shall be Seog divided amongst us sharé and share alike, and that if she shall at 
any time before her death, misuse said property in any manner other than aforesaid, 
in that case it is to be ours again, but it is to be understood that no plea by any ol 
us Shall be sufficient to dispossess her, where she through ignorance may have missed 
the meaning of this agreement in which case no damage have been done to us. And 
we further agreé that the balance of said estate shall be sold to the highest bidder on 
twelve months credit as the law direets and after the debts are paid the balance is to 
be equally divided among us, and the said widow share and share alike, and the share 
of said widow is to be her own, and she is to do with it, as she may please, provided 
she make use of it for her own support, and if she should not need it in her lifetime 
she may give it to who she pleases at her death. Now it is to be understood that the 
intention of this obligation is to procure to the said widow a comfortable, decent 
support during her life without her being compelled to labour for it in her old age, 
or yet tobe beholden to any, and to prevent any advantage being taken on her, or 
any of us, whether with or without her consent, and so soon as the following shall ail 
have signed this, it shall be binding, but nar cilt then, viz: John euae Matthew 
Kuykendule in rite of his wife, Nancy; Edward Johnson; John Miller, in rite of his 
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wife, Mildred; James Johnson; William Johnson; Edward Taylor, in rite of his wife, 
Polly and Matthew Johnson. ’ Signed on and stated this 28th February, 1816, and 
given under our hands and seals as signed.

I will and bequeath that my negro 
man Tom shall be freed from my death, I have two negro boys one named Reuben 
and the other Jeremiah which are now worth about three hundred dollars each, now 
if either of the Executors to this Will shall by the time that the one thousand dollars 
are due the heirs of Moses Kuykendall take one or both of the above boys at three 
hundred dollars each, I wish them to buy the said boys and if they cannot raise the 
money by that time then the heirs of Moses Kuykendall to have said boys at what 
they are worth at the time, asa part of the one thousand dollars, heretofore Willed 
them. All the perishable property to be sold and the proceeds of the sale with what 
cash I may have on hand after paying expenses and special bargains to be yee 
divided, And I hereby appoint my sons John Kuykendall, Mathew Kuykendall and 
Mark Kuykendall my Executors to carry the above into effect any one of them can 
act and wind up said estate.

BEAN NOTE 


JESSE BEENE, SR. (g. ¥.) was doubtless a son of Captain Jesse Bean 
of the Watauga Settlement in Tennessee and this Jesse Bean was 
either a son or a nephew of Captain William Bean, the intrepid settler 
of the Tennessee wilderness in 1769. William Bean was one of the 
pioneers of that State and one of its foremost historical characters. 
He was born in Pennsylvania, lived in North Carolina and came to 
Tennessee from Pittsylvania County, Virginia. He married Lydia 
Russell of Virginia and with five children they braved the attacks of 
Indians and the hardships of the wilderness to settle on Boone’s Creek, 
Tennessee, in 1769. They first lived in a rough cabin erected ptevious- 
ly by William Bean and Daniel Boone on a hunting expedition and 
here was born Russell Bean, “the first child of English parents born 
in Tennessee.’” Captain William Bean and his wife, Lydia (Russell) 
Bean, had at least six children; William, Robert, George, Sarah, Jane 
(who was killed by Indians in 1799) and Russell Bean. Jesse Bean 
was one of the Captains of General John Sevier of Tennessee and 
fought in the Battle of King’s Mountain. He was either another son 
of Captain William Bean or, more probably, a son of the Captain’s 
brother, John Bean of Washington County, Tennessee.

The greater part of the information in the following history was 
obtained from a family chart belonging to Mrs. M. C. Torrey, one 
of the Myers descendants, 


The following letter was received by Mrs. Torrey from John 
Austin Myers: 


I obtained m 1y knowledge of the Myers family history when a boy from a package 
of very ancient German manuscripts, most of it being on parchment. Uncle Willian 
Myers had an educated German employed painting his house in Columbia, South 
Carolina, before the Civil War, who translated these old papers for me. My Unele 
then put these away, directing me to take them, alter his death, and return to the 
old country, to the family there. The War came on, the documents were lost. [ 
found from the package that Rudelph Myers came from Zurich, Switzerland: that 
he bore the title of Baron and that he was a legitimate and recognized relation of 
the family of Hapsburg, the ruling family of Austria. In religion he was Catholic; 
one of the family, John Myers, had been a Roman Catholic Bishop. Rudolph Myers 
came to America early in the last century, His brother Conrad settled on the. 
Hudson River near Troy or Albany, New York. Rudolph came to South Carolina, 
I do not know the name of Rudolph's wife nor where she was buried. John Jacob 
son of Rudolph Myers was sent back to Europe and was educated at the Univer- 
sities of Meidelberg and Gottingen, where he studied Law. Before returning to 
this country, he married Catherine Enfinger (or Von Enfinger). She was.a lady of 
ood birth and family, was light-haired and blue-eyed and of small stature. John 
Tacob Myers was a Judge in colonial times, in South Carolina and after the Revo- 
utionary War. He was a Whig and held a commission in the Army, serving alter- 
nately with Marion and Sumpter. He was with Sumpter at Fishing Creek when 
he was surprised and his command badly used up and scattered by Tarleton. John 
Jacob Myers was also at the surrender of Cornwallis, at Yorktown, Virginia. He 
was buried as an old continental soldier, with military honors, in Lexington County, 
South Carolina, where he owned a large body of land and where he made his summer 
home. The old German books, Harpsichord and Swiss Clock were in Uncle William's 
house, but since his death have been destroyed. He (Rudolph) also brought with 
him from Switzerland one or two hundred of his German tenants, who rendered 
hima service as in the old country. This feudal! relation existed, gradually declining 
till the death of his grandson, David, in 1885, Forty years ago, when I attended 
the Law School at Harvard, I met a descendant of Conrad so? hee who was also a 
student there, by name Cyrus Myers, then residing in Pennsylvania, William, son 
of Conrad, never married, he died in 1835 or 1836, leaving a fine estate to the children 
of his brother, Henry Myers. Henry died in 1866 or 1867, at about ninety years 
of age. He often talked about the Continental Soldiers, remembered and frequently 
told me that Jacob Myers ranked as Major. The office of County Commissioner 
held by Jacob Myers was a judicial office. He was judge of the County Court and 
was a Whig. ‘‘The name was originally Myer.”

CHAPTER II. 
The Morrises and Mulls. : 


The Morrises of England were Cavaliers. Robert and William 
Morris, brothers, came to America. William Morris moved from 
Pennsylvania to James River, Virginia, The Morris family were all 
opposed to England, The two sons of William Morris, Robert and 
Patrick, fought bravely in colonial ranks, William Morris married 
Esther Phalby of Virginia. Their children were Robert, Patrick, and 
Eleanor. : 

Eleanor Morris married Major William Mills. She was born in 
1740 on James River, Virginia, near the town of Williamsburg, Her 
father afterward moved to South Carolina, They married on the 
12th of October, 1765; she being twenty-two and he nineteen years 
of age. She died in the spring of 1833 at their home on Mills Creek, 
in North Carolina, She and her husband lie side by side in the eceme- 
tery near Hendersonville, a 

William Mills, the grandfather of Major William Mills (who 
married Eleanor Morris) came from England and settled in Mary- 
land, He was father of Ambrose Mills and William Henry Mills. 

Colonel Ambrose Mills was born in England in 1722. He and his 
son, Major William Mills, were commissioned officers in the Corn- 
wallis Army and fouht with the Royalists for the crown. 

Colonel Ambrose Mills married Mourning Stone of Maryland. 
She was murdered by the Indians in the Indian War of 1756-61, He 
came when quite young with his father from England to Maryland. 
Arriving at manhood, he moved to the colony of South Carolina on 
the Wateree River. After leaving Maryland, and before going to 
South Carolina, he lived a short while on the James River, Virginia. 
By his first wife he had one child, Major William Mills. 

Colonel Ambrose Mills’ second wife was a daughter of Colonel 
Brown of Chester, South Carolina, who was closely related to Gover- 
nor Albert G. Brown of Mississippi. By his marriage with Miss 
Brown he had three sons and three daughters, viz.: William Mills, 
who married Eliza Durant, daughter of Edmund Durant; Jane Mills; 
Amanda Mills, who married Adolphus Mills; and another son, whose 
first wife was Honor Moor. From this marriage there was one son. 
Nancy Jones of Virginia was the second wife of the last named son of 
Colonel Ambrose Mills. 

The children of Eleanor Morris and Major William Mills were 
Sarah Mills, Eleanor Mills, John Mills, Marville Mills, Elizabeth 
Mills, Mourning Mills and Phalby Mills, 

Major William Mills and Eleanor Morris were married by the 
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service of the Church of England. In the ring was engraved: ‘Let 
love abide till death divide.” 


CHAPTER IIT, 


The descendants of Eleanor Mills, daughter of Eleanor Morris 
and Major William Mills. 

Eleanor Mills married, in 1793, the Reverend Samuel Edney 
(Methodist), who was born in 1768, in North Carolina, and preached 
fifty years. He was buried in Edneyville, North Carolina, which town 
was named for him and his brother, Asa. He died September 17, 1844. 

General Bales Mills Edney, a distinguished lawyer, son of Eleanor 
Mills and Reverend Samuel Edney, was consul to Palermo, Sicily, 
in 1851 or 1853. A history of North Carolina says that he was Charge 
d' Affaires to Guatemala, appointed September 14, 1852, from Nerth 
Carolina, He equipped at his own expense a Confederate company 
of which he was captain. He was murdered by deserters at Edneyville 
April 4, 1865 (it was supposed by robbers). He was buried at Edney- 
ville. He never married. When at Palermo, his office was near Mt, 
Etna. Some of the family have brooches he had made from stones 
there. His military suit, trimmed with gold buttons and lace, was 
burned in Charleston, South Carolina. He was very handsome, ele- 
gant, and refined. The family has a beautiful miniature of him 
painted in Washington, District Columbia. Judge Bynum of Char- 
lotte, North Carolina, was a law partner of General Bales Edney, 

James Edney, another son of Eleanor Mills and Samuel Endey, 
and author of a history, “Western North Carolina,” was a merchant 
of New York. His history was printed in 1858. He was a natural 
musician and dealt in all kind of musical instruments. He was buried 
in New York City, where his family continued to reside. He married 
Miss Turner. They had the following children: James Edney, Jr, 
a civil engineer in New York; Mrs. Sue Neal, Sumpter, Vermont; 
Mrs. Francis Craft of Brooklyn, New York; and Mrs. James Francis 
of New Jersey. James Edney, Jr., had a wholesale store of musical 
instruments and one of dry goods, both in New York City. 

John Morris Edney, another son of Eleanor Mills and Samuel 
Edney married Miss Falls of Augusta, Georgia, and was buried in 
Mobile, Alabama, January, 1824. Hewasa very handsome man. His 
only daughter, Amanda, married Mr. Gardner of Selma, Alabama. 
They had three daughters and one son; Lizzie Gardner, who died quite 
young, unmarried; Belle Gardner who married a Mr. Human of New 
York City; and Emma Gardner who married a Mr, Browning. Her 
remains were brought to Selma, Alabama for burial. The son of Aman- 
da Edney Gardner married and lives in Alabama. Amanda Edney 
Gardner died in New York. Her daughters were all stylish girls- 


Winston Edney, a fourth son of Eleanor Mills and Samuel Edney, 
died in Augusta, Georgia, and was buried in Edneyvyille, North 
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Carolina, He had two sons and three daughters, one of whom 
was named Laura. They were all very handsome. 

Allison Mills Edney, a fifth son of Eleanor Mills and Samuel 
Edney, was a merchant. He was never married. He died in Hender- 
sonville and was buried in Edneyville, September, 1842. 

Thomas Edney, a sixth son, was an artist, He never married. 
He died in Asheville and was buried in Edneyville. 

Frank Edney, a seventh son, who was buried in Haywood, Ten- 
nessee, Was a planter in West Tennessee. 

William Edney, an eighth son, died young, and was buried in 
Edneyville. ; . =e 

Rufus Edney, the ninth son, married twice; was buried in Edney- 
ville. He was a planter. 

Mary Kelly Edney, a daughter of Eleanor Mills and Samuel 
Radney, married Isaac B, Sawyer of North Carolina. Their children 
were Maty Sawyer of Asheville, North Carolina; Eleanor Sawyer, 
who had many admirers and when young was the prettiest girl in 
Asheville (she died 1902 in the hospital, Morganton, North Carolina, 
and was buried in Ashville); James B. Sawyer, a wealthy banker in 
Asheville who has several children.

Twitty of Rutherford County, North Carolina. He received two 
bullet wounds at the battle of Cowpens and one with a sword which 
followed him to his grave. He also fought at the Battle of King’s 
Mountain, A wife of one of his ancestors was a cousin of George 
Washington, He married Mourning Mills about 1791 and settled 
in Buncombe County, as it was then known, near Hendersonville, 
North Carolina, where he died in 1815. His children were William 
Jones, Sarah Myra, Marville Franklin, Phalby Caroline, Richard 
Taliaferro, Sophia Melinda, Eliza Eleanor, John de Lafayette, James 
Madison, Dr. George Walton, and Henry Rufus Lewis. 

William Jones Lewis, son of Mourning Mills, was born 1792 in 
Huncembe County, North Carolina. About 1826 he located in Baus- 
yille, Yancey County, North Carolina, as a merchant. About 1829 
he married Celia Wilson of Yancey County. He was very generous 
with his friends. He endorsed notes for them to a large amount and 
had them to pay, which nearly broke him in his old age. He acted as 
county clerk for the court in Yancey County for many years. He 
died in 1858, leaving the following children: Rufus Henry, born 1830; 
Louisa Mourning, born 1832, who married J. B. Woodfin; Oscar Mar- 
ville, born 1835; and Mary Eliza Lewis, born 1842. 

Sarah Myra Lewis, daughteriof Mourning Mills, married Reverend 
David Hilliard, for many years a Methodist preacher, but he joined 
the Baptist Church about 1853, He was a soldier in the war of 1812. 
He resided for some years at Spartanburg, South Carolina. They 
both died in Asheville, North Carolina; he in 1870, and she in 1871. 
They had the following children: William Lewis, Ann Eliza, Sarah 
Mand, Mary Jane, Sophia Melinda, and James Henry Hilliard. Dr. 
William Lewis Hilliard was born in 1823, married Miss Margaret 
Love and resided at Asheville. He graduated in medicine after at- 
teading lectures in Philadelphia in 1849 and 1850. He once fought a 
duel witha Mr, Hynes. The diffichlty grew out of a political difference. 
His children were James Robert; Dr. Wm. David; Sam Haywood, 
who married Miss Mary Justin of Hendersonville, North Carolina; 
Sarah Matid, who married Fred Hull; Dr. Charles Eugene, who mar- 
ried Miss Mary Craig of Louisville, Kentucky, died about 1890, and 
left one little boy, Charles, Jr.; Margaret Josephine, called the hand- 
somest woman in Asheville, who married Jack Campbell, a wealthy 
man of Asheville; Dr. Walter Lee, who never married but died Septeni- 
ber, 1890; Ida Love, who married Robert Foster of Asheville; and 
Howard Hilliard. Margaret Josephine had three children, Emily, 
Hilliard, and Jack Campbell, Jr. Sophia Melinda Hilliard was born 
1826, and married William Bremin 1857. She resided at Spartanburg, 
South Carolina, and is said to be very beautiful as was her mother, 
Sarah Lewis, and her grandmother, Mourning Mills. Her brother’s 
family (Dr. Wm. Lewis Hilliard) were all extremely handsome. She 
had two children; William Thomas, who died at the age of fourteen 
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years; and Mamie Louisa Brem, who married Mr, Sheriden of Spar- 
tanburg, South Carolina. She had three children, Lynn, William, 
and Hilliard Sheriden. Mary Jane Hilliard was born in 1828, and died 
in 1869, James Henry Hilliard was born in 1831 and was postmaster 
at Asheville in 1858, 

Marville Franklin Lewis, son of Mourning Mills, was born in 1796. 
He merchandised a few years at Greenville Court House, South Caro- 
lina. His health becoming impaired, he wound up his business and 
started to Cuba, but died in 1833, just before reaching the island. He 
never married. 

Phalby Caroline Lewis, daughter of Mourning Mills, was born in 
i798, and married Reverend Thomas Craven of Randolph County, 
North Carolina, in 1812, and resided at Cave Springs, Floyd County, 
Georgia, They moved from North Carolina to Georgia in 1823. Their 
children were; Dr. Lewis McKendrick Craven, born 1822, who mar- 
ried Miss C. J. Wooten, and lived at Cave Springs; Sophia Mary, born 
1824, who married Rufus Barker, a farmer in Floyd County, Georgia; 
Jehn Henry, born 1826, who married Nancy Logan; William Mills, 
bern 1828, who married Sarah Dobbins; Caroline Minerva, born L836, 
who married James W. P. Ware, a planter; Louisa Orilla, born 1852, 
who married Dr. A, M, Turner; and Thomas Augustus Craven, bern 
1835. 

Sophia Melinda Lewis, daughter of Mourning Mills, was born in 
1801, married General Phillip Brittain of Henderson County, North 
Carolina. General Brittain was a soldier in the War of 1812, andrep- 
resented Buncombe County in the house in 1810, 1811, 1816, 1817, 
1818 and as senator in 1823 and 1824. (See Wheeler's History of North 
Carolina, page filty-four). General Brittain-was a man of strong mind 
and constitution, and represented his constituents in various offices. 
While in the legislature, perhaps his last time, Henderson County was 
formed and received its name at his suggestion, after old General 
Henderson, who died a worthy citizen of the state. General Brittain 
was an industrious, enterprising, public-spirited man. He married 
Sophia, daughter of a Widow Lewis, reared a large family, and died 
in 1848, at an advanced age. Their children were; Philip, who died 
single; Stanhope, residing at' Hendersonville, North Carolina, who 
served as captain of the Home Guards in the War of 1861; Mourning 
Mills, who married Dr. Joseph Blackstock, and died in Arkansas about 
1877, leaving three children; Attilla Delila, who married William 
Henry, and died jn 1860, in Henderson County, North Carolina, leay- 
ing four children; James, who died single; Benjamin, residing at 
Hendersonville, North Carolina, who served as a lieutenaft in the 
Confederate War; Laura H., who married Goodson Carie of Henderson 
County, North Carolina; Emma Eugenia, who married Morris Allison 
of Boylston, but had no children; Rebecca, who married Millard G. 
Jones and resides in Buncombe County, North Carolina; William 
Gaston, who married Pamelia McDowell, and resides in Spartanburg, 
South Carolina. Mourning Mills Blackstock left three children: 
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Joseph, Sophia, and Earnest Blackstock, whose post office is Garden 
Brook, Arkansas, Attilla Delila Henry’s children were: Charlotte, 
Pat, Sophia, and William Henry, Laura H, Carie’s children were Lula, 
Lela, and Lila Carie, William Gaston Brittain left four children: 
Eugene, Sophia, Pearl, and Carl Brittain. 

Eliza Eleanor Lewis, seventh child of Mourning Mills, was born in 
1803, and married Dr. Marville Mills Edney, her cousin, son of Asa 
Edney, who married Sarah, daughter of Major Wm, Mills. Asa Edney 
was from Pasquotank County, North Carolina, and was a descendant 
of Robert Edney, who married the sister of Sir Isaac Newton, philos- 
opher, of England, Dr. Marville Mills Edney was a merchant, farmer 
and physician and resided at Edneyville, North Carolina. They had 
twelve children as follows: Lucian; Henry, who married George J. 
Nix; Sophia A.; Eliza T., who married John A, Burgess; John C., who 
married Rosa Ann Parlin, daughter of Hiram Parlin, of Henderson 
County, North Carolina; Emma R.; Mourning S.; Marville; Lewis 
M,; William Mills; and Edmund Randolph. The children of Rosa 
Ann Nix were Martha M., James M., Amanda, Sarah, Craivil A., 
Morrison, and Jane R. Nix, 

John de LaFayette Lewis, eighth child of Mourning Mills, was 
born in 1804, and died single, in 1857, at the home of Columbus Mills, 
Polk County, North Carolina. He was a yery generous, free-hearted 
man, and yery much respected and beloved by all. He was a soldier 
in the Seminole War in Florida. 

James Madison Lewis, the ninth child of Mourning Mills, was born 
in Buncombe County, North Carolina, in 1810 (now Anderson 
County). He was librarian and keeper of the state house at Jackson, 
Mississippi, for many years. He married Leander Perdue, of Madison 
County, Mississippi, in 1847. Théy had two children: Mary P., born 
1849, and Bancombe, who was born-in 1851 and died in 1854. Mrs. 
Leander Lewis died in Yazoo County, Mississippi, and her remains 
were interred in the cemetery at Vernon, Mississippi. James M, Lewis 
was residing in Asheville, North @arolina, in 1886. 

Dr. George Walton Lewis, tenth child of Mourning Mills, was 
born in 1812, He studied medicine and located in Lincoln County, 
Georgia, where he had an extensive practice for twelve or fifteen years. 
He married in 1837 in Columbia County, Georgia, Lucy H. Welborn. 
They had two children, Martha Octavia, born 1840, and Mary George, 
born 1846. Dr, George W. Lewis died in Lincoln County, Georgia, 
in 1847, in the meridian of life, As a physician, he was eminent and 
skillful; as a citizen, neighbor and friend, he was much esteemed for 
his prudence, charitableness and lofty bearing without ostentation, 
and as a Christian, he was God-fearing and humble in all the walks 

of life, None knew him but to love him. His wife and two daughters 
survived him, and lived near Winfield, Georgia. 

The eleventh child of Mourning Mills was Rufus Henry Lewis, 
who was born in 1814, He was a farmer and married Nancy Goodbred, 

daughter of John Goodbred, Rutherfordton, North Carolina. They 
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had the following children. John Goodbred, Marville Franklin, Mary 
W., Richard Taliaferro, Sophia Melinda, Rufus, Henry, Ellen Cale- 
donia, and Jeff Davis Lewis.

CHAPTER VIII. 
Phalby Mills and Colonel David Myers. 


Phalby Mills, daughter of Eleanor Morris and Major William 
Mills, married Colonel David Myers, son of John Jacob Myers and 
grandson of Rudolph Myers. 

Phalby Mills Myers was born September 24, 1782, died July 26, 
1854, at Fort Marion, twelve miles below Columbia, South Carolina, 
and was buried beside her husband in the family cemetery, two miles 
from Fort Marion. Her son, William Mills Myers and others are 
buried there. Fort Marion, the ancestral home, was named for Gerieral 
Francis Marion, who had his headquarters there. This house of 
Colonel and Mrs. Myers was built about 1810, of brick made on his 
plantation. Some say that it was built prior to the Revolutionary 
War. It is still (1903) owned by one of his grandsons, John Austin 
Myers. Fort Marion was burned in the winter of 1903. It caught 
fire by sparks from the chimney falling on the shingles which were 
very old and dry, It burned in the day time. Phalby Mills Myers 
was a woman of very vigorous mind. 

Colonel David Myers was born November 28 or 29, 1768, and 
died March 3, 1835. Colonel Myers owned plantations on the Con- 
garee and Wateree Rivers, He represented his county for many years 
in the legislature, both in the senate and the lower house. He was 
colonel of a regiment in the War af 1812, and was a man of great in- 
fluence and wonderful energy. He was a Whig. He married Phalby 
Mills, of North Carolina, December 24, 1798. Their home, Fort 
Marion, was the center of great hospitality. Many of the most pro- 
minent men and families were lavishly entertained there, as well 
trained servants were plentiful. David Myer's father, John Jacob 
Myers, died March 29, 1804, in his summer home, called ‘‘Safe Gotha,” 
near Platte Springs, Lexington District, South Carolina. He first 
served as lieutenant and afterwards as major in the Revolutionary 
War. He owned much land in different districts and married Cather- 
ine Von Enfinger of Saxony in 1764. 

The oil portrait of Mrs. David Myers, painted when she was quite 
old, is owned by her great-grandson in Vicksburg, T. C. Catchings. 

The children of Colonel and Mrs. David Myers were: John Jacob 
Myers the Second, Mary Ellen, Claiborn Clifton, Elizabeth, David F., 
William Mills, Sarah A. C., Caroline L., Nancy Louise, Catherine 
Hayne, and Robert C. Myers, the youngest of the eleven children.

Dr. John Myers was born in South Carolina, January 29, 1800, 
and married, on June 9, 1825, Sarah English Peay, daughter of Colonel 
Austin F. Peay of South Carolina. Dr. Myers was assistant surgeon 
of a regiment which escorted Lafayette from the North Carolina line 
to Columbia, South Carolina. He graduated in medicine in Baltimore, 
Maryland, and was rich by inheritance from his father and father-in- 
law. He resided in Winsboro, South Carolina. The children of John 
Jacob Myers were, Nicholas Peay, born November 25, 1841; Franklin, 
born June 4, 1838, and died in 1894, his wife dying previously; William 
Robert, who died July 25; 1838; Dr. Thomas Jefferson; Mary Eliza; 
Nicholas Peay, who was born October 18, 1834, and died October 20, 
ey Eugene Phalby; Sarah L.; Dr, Marion Mills; and John Austin 

yers. 

Dr. Thomas Jefferson Myers, son of Dr. John Jacob, was born 
August 9, 1826, in Florida, and married Carrie Perry, of South Caro- 
lina, October 12, 1852, She died 1854. He married three times. On 
the 20 of September, 1894, he married a widow from France, His child 
by his first wile was Carrie Myers, who married John Lee, of Florida, 
and who has one child, John Lee, Jr. Dr. Thomas Jefferson Myers was 
wounded in battle during the Mexican War, from which he suffered 
the remainder of his life. He died about 1908 and the United States 
Government placed a marble headstone at his grave in Florida, as a 
Mexican War soldier. He was also a major in the Civil War, in the 
command of General Forrest. 

Mary Eliza, daughter of Dr. n Jacob Myers, was born June 5, 
1828, and married Dr. Joseph G. Jenkins, of South Carolina, January 
5, 1845. He died December 22, 1862. Their children were: Nicholas 
Austin, born October 18, 1845; Jaseph G., born February 18, 1847; 
Sarah English, born July 27, 1848, who married Stanmore Watson 
of Columbia, South Carolina; Thomas Bracy, born May, 1850; 
Eugenia, born March 30, 1851P; John, born October 13, 18538, and died 
1863; English, born April 29, 1855; James, born September 26, 1856, 
and died November 23, 1871; Benjamin Edward, born June 30, 1858, 
and died 1881; Margaret Cattrell, born August 25, 1860, and died

M, E, Jenkins. She moved with her son, Captain J. G. Jenkins, to 
Greenville, South Carolina. 

Eugenia Phalby, daughter of Dr. John Jacob Myers, was born 
November ?, 1829, and died June, 1904, She married Thomas Bracy, 
November 5, 1844, who was her first husband. Her second husband 

was Dr. Nicholas Alexander Talley, whom she married February 26, 
1852. Dr. Talley was boro in Washington, Wilkes County, Georgia, 
October 27, 1827, and died July 6, 1897. Mrs. Talley died June, 1904 
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Their children were, Eugenia; Amy, who married Preston Cunning- 
ham, and whose daughter, Celeste, is par excellence in music; twins, 
Celeste; Dr. Alexander N.; and Lawson Clay Talley. Eugenia Talley 
married Thomas Hassell Gibbs, grandson of (Colonial) Governor Gibbs 
of South Carolina. Dr, A. N. Talley was a very distinguished, greatly 
beloved physician in Columbia. He died in the summer of 1877 and 
was buried with elaborate ceremonies and honors. 

Sarah L. Myers, daughter of Dr, John Jacob Myers, was born 
May 10, 1831, and married, July 31, 1848, Edward L. Patterson, son 
of Hon. Angus and Mrs, Hannah F. Patterson, of Barnwell. Hon. 
Angus Patterson was United States Senator from South Carolina. 
Their children were, Dr. Abner Bethune, who married Miss Sophia 
—; Joseph; Allen; Nicholas; Alfred Alrich; Nannie; Sarah 
English; Edward; Hannah Frizelle; Isabella; David Myers; and 
James Patterson, Dr. A. B, Patterson was born in South Carolina 
1851. He lived in Atlanta, Georgia, for awhile, but returned to South 
Carolina in 1891 to resume the practice of medicine. His children 
were Edward and Sophia Patterson, who was nicknamed ‘Be Bee." 
Joseph Patterson was born in South Carolina, 1855 and married Jane 
Allen, of South Carolina. He was & dentist. Nicholas A. Patterson 
was born in South Carolina in 1849, He was a lawyer in Florida. 
Alfred A, Patterson, a dentist of Atlanta, Georgia, was born in South 
Carolina, 1867. He married Miss Marie, datighter of Mrs. Charles 
Kerrison of Charleston, South Carolina, June 19, 1900. He afterwards 
moved to Charleston. Nannie Patterson was born in South Carolina 
in 1861 and married Mr, Burkett of Atlanta in October, 1882. Sarah 
English Patterson was born in 1863 and married William Tillinghast, 
attorney at law, of South Carolinggs,They had one child, Ivy, who 
married Clifton Harrison of Atlanta¥y 1896. Edward Patterson, M. D., 
was born in South Carolina, i189) and practised his profession in 
Barnwell, South Carolina, He ma¥gied Miss. Kate Allen, of South 
Carolina. They moved to Florid out 1880. Hannah Patterson 
was born in 1865 and married Pier llen of Allendale, South Caro- 
lina.

in Texas. He had several 
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Mary Ellen Myers was born May 29, 1802, at Fort Marion, her 
father’s home and died November 14, 1843, in Mississippi and was 
buried in the city cemetery at Vicksburg. She married Robert Clen- 
denin about 1819, an eminent lawyer and state politician of Yorkville, 
South Carolina. She was a superb beauty with a wealth of dark 
auburn hair and large handsome black eyes, as shown in an oil por- 
trait taken when young. This is owned by her grandson, T. C, Cateh- 
ings, of Vicksburg, Mississippi. She was devoted to fashions and 
elegant society, and was educated at the old Moravian School, Salem, 
North Carolina, She danced at a ball given in honor of General La- 
fayette. While at Salem she did somie pretty pictures in water colors, 
Two of these are still owned by her grandchildren—one a basket of 
fruit and the other a basicet of flowers. They also have cards of her 
friends painted by her, with their names and a flower, cornucopia, 
or other design, 

Hon. Robert Clendenin was admitted to the bar in Columbia, 
South Carolina June 11, 1813, He died August 29, 1830, in his forty- 
seventh year. Their children were Nancy McNes$ born July 4, 1820, 
and died June 23, 1891; Catherine born 1822, who died young; Phalby 
born December 25, 1823, who died young; Robert Jr., born December 
3, 1825, who died young; Mary Elizabeth, who died October 12, 1853, 

Nancy McNess Clendenin (always called Nannie) was born in the 
home of her father at Yorkville, South Carolina and died at Lithia 
Springs, Georgia, to which resort she had gone for her health, and 
was buried in the family lot, Vicksburg, Mississippi, beside her hus- 
band, She was educated in Columbia, South Carolina, in the school 
of Mr. Marks, and in Baltimore, Maryland, She spoke in recollection 
of her childhood and of the bggmtiful little twin daughters of Mr, 
Marks, one being a blonde and t era brunette. She had a strong, 
vigorous mind, was cultivated well read, a fluent conversation- 
alist, was mirthful and appreciag#e of humor and wit. Her voice when 
young was superb. She sang pathos and expression ““The Blind 
Boy,” “'The Irish Emigrant’s ent,’ “A Life on the Ocean Wave,” 
“A Poor Cracovian Maid,'\aghd other songs popular at that time. 
She was devoted to her cjfch and did much for its welfare; was 
especially active in pa tal work in Brandon, Mississippi, and 
toward building St. Luk Episcopal Church there; also St. Paul's 
Chapel at Johnsonvillg@Mississippi. She possessed great personal 
beauty and socially wojlerful magnetism, was charitable to the faults 
of others. Her fathegeing a patriotic Whig, named her Nancy Me- 
Ness Independence ndenin, as the 4th of July was her birthday. 
She kept these initif*W#till married. The young lady’s card case and 
gold thimble were thus inscribed. Being only nineteen years of age 
when her mother moved to Mississippi, she became a reigning belle 
in Canton, Jackson and other sections of the state. Most of her ad- 
mirers were in after years distinguished professional men and in 
politics. On February 14, 1843, she married Dr. Thomas Jefferson 
Catchings, of Canton, Mississippi. Her mother presented her with 
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“Fleetwood,” the plantation home in Hinds County, four miles from 
Bolton Depot, Mississippi, Here they reared and educated their 
children, employing private tutors. The residence was a large two 
story spacious building and the surrounding grounds were a marvel 
of beauty by nature and cultivation, On each side was a lawn of oaks 
and other forest trees. On the inner side of the carriage circle were 
massive cedars, trimmed sugar-loaf shape, The outside of the circle 
had a hedge of wild peach, kept trimmed straight on the sides and flat 
on top. Still on the outside of this was a hedge of Cape jasmines. 
Flowers arid roses of every variety brightened the grounds. Magnolia 
trees were on each side of the avenue from the house fo the gate. The 
flower beds on both sides of the avenue were bordered with dwar! box. 
There were not more beautiful, highly cultivated grounds in the state 
than those at “Fleetwood.” 

Dr. Catchings was a very influential man, politically and socially. 
He and his wife entertained in old-fashioned style and with hospitality. 
They were married at ‘Fleetwood,"’ then the home of her mother. 
It was built in 1838, in readiness for the family when they moved 
from South Carolina. When the cannonading by Sherman began in 
Vicksburg, Dr, Catchings sold ' twood”’ to Mr. Joseph E, Davis, 
his brother, President Jefferson s, buying the adjoining plantation. 
Dr. Catchings then moved wi family and negroes to Refuge,” 
his plantation in Sunflower Immediately alter the surrender 
he sold ‘Refuge’ and bo home in Brandon, Mississippi, 
where he resided six years n returned to Sunflower County, 
Here he practiced his professio his death, May 12, 1883. He was 
born September, 17, 1806; and frequently served in both houses of the 
legislature. He was nominated in #839 on the anti-Jackson ticket for 
Congress, but declined on acgpunt of his profession. His literary 
attainments were unusual and varied, the Bible being his favorite 
study. ‘‘Fleetwood’’ was burned by the Federal troops, who raided 
the homes of the two Davises, The china, cut glass, two pianos, books 
and other valuables left in the care of Mrs. Davis by Mrs. Catchings 
were destroyed by the Yankees. It was said that these things were 
shipped north by them. Several years after the war, the large family 
Bible was advertised in ——————. A friend of Dr. Catchings living 
there procured and sent it to Dr. Catchings. This substantiated the 
fate of the balance. Their daughter Nannie (Mrs. J. R. Baird) has 
the oil portrait of her father and mother painted about 1845. The 
children of Nancy M. Clendenin and her husband Thomas J, Catchings 
were Mary Clendinen Catchings, born February 4, 1844, at 'Fleet- 
wood,” the home of her parents, Nannie Clendenin Catchings, born 
October 14, 1845, at ‘Fleetwood,’ and Thomas Clendenin Catchings; 
born January 11, 1847. ; 

Mary C. Catchings, daughter of Nancy M, Clendenin and Dr, 
T, J. Catchings (who collected most of the data of this family history) 
was educated in the private school at home and one year at Nashville 
Female Academy, Nashville, Tennessee, Dr, C. D. Elliot, Principal. 
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She graduated in June, 1891. It was intended that she and her sister, 
Nannie, Weré to take a post-graduate course in New Orleans, in Music, 
French, Art, etc,, but the tocsin of war sounded and all further plans 
for literary pursuits were abandoned. She married Thomas Harding 
Torrey, son of Major and Mrs George Torrey of Fayette, Jefferson 
County, Mississippi. He fought through the Civil War, enlisting at 
fifteen years of age. After peace was declared he took a commercial 
course in Memphis, Tennessee, then studied law. He was a represen- 
tative in the legislature in 1879 and i880 and was treasurer of Sun- 
flower County where he also practiced his profession, till his death 
April 14, 1881. There were no children. 

Nannie Clendenin Catchings, daughter of Nancy M. Clendenin 
and Dr. T, J. Catchings, was educated in the private school at home 
and one year at the Nashville Female Academy, graduating in June 
1861, She was the youngest of her class, being only fourteen years 
and eight months of age, when she received her diploma, and made a 
sensation by having “Yankee Doodle’ as the subject of her essay. 
Her father who was a life-long Whig and opposed to secession selected 
this caption for her. She has a clear strong intellect, with great force 
of character. She founded the HatS_ Episcopal Sunday School in Sun- 
flower County in 1873 and in [@iiRsucceeded in erecting St. Paul's 
Chapel at Johnsville, then the coutPgite, When the courthouse was 
moved to Indianola, she had th chapel taken on rollers to Baird, 
a mile distant. She is a great re April 26, 1866, in Brandon, 
Mississippi, in her parents’ hom@jsh@ married John Rupert Baird, 
son of Dr, and Mrs. James M. BarHe served throughout the Civil 
War, leaving Bethany College, Virginia, to enlist. He is a very successful 
cotton planter, business man and an influential citizen. He was a 
member of the Constitutional Convention of Mississippi in 1890. 
Their children were twins, born in 1869, and died soon after birth, 
Thomas Catchings Baird, born August 4, 1872, in the home of his 
parents, Sunflower County; and James Catchings Baird, born No- 
vember 12, 1877. Thomas C. Baird was baptised and confirmed by 
Right Reverend Wm. Mercer Green, in St. Paul's Chapel, Johnsville, 
Mississippi, in 1882. His governess and tutor at home were Miss 
Mattie Blount of Clinton, Mississippi, and Mr, R. E. L. Tullis of St. 
Joseph, Louisiana. He was four years at the Virginia Military Insti- 
tute, Lexington, Virginia, graduating June 1891, receiving the Speaker- 
ship Medal, He then went one year to Yale, and afterwards took a 
course in medicine at Sewanee, Tennessee, and in Atlanta, Georgia, 
He studied the eye, ear, nose and throat in New York, In June 1898 
he enlisted in the Ben Humphries Rifles, Greenwood, Mississippi and 
remained with the company at Jacksonville, Florida. He was then 
appointed Second Lieutenant, in Co. D., Captain Taylor's Fifth U.S. 
Infantry, Colonel Sargeat's Regiment. On leaving the United States 
for Cuba, he was detached by Colonel Sargent as assistant surgeon and 
was very successful in treating yellow fever in Cuba. On October 4, 
1900, he married Miss Elvira Greenwood Terrell, of Mississippi, Rev. 
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Arthur Price of St. John's Church, Aberdeen, Mississippi, officiating. 
She is a tall, handsome, stately blonde. The brightness of his intellect 
and his literary attainments are wonderful, His lovely home at Baird 
was destroyed by fire July 3, 1909. Their children are Dorothy Terrell 
Baird, born July 16, 1901, at Baird, Mississippi, in the home of her 
grandparents, Mr. and Mrs. J. R. Baird, and was baptised by Rev. 
Chas. Hinton of the Church of the Nativity, Greenwood, Mississippi, 
in the parlor of her grandparents, at Baird; Nancy Clendenin Baird, 
born February 19, 1903, at Baird, Mississippi, in the home of her 
grandparents Baird, and was baptised in St. Paul's Chapel, Baird, 
Mississippi, by Bishop T. D. Bratton; Thomas Catchings Baird, Jr., 
born November 19, 1905, in the home of his parents and baptised in 
1906, by Archdeacon R. E, L, Craig, in the parlor of his parents; Anna 
Hamilton Baird, born March 17, 1907, in the home of her Grand- 
parents Terrell, West Point, Mississippi, and baptised by Archdeacon 
R. E. L. Craig, in the parlor of her parents. 

James Catchings Baird, born November 12, 1877, in the home of his 
parents, Johnsville, Mississippi, was baptized in 1882, by Right Rev. 
Wm, Green. He was confirmed by Right Rey. H. M. Thompson in St. 
Peter's Church, Oxford, Mississippiy in 1889. His governess and tutor 
at home were Miss Mattie Bloysmmpt Clinton, Mississippi, and Mr. R, 
&.L. Tullis, of St. Joseph, Bourfiana, He afterwards attended the 
school of Mrs. Lancaster, Of remaining several years. Then he 
spent one year at Sewanee, T@pness#e, the Episcopal University of the 
South. He then entered the Sohamfore Class, at the Virginia Military 
Institute and graduated June, 7, as Valedictorian of his class, was 
President of the Dialectic Society and received the Speakership Medal. 
During the same summer he took a course in bookkeeping at Pough- 
keepsie, New York. On July 30, 1902, he married Miss Mary Elizabeth 
Long, at Memphis, Tennessee, in St. Mary's Cathedral, Bishop Thomas 
F. Gailor officiating, assisted by Rev. Chas Morris. His residence one 
mile from Baird, ealled “Riverview,” is situated on Sunflower River. 
Their children are John Rupert Baird the second, born June 28, 1903, 
in the home of his parents and baptized by Rt. Rev. Thomas F. Gailor, 
of Tennessee in Memphis, in the paclor of his grandparents Long; 
James Catchings Baird Jr., born September 12, 1904, in the home of 
his parents and baptized by Archdeacon R, E. L. Craig, in the parlor 
of his grandparents; and Henry Long Baird, born November 30, 1906, 
at ''Riverview,”’ and baptised by Archdeacon Craig, in the home of 
his uncle, Dr. T. C. Baird, of Baird, Mississippi, 

Thomas Clendenin Catchings, son of Nancy M. Clendenin and 
Dr, T. J. Catchings was born January 11, 1847, at ''Fleetwood,”’ the 
plantation home of his parents, in Hinds County, Mississippi. He 
was educated by private teachers at home till September 13860, when 
he entered the freshman class of the State University at Oxford. 
The following year he entered Oakland College, near Rodney, Missis- 
sippi, and was Sophomore Speaker in 1862, subject ‘'Italian Drama.” 
He then enlisted in Col. Burt’s 18th Mississippi Reg’t., of infantry, at 
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fourteen years of age, Capt. Edwards Fountain's Co. The latter part 
of the Civil War he was a membe- of Capt. James Buford’s Cavalry, 
Col, Muldrow’s Reg’t. After the surrender he was one of Pres. Jeffer- 
son Davis’ body-guards or escorts. Returning home, he studied Law 
in the office of General Robert Lowey, in Brandon, Mississippi, and 
was State Senator, He was Attorney General eight years but resigned 
and was elected to Congress in 1884. He was reelected every succeed- 
ing term till he resigned in 1900, He then formed a partnership with 
his son Oliver, and resumed the practice of Law in Vicksburg. He 
married Miss Florence Olivia Shearer of Raymond, Mississippi, Marsch 
4, 1870, in St, Mark's Episcopal Church, Raymond, Rev. Dr. Wm. W. 
Lord of Holy Trinity Church, Vicksburg, officiating, The attendants 
were Mary C. Catchings, with William Pittman, Atty, at Law of 
Vicksburg; Letty Dabney, of Raymond, with W. K. Ingersoll, law 
partner of T. C. Catchings; Miss Johnnie Jenkins, with Mr, George 
Berckett, Atty., at Law, of Vicksburg. 

Thomas C. Catchings, Jr., was born March 6, 1871, in Raymond, 

in the home of his grandparents Shearer, and died July 28, 1S98 at 

iles f acksonville, Florida, to which health 
e. He ranked as Capt, on Gen. A, 5, 
Burt's Staff in the Spanish-Amemi™g War, and was chief of Coim- 
missari¢s, acting as paymaster. A@military escort followed his remains 
to the train and in the processiogy Ose was led. He is interred in 
the city cemetery, Vicksburg, in Wis fatfier's family Jot, Services were 
conducted by Rev. Henry H. Siig of Christ Church, in Holy 
Trinity Church, The Choir sang “Lead Kindly Light’’ and ''Abide 
With Me." The pall-bearers were his playmates when a child, Percy 
Cowan, BE. C. Carroll, W. A. Luckett, Alex Fitzhugh, Harris Dickson, 
N. M. Nicholson, Walter Flowree, and A. G. Russell. The casket 
and grave were covered with lovely floral tributes from friends 
Amidst these lay his sword, belt, cap, and spurs, all that remained to 
remind loved ones of his previous occupation. He was educated at 
Bellvue High School, near Lynchburg, Virginia, Rev. Dr. Abbott, 
Principal and at St. John’s Episcopal Military School, near Alexandria, 
Virginia, and the University of Virginia. He studied Law, and was 
for several yeats with the U. S. Geological Survey in different states. 
He was universally informed and read French and German as rearlily 
as English. His mind was strong and clear. He was baptised in St, 
Luke's Episcopal Church, Brandon, Mississippi, in 1871, by Rev, 
Duncan C, Green, son of Bishop Green. His disposition was affection- 
ate and generous. Physically, he was very handsome. Grief-stricken 
parents mourn his early death, His brigade was in Gen. Fitzhugh Lee’s 
7th Army Corps. 

Oliver Whitehead Catchings, another son of T. C, Catchings, was 
bern in Vicksburg, Mississippi, September 20, 1872. He was educated 
at the public schools, Washington, D. C., St. John’s Military School, 
Alexandria, Virginia; and the University of Virginia. He graduated 
in Law from the University and practiced his profession, frst in Wash- 
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ington, D. C. and afterwards with his father in Vicksburg. He was 
baptised in infancy in Vicksburg, by Bishop Adams and was confirmed 
in Alexandria, He married April 28, 1898, Miss Grayson Maupin 
Wendling, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. G, R. Wendling of Washington, 
D. C., the ceremony by Bishop Adams, then of Easton, Maryland. 
They took a bridal trip north, He is quite tall and handsome, and has 
a vigorous mind and high character, He is cultivated in a superior 
way and is a fine lawyer. 

Josephine Elizabeth, daughter of Oliver Catchings, was born July 
13, 1899, at ''Mapleliurst,"’ Charleston, West Virginia, the summer 
home of her grandparents Wendling and was baptised in Holy Trinity 
Church, Vicksburg, by Rev. Dr. Noel Logan. She is being educated 
in Vicksburg, in the private school of Raworth, and stands at the head 
of her class and receives a medal each year; is taught thoroughly at 
night by her grandfather Catchings, who was nicknamed by her when 
an infant ‘‘Bompoo," 

Mary Clendenin, daughter of Robert Clendenin and his wife Mary 
Ellen Myers, was born in Yorkville, South Carolina, in the home of 
her parents, and died October 12,1853, in the 26th year of her age, 
in her home near Helena, Arkansas#Was buried in Elmwood Cemetery, 
Memphis, Tennessee, She was @xQisitely beautiful and of a brilliant 
mind. A lovely oil portrait offer olyned by her ereat-nephew, James 
C, Baird, of Baird, Mississipi, is adjnired by all for the soft amiable 
expression of her black eyes, Yeauifful mouth and sweet face. Her 
hair was also black and abundwal Her father died in 1830. After 
the death of her Mother in 1843, her brother-in-law, Dr. T. J, Catch- 
ings, became her guardian. She attended school in Jackson, Mississippi 
and at Mr. Chapman’s School in Vicksburg, At this latter school she 
was crowned Queen of May. She was then sent to the ‘‘Institute,"’ 
Rector Smith’s School for girls, at Columbia, Tennessee. Here she 
was also crowned Queen of May, with very elaborate, expensive cere- 
monies. She was an accomplished performer on the piano, harp and 
guitar and possessed an unusually fine voice which had been highly 
cultivated. She graduated about 1845. In 1846, she married Allen 
Jones Polk, son of Dr, Wm. Polk, of Columbia, Tennessee, and a 
cousin of President James Knox Polk. Dr, Polk was a half-brother 
of Bishop Leonidas Polk. They were married at Fleetwood" the 
plantation home of her sister, Mrs. Catchings, the ceremony being 
performed by Rev. Patterson, of Christ Church, Vicksburg. They 
lived first on her plantation, in Hinds County, but they afterwards 
bought in Columbia, Tennessee, moving from there to their plantation 
near Helena, Arkansas. She was always gentle, amiable and beloved 
and Was much sought after during her brief young-ladyhood, Their 
children were William Clendenin Polk, who died in infancy and is 
buried beside his mother; Mary C. Polk, born about 1852, and reared 
by her grandmother, Mrs. Dr. Polk, of Columbia, Tennessee, as a 
little princess and who was always known as ‘Pet!’ by her family and 
friends. She married Mr. Frank Hemphill of Tuscaloosa, Alabama, 
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but who was then an Editor in Columbia, Tennessee. His family in 
Alabama was among the best. Their children were Miss Frankie 
Hemphill, Allen Polk Hemphill and Polk Hemphill. 

Mary Ellen Myers Clendenin’s second husband was Dr. Wn, 
Hemmingway, whom she married about 1834, in South Carolina, 
In 1839 they moved to her plantation in Hinds County, Mississippi, 
four miles from Bolton Depot. The negroes had already been sent 
two or three years previous in order to clear the land, build houses, 
etc, A large two-story residence was erected in readiness for the family 
who arrived December 24, 1839. The trip was made in the family 
coach, a massive carriage, with great wheels and a high box seat for 
the driver, The carriage was handsomely trimmed with broadcloth 
and heavy fringe. The footman, who rode behind, opened the door 
and let down the carpeted steps for parties getting in or out, then 
replaced them and closed the door. By this last marriage two children 
were born, William, who died in infancy and David Myers Hemming- 
way, born 1835, and died January 25, 1884, at his home in Newport, 
Mississippi. He was very handsome man, with black eyes and a fine 
figure; was fond of music and performed well on the violin. He made 
a brave Confederate soldier, venttining at his post throughout the 
War. He inherited a plantation Camden, Mississippi, from his 
mother, On May 23, 1861, he m ary A. Catchings, niece of 
Dr. T. J. Catchings, her guardia he death of her mother, ard 
with whom she resided and atten@ed thé private school in his family, 
She afterwards went to the Nash¥éill# Female Academy, where she 
graduated June 1860, They made an extended trip North and East 
when married. She has always kept up a deep interest in music, being 
a fine performer on the piano, Her three daughters also perform well. 
He left with the first troops and remained on duty in the ranks till 
peace was declared. She spent much time at his father's home in 
Kirkwood, Mississippi. Returning from the Army, he bought a home 
in Newport; his plantation being in the vicinity. Their children were 
Nannie, Mamie, Kate McWillie, Thomas Catchings, David Myers 
Js,, and Catchings (who died in infancy).

Joseph Allen Myers, son of Col. R. C. Myers and his wife Mary 
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Harrison, was born in Montgomery, Alabama, April 13, 1855. When 
two years of age his father moved to Dallas, Madison Parish, Louis- 
jana, where he resided until 1863. His father then moved to Mt 
Lebanon, Louisiana, where he lived till he made arrangements to 
refugee in Texas. In the fall of 1863, he moved, via Shreveport to 
Robertson County, Texas, near what is now known as Sutton. In 
the fall of 1865 he moved from there to Millican, Brazos County, 
where he (Joseph Allen) lived unti! August 1872. On the 17th day 
of May 1871, Col. R. C. Myers died. After the death of his father, 
J, A. Myers moved to Hearne, where he lived till December 1, 1875, 
when he moved to Bryan. On the 5th of October 1875 he married 
Laura Erwin of Bryan, Texas. Soon after his marriage he was em-

When President Harrison 
was elected he was again appoint stmaster of Bryan, serving 
four years; at the same time being one of the firm of Myers & Haswell, 
who were in the Book and Stationery Business. Grover Cleveland 
having been elected again, he Jost the Postoffice, 

In May 1894, he embarked in the hardware business with A. B. 
Carr as partner. In 1895 he sold his interest in this business to Mr. 
Carr and bought the Koppe Hardware business, which he builé up 
till it was one of the largest retail hardware businesses in Central 
Texas. In 1903 he was again appointed Postmaster of Bryan by 
President Roosevelt, this position Reiiiy entirely unsolicited by him.

Sarah C. Myers was very beautiful. She married Mr. Woodard, 
of South Carolina. The Woodards were from fine old Revolutionary 
stock—no better in South Carolina. They had no children. 

Nancy Louisa Myers was born 1816 at Fort Marion, South Caro- 
lina, and died 1882, at her home in Barnwell, South Carolina. She 
was very amiable and benevolent in character. She married Capt. 
Joseph Duncan Allen of South Carolina, who was in the Mexican War. 
Both inherited large fortunes and lived lavishly in their elegant home 
in Barnwell. He was a politician. They had no children, but kept 
several nieces and nephews with them constantly. They are buried 
in the Baptist Churchyard in Barnwell.

REMINISCENCES OF MRS. BLANCH 
MILLER ARNETT 


Dean Mg. Nice: Mempnis, TENN,, June 8, 1922, 


J am sorry my information is so limited, both as to facts and dates, 1 was youn 
when my father died, and he was 4 man who lived very happily in the present, al 
let the past, for the most part, take care of itself. My mother is past eighty-six, 
and whatever she may have known she has forgotten. We have no family Bible. 
[ visited my nephew, Mr. Crockett, in the hope of locating it, but he knew nothing 
of its whereabouts. Mrs. Franls White, of Murfreesboro, may have had it in her 
possession, and if #0, her daughter, Miss Frankie White, would know where to find 
it, BLANCH MILLER ARNETT. 


His parents were both Irish. ‘Together with his grandfather's 
family, at an early date, they came over from Ireland, on the Shannon 
River, and settled in Tennessee. 224 miles from what is now Christiana, 
Tennessee. It was east of Christiana where they settled. They must 
have come over and setiled inthe year 1808 or 1809,* for my father 
was born not long after their arrival, April3, 1810. They (my father’s 
father and mother) built a one-room cabin, of red cedar logs, about 
twenty feet wide by twenty-five feet long, I should say. It was built 
in asmall clearing in the wilderness, which sheltered wolves, panthers, 
bears, and other wild animals. I have heard my father say that as 
night came on they would close and bolt the doors and windows, and 
then fortify them further with whatever heavy articles there might be 
in the room, such as tables, etc., to keep the red men, and also the wild 
animals, at bay. They built the home a few hundred yards from a big 
spring and two large sycamore trees had fallen across it. By the way, 
this spring was so large that in after years father built a grist mill be- 
low it, and the water from the spring formed a creek large enough to 
run this mill, The neighbors all came to get their corn ground into 
meal. When he was a small boy one morning his mother sent him to 
get a bucket of water from the spring. There were two bears lying 
on the trees across the spring, fast asleep. 

When my father was between two and three years of age his father 
clied. He was,during the War of 1812, engaged in pursuit of the 
Indians, and after a long chase, which made him very warm, he 
reached a cool, sparkling brook, from which he drank freely. He took 
congestion, and died shortly after, 

My grandfather and Felix Grundy had become fast friends, 
through an acquaintance begun in a transaction, a law suit of some 
kind, which the noted jurist, then living in Nashville, had undertaken 
for him. When my father was born, he was named Felix Grundy 
because of this friendship, At my grandfather’s death, Mr. Grundy 
wished to adopt my father, and make him an heir, and promised to

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give him every educational advantage, which he was well able to do, 
as he had a lucrative position in Nashville. But my grandmother 
could not bear the thought of separation from her child, so they 
remained together, and he grew up, having a struggling time. How- 
ever, the hardships which he endured developed independence of 
character, and self reliance. He was always, under all circumstances, 
cheerful, good humored, and determined to press on. I never re- 
member to have seen him the least bit blue or pessimistic, He pros- 
pered, too, in worldly possessions. He began his married life at the 
age of eighteen, with forty acres of land and a mule, and was the 
happiest man in the settlement, he said. 

He had one brother and three sisters, all younger than himself, 
The brother, Hardy, married, but I do not know to whom he was 
married. They also settled near Christiana, Tennessee, Their child 
was Ike Miller, of Christiana, Tennessee. the kindest-hearted man to 
be found anywhere. Uncle Hardy died many years ago, but his son, 
Ike, died about twenty-five years ago. He held office of tax collector 
in Rutherford County two terms. He married a Miss Tennie Johnson, 
of Alamo, Tennessee, and to this union were born several children, but 
1 do not know their names. Isaac Johnson, father of Tennie, was 
himself a first cousin of my father, and the foremost citizen of Crockett 
County. 

Uncle Hardy's son married at Christiana. His widow, Ara Miller, 
died about twenty-five years ago, He has one son now living at 
Christiana. 

One of his sisters married Austin Prater, of the same neighbor- 
hood, They lived and died at Christiana. They had one son, Doc 
Prater, who, under adverse circumstances, acquired a good education, 
lived a good many years at Smyrna, Tennessee, and then removed 
with his family te Temple, Texas. He is dead now. 

The second sister also married a Prater, and removed at once to 
Missouri. But my father never heard from them, 

The youngest daughter married a Mr, Smith, of Calamine County, 
Arkansas. Her name was Emily. When I was a child of thirteen, | 
corresponded with her, She was a good woman, had a family, but ! 
never heard from her after I was fourteen years of age. 

Several years after my grandfather’s death my grandmother 
married again. But of this marriage my father said little. I do not 
even know the name of the man she married. She lived perhaps 
thirty years after her second marriage. I think there were no children 
of this second marriage. 

Now we will take up my father’s immediate descendants. I do not 
know as much about them as | wish I did. Not many of them have 
gained distinction in any line, but I think I can truthfully say that 
almost without exception they have been self-respecting, honest, and 
honorable men and women, which qualicies my father possessed toa 
remarkable degree. 

At the age of eighteen, Felix Grundy Miller was married to Miss 
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Mayfield, This proved to be a happy marriage. He brought his bride 
home to the cabin where he was born. He had bought his brothers’ 
and sisters’ interests in the land, and now owned the forty acres. 
Furniture they had none. They ate their meals from a long bench, 
my father using one encl of the bench for a chair, and his wife occu- 
ving a chair which he had made her. The bed had two posts; two 
holes bored through the wall sufficed for the other two posts. They 
had a few pewter plates and cups, and | think, with the exception of 
the loom for weaving their cloth for clothing, they had no other furni- 
ture. For slats in the bed they had a rope and their mattress was a 
tick of straw in summer and feathers in winter. They had mush and 
milk for supper at night. Vegetables and corn bread at noonday, and 
fat meat and hoe cakes at morning, except Sunday morning, when 
they substituted coffee and biscuit, They had at all times an abun- 
dance of milk and butter. But if they had chickens I never heard 
them speak of them, [ suspect the wolves would have killed them. 
In such surroundings a scurdy race was developed. Labor keened the 
appetite for the homely fare they had. [ suppose there was very 
little literature. Perhaps a weekly county paper and the family Bible. 
They worked hard, were happy, and prospered. 

There were eight children of this marriage: 

Octavia, the oldest, was born sometime in the year 1832 or 1833, 
She married Anthony Swepton Crockett. She died in the spring of 
1886, in her home where she had lived all her married life, and been 
cared for by her father. It was also near Christiana. She was a fine 
woman, and bore with Christian fortitude many trials. There were 
ason and three daughters of this union. 

The oldest, Sallie Crockett, was born 1855. She married Knox 
Ridley, a prosperous farmer, 

Fannie B, Crockett, born July, 1857. She was married to Robert 
sae a wealthy merchant of Pulaski. I do not know details of their 
amily, 

A. L. Crockett, born January 20, 1861, married Agnes Miller, 
November 4, 1886. He has spent most of his life in a small retail 
grocery, as proprietor. His home is now 215 Madison Ave., Memphis, 
Tennessee. There were four children of this marriage, a daughter, 
Connie, and three sons. The daughter Connie was born July 30, 1588, 
and died at the age of nineteen years. Huff, born in 1889, died in in- 
fancy. Frank was born in 1892, and is now a Baptist minister at 
Heber Springs, Arkansas. Te has a prosperous church. Ralph 
Crockett Was born in 1895. He is assistant bookkeeper, with the 
Central National Bank of Memphis. 

Anna Crockett, born March 1, 1863. She was married in 1893 to 
Jno. E. Finley, a retired merchant. She died in Memphis, Tennessee. 
five years ago, of paralysis. Her husband died a year later. There 
were three daughters. Katie, who nobly cared for her parents during 
their illness, also held a position as stenographer ancl is doing well in 
Atlanta, Georgia, as head stenographer for her frm. Eva married a 
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traveling salesman of Chicago. Do not know name. Is doing well. 
Her sister, Gladys, is unmarried and lives with her. 

The second son was Thomas Miller, who spent his life alternately 
in Tennessee and Texas, passing away in Texas about the year 1900. 
Of this family [ can give no exact dates, Just have to calculate accord- 
ing to things I know about my own birth, and how much younger or 
older they were than I was. He married Miss Mary McGee. This 
was a happy marriage. They were noble people, and had the respect 
of all who knew them. There were seven children, four sons and three 
daughters. The oldest was Lattie, who married I think, about 1877 
Fly Johnson, son of Isaac Johnson, of Alamo. They lived happily 
for several years, when his death occurred of yellow fever, I think it 
was. There were several children. 

There was a son, whom I had forgotten for the moment. He was 
two years older than Lattie. His name was Felix Grundy Miller, and 
was a telegraph operator. He also contracted the yellow fever, while 
at the keys, and was brought to Christiana from McMinnville, the 
home of his wife's people, where he died in a few days. His wife, who 
was Matilda Johns, died soon after. There were no children. 

Burrus Miller, born about 1860. Married when about twenty-one, 
at Sunset, Texas. Died when a young man, operator at Sunset. There 
were no children, Do not know anything definite about his wife after 
his death. He was a very noble man. 

Frank L, Miller, born 1868. He married in Fort Worth, Texas, 
when young, a Miss Sallie Robinson, who, when a girl, and he a boy, 
lived within three miles of each other near Christiana, but never 
met until both removed to Ft. Worth, Texas, They had several 
children. He holds an influential position in a bank there. 

Tennie Miller, born August, 1866. She married Mr, Marks, in 
1899, Mr. Marks is ticket and depot agent for the Texas Pacific 
Railroad. They have a daughter Lucy, fifteen years of age. Tennie 
was the stay of her father's and mother's declining years and was 
always at home with them, 

Amanda Miller was two years younger than Tennie. She married 
in Ft. Worth, I do not know whom she married, nor how many 
children she had. 

Eva Miller, married Albert Newlin. They had one son, Claud, 
and a daughter. Her husband died about 1895. Several years later 
she again married, and removed to Louisiana. 

The last was Tom E, Miller, He lives in Atlanta, and is married. 

The next child of Felix Grundy Miller was Frank Miller. My 
father said he was the best boy he had, or ever knew. He was in the 
army. He also married a Miss McGee, and had two children, G, H. 
and Frank L. Miller, 

Next came Lucy Miller, a little girl, the best beloved child of my 
father. She was beloved because of her amiable disposition, un- 


Selfishness, and kindly thoughtfulness of others. She died at the age 
of twelve years, 
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Next was Hindman Miller. Early in life he was married to Miss 
Molly Robison, of Millersburg, Tennessee, He also served in the 
army. His son, Oscar Miller, is with Miller Brothers Company in 
Chattanooga. 

Next was Mary Miller, who married Robert Gibson, of Christiana, 
Two children were born to this union, Grundy Gibson and Clara 
Gibson. Grundy married Miss Mattie Prater, and afterwards was 
married to Miss Eva White. Grundy died about twelve years ago, 
but his widow still lives, There was a daughter, Clara, who married 
Robert Wiggins, who was connected with Milbourne Iron Works as 
draughtsman. He died a few years ago. Clara was born in August, 
i866. She has ason and a daughter. The son is Robert Wiggins, and 
is a valued employee in the Southern Railway office as adjuster of 
claims. She had a daughter, Edith, who married a merchant at Water 
Valley, Mississippi. 

Next came Burrus R, Miller, who was born about the year 1844. 
After he became of age he kept a store at Burrustown, near Christiana, 
for twelve or fifteen years, but later removed to Memphis, where he 
had a retail grocery store in Fort Pickering, at the corner of Pennsyl- 
vania and lowa Avenues. It was while here that he married Mrs. 
Laura Elliott, This was a happy marriage. There were no children. 
His death occurred in Chattanooga, Tennessee. He was a valued 
employee of Miller Brothers Co, at the time of his death, about twelve 
years ago. He ran away, while too young to enlist, and joined the 
army and served till the close of the war. He was wounded twice. 

Lastly came Joanna, the youngest child of Felix Grundy Miller’s 
first marriage. She was born in 1847, I think, and at the age of eighteen 
was married to Frank White, son of Colonel Burrell White; they spent 
ten or twelve years in the country, but then removed to Murfreesboro, 
where Mr, White for eight years served as assistant county court clerk, 
Tony Robison being chief clerk. Then for twelve year she was chief 
clerk himself, Afterwards, for several years, he was postmaster of 
Murfreesboro. He was liked by all, Mrs. White died about eighteen 
years ago. They had three children, all daughters. The oldest, Mary 
Elizabeth, who was born in 1867, married Mr. Mosby, of Murfrees- 
bore. Miss Kate White, born about 1870, married A. D. Wharton, 
a popular salesman of Miller Brothers, in 1892. She was like her 
mother, very pretty. Sister Jo was considered the prettiest girl in 
Rutherford County. Last of the children is Miss Frankie White, 
who fives with her sister, Mrs. Mosby, in Murfreesboro, Tennessee. 

My father's wife having died, he married my mother, Mrs. Kate 
Wadley, widow of Major Caswell Wadley, December 14, 1865. He 
brought his wifé home to the same house, excepting that many years 
before it had been removed a distance of one-fourth mile, and en- 
larged, being seven rooms and having broad halls and ample verandas. 
It was all of red cedar, weatherboarded, ceiled and papered, But 
the original room was preserved intact, He died in this room on 
March 80, 1884, lacking three days of being seventy-four years of age. 
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To this union there were a daughter and a son: 

The daughter, Blanch, was born August 12, 1867: at the age of 
fifteen, she was sent to Murfreesboro, and was an inmate of Mrs, 
White's home fora year. In 1883, she was sent to Mary Sharp College, 
Winchester, Tennessee, and was graduated in 1887, In 1890 she was 
married to Moses G. Reeves, lumber inspector for Jno. B. Ransom, 
Nashville, Tennessee. After a year, Mr. Reeves’ health failed, and 
after traveling for several years in the West lis death occurred, in 
Gypsum, Texas, July 7, 1894, After his death Mrs. Reeves remained 
in Gypsum, where she taught a country school until her marriage to 
Jno, D, Arnett, of Tiptonviile, Tennessee, July 7, 1897, Mr. Arnett 
was engaged in the mercantile business for many years, but the later 
years of his life were spent in farming. His death occurred May 25, 
1918, To this union was one child, W. G. Arnett, who spent three 
years in the University of Tennessee, lacking one year of graduation 
on account of the war. One week after his father's death he entered 
the training camp at Ft. Sheridan, and received a commission as 
second lieutenant in October of the same year. He served from 
October to February 19, of the following year, in Rolla School of 
Mines. After the armistice was signed he went to Mason City, Iowa, 
where he remained two years in the employ of the Northern Sugar 
Corporation, but, not liking the rigid winter climate, he came to 
Memphis in March, 1922, Since coming here he has been in the employ 
of Fortune & Co., wholesale candies and confectioners, first in the 
confectionery department, and later as assistant bookkeeper. 

The son, C. R. Miller, was born March 15, 1870. When he was 
twelve years old, shortly after the death of his father, he went to 
make his home with his half-brother, Thomas Miller, of Fort Worth, 
Texas. While there he learned the telegraphic trade, and for a good 
many years he was an operator. But his hearing becoming impaired, 
he took upselling. For a while he was a salesman for Miller Brothers, 
He is now connected with a farm magazine in Pittsburgh, Pennsyl- 
vania, 

My mother, widow of Felix Grundy Miller, still lives, and makes 
her home with me. She was eighty-six last January, and her mind is 
good, but she has frequent attacks of leakage of the heart. 

My first husband's name in full was Moses Guin Reeves. He was 
born in 1864, but I do not know the monthorday. Iam not quitesure, 
but I think I have said he was in the employ of John B. Ransam &Co,, 
Nashville, as a lumber inspector, when bad health forced him to give 
up his place, two years before his death. He never held any position ex- 
cepting with this company. He began to work for them when a boy. 
He died of tuberculosis of the lungs. We traveled for his health in 
Southwestern Texas, Colorado, New Mexico, and Utah, and finally 
came back to Northwest Texas, where he died at Gypsum, He wasa 
man of sterling integrity and earnest purpose, and a true gentleman. 
He was Jaid to rest at Gypsum, where he died. His word was as good 
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as his oath. I am sending you the notice of Mr. Arnett’s death and 
life, and you can secure the needed information from that. 

My brother's name is Clarence Randall Miller, 

Now IT think I can straighten out the papers—in part, at least—, 
which you sent me, 

Isaac Miller, the man afflicted with the cancer, was not any re- 
lation to our family. Alfred Miller, his brother, had been dead eight 
or ten years, | suppose, before my birth. He was one of the richest men 
in Rutherford County at the time of his death. There is a beautiful 
family cemetery out four miles from Murfreesboro, on the Shelby- 
ville Pike, kept up at the expense of Alfred Miller. I do not think 
that my grandfather was married more than once. I think my father 
would have spoken of it, because he spoke of his mother’s second mar- 
riage. Since I have seen this record, I think Mrs. Caroline Smithy, of 
Calomie, Arkansas, must have been his mother's child by her second 
marriage, because there are only two daughters on record here, and 
I know that two of his sisters married Praters. 

I have no knowledge of John and Prudence Miller. He might have 
been an uncle of my father. Ifso, a letter addressed to Stokely Miller, 
Christiana, Tennessee, would get the desired information, for if he was 
my father’s uncle, Stokely Miller was hisson, I think Stokely Miller's 
brother married Miss Polly Marlin, and they had sons by the name 
of John, Tom, and James Miller. They also had a datighter, who 
married into the Finger family in the Christiana neighborhood, 

Now it seems strange that the guardians of the Miller children 
were appointed indifferent years. Hardy and Rebecca Miller's was Wil- 
liam Johnson, in 1817, Felix and Lavinia's was Robert Miller, in 1818. 
Robert Miller was my father's uncle, and at the time he was made 
guardian was wealthy, for that day, but subsequently lost all he had. 
(I have heard my father speak of it; and what my father had went 
in his downfall, but he never required his Uncle Robert to repay him 
after he became of age, because he loved him dearly, He was always 
so good and kind to him). 

There were two Isaac Millers. One was Isaac J. and the other was 
Isaac L. I note the record has it Isaac 1. Miller, but I think that is 
a mistake. It should be Isaac J. Isaac J. Miller was my father's 
double first cousin, and they were always very intimate, and loved 
each other like brothers; made two trips to Texas together on horse- 
back, when they Were both comparatively young men, from Ruther- 
ford County, in search of ahome, but returned without settling on the 
Brazo River, in the southern part of Texas, south of what is now Aus- 
tin, where they went. I heard my father say that the cotton grew 
sorank there that he, on one occasion, climbed into the branches of 
a cotton stalk where it forked, and it easily held his weight. 

The Matthew Miller who died in 1837 might have been the son 
of either Isaac L. or Isaac J. Miller. Isaac L. Miller was also father’s 
first cousin. I remember to have seen him when I was a child. He 
lived at Rucker, Tennessee, between Murfreesboro and Christiana. 
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He had two sons that I remember, and one daughter. One son was 
Robert and the other was Newton; and a daughter, Key Miller. They 
are all dead. Mrs. Lucy Mankin was the wife of Newton Miller, 
They were prominent folk in the neighborhood. 

Cousin Isaac J. had several children: Joe and Martin, of Bell 
Buckle, Tennessee, and Jesse, who owned Hurricane Springs. I donot 
know where any of the boys are now. If still living, I think they are 
still there. Cousin Joe had several children, but I do not know them. 
Martin had two children, May and Dow. I do not know anything 
about them now. 

Then there was the daughter Nannie, who married Mr. Carmack, 
and removed to Winchester. She had a daughter, Nannie, who 
married a Mr. Carter, depot agent at Winchester; Will, who married 
a Miss Lizzie Embrey, daughter of a wealthy merchant in Winchester, 
Ed, who married her sister, Aileen Embrey; I do not know whom 
Jesse married, if at all. This branch of the family were nice people, 
above the average. I knew them well when I was at school. 

I do not know who James Miller was. 

I never heard anyone say how old my grandfather was at the time 
of his death, but I'd think he was about thirty-five or forty, because 
his widow married again. And he must have been vigorous, to pursue 
the Indians so zealously. 

As a matter of interest, my father viewed the meteorical shower, 
or the “Falling Stars of 1833,”’ as it is called in history. He said he 
and his wife were awakened by the negroes rushing screaming from 
the cabins. They thought the judgment day was coming. I think he 
said it lasted for an hour, and looked as if the stars would fall from 
the heavens almost to the ground, and burst and go out in a great 
flash of light, 

I wish I could tell you who James Miller is. My mother thinks he 
was my father’s uncle. If so, he had three sons, Raleigh, Green, and 


Josh. I do know this much: Green Miller was my father's first 
cousin,

REMINISCENCES OF MRS. MARY ANN (McGEE) 
MILLER AND HER SISTER MRS. EMILY 
(McGEE) MILLER MAYFIELD 


(Compiled and Dictated in 1912.) 


WE WERE born in Jackson County, Georgia, of which Jefferson was 
the county seat. Uncle Ezekiel Millsap, who taught an Indian school 
at Caswell, Georgia, crossed Sand Mountain. Grandmother Heiner 
gave birth to a son at the age of fifty-two. She was sixteen years old 
when she married grandfather, who was then forty years of age. She 
tied up her clothes in a square of cloth and eloped! 

Trading points were Chickasaw and Florence. East Port was not a 
trading point then, but was afterwards. Bertwell had two sons, Willis 
and William. We went to school with them at Ward school house, 
about four miles from East Port. Other school-children were: Van 
Buren Barnett, Martha and Elizabeth Barnett, Castleberry Biggs, 
and Samuel Dean. Husband was wealthier than any of his sons-in- 
law. He was very industrious and a very smart man. 

When we were children, we visited Uncle Ezekiel Millsap, who 
lived in Pontotoc County, and Uncle John Heiner. Grandmother 
Heiner had her own farm and overseer. They lived about one mile 
from Pontotoc Town and twelve miles from Houston, in Chickasaw 
County, Mississippi. 

The first school we ever attended was Harmony School, two miles 
west of Iuka, Mississippi. John Pickens always went with us. We 
were about seven years old. 

John McGee married Esther Hudson. They had five children, 
three girls and two boys. The girls were older than the boys. John 
McGee died young and Esther McGee, his wife, died about 1850, at the 
age of sixty years. She had reared the five little children on a little 
farm in Jackson County, near Jefferson, the county seat. The children's 
names were as follows: Mary, Lucinda, Elizabeth, James Lowry— 
named for two uncles—and John Pendergrass McGee, the youngest, 
Mary moved to Izard County, Arkansas, with a brother-in-law by 
the name of McAlhannon, where she died without having married, 

Lucinda McGee married Sherwood McAlhannon, at the home 
place. There was a family, but do not know how many. If they ever 
moved anywhere else I do not know where. 

Esther McGee died at Uncle Sherwood McAlhannon’s, after a 
stroke of paralysis. Elizabeth married Charles Mason, a neighbor- 
hood young man. So far as we know, they lived and died at their old 
home place without offspring. We never heard from them after we 
moved to Texas. 

John Pendergrass McGee married Martha McGee in Pickens 
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County, Alabama, near Carrollton. She was his cousin, and had uncles 
by the nameés of John, Peter, and William. Then there was Diana 
McGee, a widow. Do not know who her husband was—presumably 
a brother to our grandfather, John McGee. Wilson McGee, who 
lived in Troop County, Georgia, visited our old home when we were 
babies. My mother told us of the visit. She said he was the nicest 
McGee of any, except her family, that she had ever seen. He would 
always rock the cradle when he came in the house. He clied soon after 
returning home. He was a man of some wealth. We never heard any- 
thing more from his family. He was my father’s first cousin. John and 
Martha MeGee had a large family, A Professor Collier told us they 
reared a large and respectable family. 

James Lowry McGee married Nancy Heiner in Jackson County, 
Georgia, November 29, 1838. Nancy was born February 4th, 1822. 
She was the daughter of Louis and Nancy Heiner. Nancy, before her 
marriage, was a Nancy Myers, and married our grandfather at the age 
of 16. She had a brother by the name of Abraham, and a sister by 
the name of Barbara Myers. There was another sister, but I do not 
remember her name. 

Barbara Myers married Henry Robertson. Abraham Myers 
married also, but I do not know anything of either of the families. 

Louis Heiner, our grandfather, came over to this country from 
Germany during the Revolution, and joined the army at the age of 
sixteen, and fought all during the war. He ran away from home. Our 
grandfather and great-grandmother were Germans. My mother's 
brothers and sisters were: Louis, John, Abraham, Jacob, Henry, 
Margaret, and Mary (nicknamed “Peggy"’ and “Polly'’) Heiner, 
Louis Was married twice. When he was nineteen years old, he set out 
towards Chico, Arkansas. He out-lived both of his wives. He had no 
children. Abraham and Jacob followed the young adventurer to Ar- 
kansas. 

John Heiner married a Mrs. Beasley, at his home place in Georgia, 
and about 1840 moved to Chickasaw County, Mississippi. His 
children’s names are Elizabeth, Sarah Ann, and William Heiner. 
Elizabeth married [ra Magby, Sarah Ann married ‘Pod’ Warren. 
Do not know whether William married, or when he died. Elizabeth 
had six children, four girls and two boys. Do not know the names of 
the girls. The boys’ names were William and John. They lived, 
when last heard from, in Petty, Lamar County, Texas. Uncle John 
died in Chickasaw County, Mississippi, in 1860, and his wife went to 
‘Texas with her son-in-law, Magby. Warren and his wife died in Palto, 
Mississippi. They had two children, John and Rhody Warren, Warren 
and Magby were cousins. Abraham Heiner married in Arkansas. He 
had several children. After his parents’ death, they moved to St. 
Louis, and we have not heard from them since, 

Jacob Heiner married late in life a Miss Philips. He did not 
have any children. Edwin married Elizabeth Hightower, near Paltox. 
He had three children, two girls and a boy. He died in 1853, and his 
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widow, Elizabeth, moved to the eastern part of Texas. Henry Heiner 
died in infancy. 

Margaret Heiner (Pegoret) married Hiram Millsap. They had a 
large family: Priscilla, Mary, Nancy, Levina, Julia, John, Louis, and 
Reuben Millsap. There may have been others. They moved, in 1849, 
from Cherokee, Georgia, to Mississippi, where Aunt Peggy died. 
Uncle moved to Tarrant County, Texas, where he died. Polly and 
Priscilla married in Georgia. One of them married a Smith. I don't 
know whether the other one married and had a family, 

Cousin Nancy Millsap married a Mr. Goins. They had a family; 
never heard of their leaving Mississippi, Cousin Levina married 
John Berson. He died during Sherman’s march to the sea. Their 
children were: Lucas, Lon, John, Jim, Jane, Nancy, Molly, and Betty 
Berson. Cousins Molly and Betty and Nancy live with Cousin Jane, 
who is now in Amarillo. She has been married three times. She has 
one child by her first husband, Mr. McDonald, and two by her second 
husband, Mr. Clayton, Her third husband was Lon Brown, sheriff of 
Hull County, for two terms; lives now in Memphis, Texas, and has 
a family. John and Jim were not married the last time I heard from 
them. Lewis Berson has a large family, and lives in Amarillo. Aunt 
Mary Heiner married Ezekiel Millsap, a brother to Uncle Hiram. 
They married in Georgia, Taught Indian School at Cassville, Georgia, 
and afterwards, at the request of the Government, escorted the Indians 
to the Mississippi River, where he bade them good-hy, He said those 
whom he had taught actually shed tears when he left them. After this, 
he and his family settled in Pontotoc County, Mississippi, twelve 
miles from the Pontotoc town. Their children were: Uriah, Louis, 
Thomas, Van Buren, Jacob, Ezekiel, John, Martha, and Nancy 
Millsap. 

We never saw cousin Louis Millsap but once, and that was while 
we were living in Tishomingo County, Mississippi. His father had 
told us what a smart boy he was. He went over to East Port, a trading 
place on the Tennessee River, and returned intoxicated, His Aunt 
Nancy and his mother were very much mortified, and lost some con- 
fidence in uncle’s ability to size up his own children. We do not 
know anything more about him. Nancy and Van Buren were twins, 
Van Buren killed a negro diiring the War, and the last heard of him 
he was in Canada. 

All of Aunt Polly's children moved to Louisiana. Louis Millsap 
married there, but I do not know if he had any children. Uriah served 
a period in the Louisiana Legislature, Cousin Martha married astage- 
driver named Jackson. Uncle Ezekiel was very much opposed to this 
marriage. In keeping with the independent spirit displayed in her 
marriage, she ran the blockage, getting her cotton through the line, 
This was necessary in order to sell the cotton. Unkle Ezekiel was a 
very successful trader, He visited us about twice a year, and always 
brought us a dress of some kind, He was a very devout man; he always 
read the Bible and held prayers before retiring, and always asked 
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the blessing before eating. He was a Methodist, and was a member 
ot the legislature from Pontotoc. He lived only a day’s ride from our 
ome. 

The Heiner property was distributed June 1, 1850, and was 
about three negroes to each one of the children, and some money. 
Aunt Peggy, the oldest daughter, got the cook and three negro boys 
with the drawing. The negroes were put into lots and numbered and 
drawn for, 

My father, James L. McGee's, second marriage was to Mrs. 
Hannah Miller, the widow of Burrell Miller, her cousin. She had 
two children, Sally and Ellen Miller, by her first marriage. She was 
the daughter of William Miller and Peggy Miller. Peggy Miller was 
a Norman. This family of Millers moved from Rutherford County, 
Tennessee. Their postoffice was Jordan's Valley, but has since been 
changed to Christiana. Peggy married in Tennessee. By this marriage 
six children were added to the family, namely Robert, Hattie, Maggie, 
Benjamin, Alice, and Edward McGee. All living except Benjamin. 

Our Mississippi home was about three miles from Tuka, Mississippi. 
The place is owned now by the same family of people my father sold 
it to. Of the Pickens family we knew as girls, Sally Pickens married 
Smith; Margaret Pickens never married; Nancy Pickens never 
married. There was also a. son, William Pickens. 

Mary Ann McGee married Thomas Wesley Miller, October 18, 
L855. Their eight children were: Felix Grundy, born August 9, 1856, 
lived twenty-three years; Nancy Elizabeth (Betty), born October 28, 
1858; Burrus Hindman, born June 8, 1861, lived to be twenty-nine 
years old; Frank Lafayette, born December 3, 1863; Olive Tennessee, 
born August 10, 1865; Amanda Maddox, born October 2, 1869; Evie, 
born November 30, 1871; Thomas Edgar, born March 6, 1874. 

Grundy married Matilda Johns, at about the age of twenty-one. 
Grundy took sick at Whiteside, and died at Paul D, John’s, in Ruther- 
ford County. He was buried in the Miller cemetery, His wife lived 
only nine months after. He was a telegraph operator. 

Lattie Miller married Fly Johnson, a telegraph operator, Fly 
died at McMinnville, in August, 1855. Lattie is still living. They 
have three living children, one dead. Their names were Mary Eliza- 
beth, Luella Matilda, Lela, and Fly Wilson Johnson. Fannie Tesche- 
macher was the only child by her second marriage, to J. A. 
Teschemacher. 

Burrus Miller married Vicroria Boon. They had two children. 
Burrus died at the age of twenty-nine. His children lived only a 
short while, His wife died after marrying a second time. 

Frank Miller married Sallie Robinson, in January, 1887. They 
have two children, Robinson and Frankie Miller. Robinson is married 
and has one son, Frank Miller. 

Amanda Miller married C. 'T. Crouch, April 14, 1887, They have 
ten children; Sallv, Charles, Walter, Ruth, Jeanette, Homer, Howard, 
Raymond Lee, Paul, John, and Dewitt Smallwood Crouch. Sally and 
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Dewitt are dead. Charles married Miss Maude Patterson. They have 
two boys, named Charles Junior, and Ray Wilson Crouch, 


Evie Miller married Albert Newland. Lillian is the only living 
child, After Newland's death, she married George Dickerson. She 
had three children by this latter marriage, named Elizabeth, John, 
and Jewell Dickerson. They now live in Lakeland, Florida. 


Amanda Miller Crouch lives in Tarrant County, near Fort Worth. 
Ruth Crouch married Mack Harberson. They live in Nashville. The 
other children are unmarried. 


Tennessee Miiler married T. K. Marks. They live in Acme, Texas. 
Mr. Marks is in the depot at Lazar, Texas. They have one child, 
Lucile Marks, born October 20, 1908, 


Thomas Miller married Lillie Brooks. They have two children, 
born in 1906 and 1910, Their names are Edith Louise and Benjamin 
Brooks Miller, 

Emily McGee married Franklin Lafayette Miller December 18, 
1856, at her father's home on the head of Rainy’s Creek, in Coryell 
County, Texas, just one year and two months after Mary Ann's mar- 
riage. They had three children, Gustavus Hindman, Felix Grundy, 
and Franklin Lubbock Miller. Gustavus was born September 4, 1857, 
Felix Grundy was born December 17, 1859; died October 18, 1863. 
Franklin Lubbock was born January 21, 1861. Her husband (Franklin 
Lafayette Miller) died October 18, 1862. Gustavus Hindman Miller 
married Nancy Tennessee Jameson, January 23, 1879, at the home of 
her mother Mrs. Catherine Jameson, near Christiana, Tennessee. They 
had seven children, Their names were Claudia, Catherine, Corrinne, 
Gustavus Howells, Franklin Lubbock, Emily Jameson, and Felix 
Grundy Miller. 


Franklin Miller married Oscar Handly, November 25, 1908. They 
are now living in Knoxville. Their children are Oscar, Nancy Eliza- 
beth, and Emily McGee Handly, 

Martha Elizabeth McGee married Thomas Green Miller in 1864. 
They had seven children: Felix, Mollie, Nannie, Maud, Ida, James, 
and Thomas Miller. Felix died very young. Mollie married Ben 
Estes. They had a large family. Some names are Eula, Thomas, 
Alonzo, Mary, Ida. There were two younger boys, but I do not know 
their names. Alonzo married a good-looking girl of good family; do 
not know her name. Only one child so far. Mollie lives at Stanton. 
Nannie married Joe Sappington, a humorist of considerable note. 
He wrote ‘‘Joe Sap’s Sayings.’ The book has a wide circulation. 
They live at Waco, and have two children, Maude and Miller Sapping- 
ton. They are unmarried at this date. 

Maude Miller married Young Saddler. They live at Stanton, 
Texas, and have four children, Virgel, Evaline, Joyce, and Sarah 
Sadler. Thomas Green Miller died in 1881; Martha Elizabeth then 
married a Mr. Pellum, who died before their daughter, Kate, was 
born. Kate married A. K. Key, They have three children: Loraine,

Gordon, and Muriel Key, ‘Their postoffice is Willow, Oklahoma, 
Box 1, Route 1. Elizabeth lives ‘with them. ; 

Ida Miller married Dr, Charles Bellamy; she died at Coryell City. 
- No heirs were left, Dr, Charles Bellamy married again, and is now 
living at Turnersville. 

James William Miller married Myrtle Pentren about 1901. They 
had two children, Ora and Clio Miller. Their postoffice is Willow, 
Oldahoma. Thomas Green married Erminie Stringer, of Basque 
County, about 1908. They have two children. The youngest is named 
Mary Beth;do not know the other's name. Their postoffice is Iredell, 
but they have a farm in Green County. ; 

Emily McGee's second marriage was to James Franklin Mayfield, 
March 20, 1865.

We passed through Little Rock and crossed the Red River at the 
mouth of Mill Creek. We passed through Clarksville, Paris, Bonham, 
MeKenny, Dallas, Waco, and Gatesville, the first of March 1854. 

Frank Miller left Tennessee with Billy Clark (Uncle Anthony 
Clark's son), Tom Warren, and John Willis Clark, Warren married 
W. D. Clark's sister. Betsy Beene, Matthew Britain's wife, was John 
Beene's sister. Their mother (Betsy Kuykendall, before her marriage) 
was own cousin to Felix G. Miller, John Beene (father of Frank 
Beene) ancl his negro were killed by Indians, in Hamilton County, 
Texas, near Twin Mountains. The Beenes were related to the Millers 
through the Johnsons.

Postscript BY GusTAVUS HINDMAN MILLER 


The two central Agures of this family line and narrative are James 
Lowry McGee, of Coryell County, Texas, and Felix Grundy Miller, 
of Rutherford County, Tennessee. 

Seventy-two years ago, about the first of November, 1850, young 
McGee, not yet in the prime of life, and prompted by the pioneer 
spirit, sold his farm in Tishomingo County, Mississippi, three and 
a half miles west of where Iuka now stands, to Alexander Pickens, 
and ventured across the great Mississippi River in search of more 
fertile lands, They had one four-horse team, which James L. drove. 
His wife, her baby, Georgia, in her arms, rode Sal, and the colt followed. 
Their progress was necessarily slow. At Memphis, they took the 
White River Boat to Duvals Bluff. The journey was difficult; it was 
raining, and the black mud was sticky and mushy. They sojourned 
for about eight months, or long enough to make a crop, in_Quachita 
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County, Arkansas, fourteen miles east of Camden; then with a different 
traveling equipment, one mule team and one ox team, McGee arid 
his robust wife, with their four children, headed again for the vast 
prairies of Texas. They crossed the river at Arkadelphia; had fine 
weather, and moved swiftly to Waxahachie, Texas. They were lured 
to Hill County by a Mr. William Parker, but could not rent any land 
there, so went to Bell County; again they were disappointed in being 
unable to get land to cultivate. Mr. Bingham, a surveyor at Belton, 
told McGee of three hundred twenty acres which he had surveyed on 
the head waters of Rainey’s Creek, then Bell County, but after- 
wards cut off and named Coryell County. A title could be secured 
by living on the land for three years, paying ten dollars, and ten to 
the state for the deed. When McGee had lived on this land three 
years, he rode to Austin on a mule and got his deed. 

It is interesting to follow the illusive tracery in memory across 
that hazy span of life between the ages of four and seven. My father 
and Grandmother McGee died when I was about four years of age. 
I only remember to have seen my father going to the barn or attending 
to the stock—a colt or a calf was prominent in my affection at that 
age. I only remember to have seen my grandmother when cooking. 
She must have encouraged me, her second grandson, in loving her, 
by giving me such dainties as she could prepare from meager a!ter- 
servings. My grandmother's death lost her children a boundless love. 
My memory of these two ancestors is no doubt due to an inherited 
love of saddle and bridle, and a more primitive instinct to look for 
something to eat. I do not remember having seen my father about 
the house, or any game he may have played with us. 

About two years after grandmother’s death, grandfather married 
a young widow with two children, Mrs. Hannah Miller, daughter of 
William Miller. Six children were born to this marriage. Owing to 
the second marriage of my mother, grandfather became the guardian 
of my brother and myself. We therefore spent much of our time in 
his hone. When the family was rounded out, there were four sets of 
children; ten by his first wile, six by his second, two stepchildren, and 
two grandchildren. 

My grandfather was a man of sterling character; the tricky fellow 
who would cheat in a trade did not appeal to him. He had contempt 
for many successful men because he believed them dishonest. He 
used to trade in a dry goods store where there were two brothers. He 
said one was honest, but the other was not. Time proved his insight 
correct. I think his favorite daughter was Georgia, named for his 
native state. His favorite son was Jim Knox McGee.

Your letter of September 5 to hand. My Aunt Nancy Eliza McGee married 
Robert Moon. 


I am sending you a piece dictated by my aunt, Mrs. Emily McGee Mayfield, 
Cousin Gus Miller's mother, Perhaps it will be of some benefit to you.

I do not know much of my father's people. His father died when 
he was two years old, His mother then raised the five children on a 
little farm. There were three girls and two boys, the girls all older 
than the boys. I never saw any of them except my Uncle John, who 
who was two years younger than my father, I do not remember my 
aunts’ names distinctly, but I think one was named Lucinda, and 
that she was the one who married Mason. It seems his name was 
Charles Mason. They had no children, and always lived in Georgia, 
so far as I know. I believe one aunt was named Elizabeth, and I 
believe she was the one that never married. She lived with Mrs. 
McAlhanan, the other sister. These all lived in Georgia, too. Uncle 
John visited us in Mississippi, when he was twenty-five years old. 
He then went to Alabama, when he married and raised his family. 
I think that it was in Pickens or Laurens County. John Colier told 
me that he had a large family and that they were nice children. 

My father was born in Jackson County, Georgia, December 29, 
1816. I do not know what distance from Athens. He remained there 
until he was married, I think about the year 1839, He then moved to 
Mississippi and settled in Tishomingo County, seven miles from 
East Port, on a landing on the Tennessee River. He lived there until 
1850 or 1851. He started for Texas, but stopped for eight or nine 
months in Quachita County, Arkansas. Princeton and Camden were 
the nearest towns. We left Mississippi in September and it was a 
year the next October that we left Arkansas for Texas. We reached 
Belton, Texas, in about four weeks. We camped there awhile, but we 
spent Christmas on our old home place. They were working on the 
cabins by that time, too, You will perhaps remember them, for they 
were there for a long time. We did not stop in East Texas. My father 
started to Waxahatchie, but when we reached there he found the 
water so bad that he couldn’t drink it. It was rotten limestone water. 
It was not a very healthy country anyway. He had always thought 
he would like Belton, so went on there. He saw some surveyors there

who directed him to the place that he soon afterward settled. He 
died at Coryell about 1885. 

My mother’s maiden name was Nancy Hyner. She was born 
February 4, 1522, and was reared in Jackson County, Georgia, sixteen 
miles from Athens. Her father's name was Louis Hyner. He came 
from Germany during the American Revolution, and served in the 
American Army. He was sixteen years of age, His culture and his 
elothing inclicated that he came of the better class. He never liked 
totalk of his country or his past. He spoke very plain English, and 
wanted his children to speak English instead of German. Once he 
went to a German home to buy some wheat, While he was there the 
children told their mother that dinner was ready, She said (in Ger- 
man) the dinner was not sufficient for the stranger, so they would 
wait until he was gone to eat. As the husband was away, he couldn’t 
get the wheat that day, but returned the next day for it, and he then 
conversed with them in German. The hostess was very much morti- 
fied, and begged his pardon many times and tried so hard to get him 
to take dinner with them that day. (This story shows that he spoke 
very plain English.) My grandmother’s name was either Nancy or 
Mary Myers, (Aunt Mary no doubt will know.) She was born of 
German parentage. So my mother was a full-blooded German, There 
were three girls and I know of four boys that lived to be grown in the 
family. Mary and Margaret and Nancy were the girls. Mary was 
called Polly, and married Ezekiel Millsap. She raised a large family 
of children, They lived in Pontotoc County, Mississippi, but during 
the Civil War drifted into Louisiana, and were there when | heard 
from them last. Some of the boys were in politics. One went to the 
legislature. Aunt Margaret (the oldest) married Fuller Millsap, a 
very dissipated, worthless fellow. Uncle Ezekiel was a fine man. Aunt 
Margaret also reared a large, fine family. They moved from Georgia to 
Chickasaw County, Mississippi. Many of the children moved to Texas. 
My uncles were John, J aoe (Jake), Abraham (Abe), and Ed. Uncle 
John and Uncle Ed died in Mississippi. Uncle Jake and Abraham 
(Abe) lived on the Mississippi River in Arkansas for about thirty 
years and died there. Uncle Jake lived single until quite an old man, 
My brother, John, went to these unclés when he was about twenty- 
three years old, married there and died there. Uncle Jake said that 
he buried several nephews there, but had good health himself. My 
brother had no children. [ do not know anything of his wife. He 
died of pneumonia. Uncle Ed and Uncle John both died in Mississippi. 
Uncle Ed’s wife and children came to Texas, 

Sister Mary Ann was born January 3, 1840; | was born May 11, 
1841; Brother John, March 17, 1843 {a cold winter); Brother Louis, 
August 18, 1845; Sister Martha Elizabeth, February 14, 1846 (named 
herself after she was large enough to talk—had been called Sissie until 
she met a little girl that she was particularly fond of by the name of 
Martha Elizabeth Barnett); Brother James Knox, November 29, 
1849 or 1850 (I think 1849), named for James K. Polk; Sister Georgie 
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Lucretia, September 4, 1852, named for the State of Georgia; Brother 
William, June, 1855 (called Billie), died at the age of two; Sister 
Nancy Eliza, May 4, 1860 (I do not know exactly the ages of the 
younger children); Jefferson Davis, born June 29, 1861, 

Our Mississippi home was on Yellow Creek, a pretty, clear stream 
that never quit running. The trees were beautiful, [ recall the poplar, 
maple, chestnut, hickory, oak, etc. A beautiful spring of free-stone 
water was right under the hill from our house, There was a beautiful 
and large poplar tree overhanging the spring, The water was clear 
and the sand white and so pretty (I would like to see it again, I think). 
The spring branch to the creek afforded us a great deal of pleasure. 
The milk house was about ten feet from the spring. Our house was 
upon the hill above the spring, and was such a pretty location. We 
had a four-room house, made of hewed logs, and weatherboarded on 
the outside. There were other buildings around, too—lumber was 
plentiful, There were two large rooms and a hall in front and a hall 
and room extending back (the best I can remember), My mother 
used to weave in the back hall. There were no porches, The yard 
had pretty grass in it and some flowers. There was a large tree at the 
front wate and a pretty hickory tree in the yard, that I recall; and 
there was plenty of other shade trees in the yard and across the road, 
in front of the house, too. It wasa pretty place. There was an orchard 
on the east side of the place. We had apples, peaches, pears, ete. 
Also abundance of berries. 

My mother inherited three negroes; Jane, the woman; Harrison, 
Jane's brother; and Frank, her child. Jane washed and ironed beauti- 
fully, and milked well. My mother liked to do her own cooking. She 
was a good cook, and really preferred to do it. Jane was really nota 
good cook, but sometimes prepared breakfast. 

The colored people came to Texas with us. Jane was set free, 
My father sold Harrison for a good price, paid in fine horses (that is 
where the stock of horses you remember came from). Frank sickened 
and died (died the day before you were born), He was a fine boy. 

My mother looked very much like my Mary. Frank looks like 
her, too, One hundred and seventy-five pounds was her average 
weight, She was an industrious, hard-working woman. It was her 
custom to read the Bible on Sundays. She belonged to no church, 
but was a Methodist in belief, 

Our home in Arkansas is one place that I will never forget. There 
is nothing I can tell you about it that would interest anybody, We 
raised a little crop there, were worried with mosquitoes, gnats, etc. 
We lived in the pine flats of Quachita County, Nothing but pines 
grew there, The soil was gravel, and you would have thought that 
nothing would grow in it, but we had a little cotton, corn, etc., and 
good sweet potatoes. We lived on a large place. The house was so 
large we were not able to use it all. [ remember that there were a lot 
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of small houses, too, on the place. They were all floored, and had 
windows in them and a good roof. It rained a great deal. 

Brother John was a blonde, so looked different from Jim. He 
worked on the farm until the war. He served four years in the war 
and was stationed at Galveston all the time. Soon after his return 
he went to Arkansas with some horses that your Uncle John took 
over there. He married there but we had very few letters from him.

_ Peter, John and James McGee were the sons of the original McGee 
(given name unknown), who came over from Scotland in the year 1757, 
and married a young woman who came over from Ireland. These old 
people are supposed to have settled originally in Virginia, and later 
moved to South Carolina. 

Peter McGee married Annie Moses, in South Carolina. Annie 
Moses was a Jewess, and belonged to the distinguished Hebrew family 
so widely known, who served South Carolina well in various high 
official capacities. 

In 1859 Franklin J. Moses was chief Justice of the State of South 
Carolina. He not only had legal attainment, but high social position. 
His son, Franklin J. Moses, Jr., was Private Secretary to the War 
Governor, and with his own hands pulled the lanyard that raised the 
Palmetto flag to the top of Fort Sumter, and, during the Reconstruc- 
tion period, he himself became governor of South Carolina. 

During the next generation, T., C. Thompson, Ex-Mayor of 
Chattanooga, attended the funeral of Franklin J. Moses, the third, at 
Arlington Cemetery, in November, 1914, He died at Vera Cruz, while 
he was head of the United States Marine Corps. His body was brought 
to South Carolina on the battleship Arkansas. Commander Sellers, 
son-in-law of the Hon. H. Clay Evans, of Chattanooga, was the 
Executive Officer. 

His mother was a Richardson, and the second cousin of the 
present Governor of South Carolina, R. 7, Manning, She was the wife 
of a governor, daughter of a governor and sister of a governor, She 
lived in Washington, and had a position in the United States Treasury 
Department (1912). 

Annie Moses McGee is credited with telling her family the following 
story: A man who was a preacher, and who had been buying meat 
from the elder Moses, before leaving his home to go to the church to 
hold services told his son to go over to Mr. Moses’ and get some meat. 
Mr. Moses told the son that his father would have to pay for what he 
already had before he would let him have any more. The son went on 
to the Church where his father was preaching. The father reached a 
point in his sermon where he exclaimed ‘What did Moses say?’” The 
son replied from the audience: ‘‘He said you would have to pay for 
what you already had.” . 

Peter McGee's issue by Annie Moses were: Moses, Joshua (died 
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young), John, William, Peter, Annie Amanda, Lucretia, and Minerva, 
McGee. 

Moses married Annie Prude in Jefferson County, Alabama, in the 
early part of the nineteenth century. Issue: Martha, Margaret, and

Martha married John Pendergrass McGee, her second cousin, 10

My Grandmother Nichol, Milly Miller Nichol, was born May 20, 
1820; died September 19, 1878. She married James L.. Nichol, date 
not of record. James L. Nichol was born June 20, 1814; died Decem- 
ber 14, 1851. My grandfather had what was probably thought a 
small farm at that time—about 600 acres—and grandmother managed 
that and worked it largely with slave labor. Grandfather devoted 
practically all of his time to buying up farm produce of all kinds, 
taking it down the Cumberland and Mississippi Rivers in large flat 
boat convoys, trading en route, and frequently going as far as New 
Orleans. He was known in the local community (Rutherford County) 
as quite a man of affairs, hospitable, liberal, and very successful. He 
died of stomach trouble quite young, as you will see from dates above. 
The following is a list of their children:

This boy had a fine reputation for 
intrepidity. As a child I have heard the old soldiers relate 
many incidents of his daring and gallantry while an enlisted 
man in the Eighteenth Tennessee Infantry, He was a young- 
ster of unusual physical prowess, but very gentle and of most 
charming personality. At the end of the Civil War, he was 
reported ‘‘missing,’’ and Grandmother Nichol, until her death, 
lived with the hope that the boy would show up some day. 
Some years after her death, I met a farmer from an adjoining 
county who had been a member of his company (they called 
the cavalry troops companies at that time), and he related to 
me the circumstances of his death.

JAMES KNOX McGEE 


By G. A. Miller 
(Written in 1914) 


Harrisonburg, the county seat of Catahoula Parish, Louisiana, is 
twelve and a half miles west of Sicily Island, the nearest railroad 
point on the west bank of the Quachita River. The distance from 
Chattanooga to Sicily Island is about five hundred and twenty miles; 
from Dallas, Texas, it is less than three hundred and fifty miles, or 
about one full day’s ride. From Chattanooga the trip is more com- 
plicated and tedious. You change cars both at Jackson and Natchez. 
When arriving at the east bank of the Quachita River you take a 
rickety skiff across the rather turbulent stream. At Sicily Island you 
take an automobile. After climbing a very steep hill you have reached 
your destination, Harrisonburg. 

Since the death of James Knox McGee his family has 1esided in 
the outskirts of Harrisonburg. The children’s ages at the time of their 
father’s death ranged from six months to fifteen years. In addition 
to assuming the burden and responsibility of rearing these children 
to manhood and womanhood, the bereaved mother became at once 
the provider for the household. She had to perform the double duty 
of father and mother, and, | am glad to say, she has discharged these 
obligations most creditably. 

The present ages of the children are approximately as follows: 


i. Era: McGee (unmarried), thirty. 
ii. paeaae McGee ((married to Professor Mackey), twenty- 
eight.

The mother has been careful of the estate that was left her and 
which consisted of about eight hundred cattle and six thousand dol- 
lars in cash, James Knox McGee, however, was accumulating money 
very rapidly at the time of his death. 

Two of the boys, Jesse and Jim, attended a commercial school at 
Tyler, Texas, Jesse met a boy, from Coryell, named Bennet whose 
mother was a McGee. He also met another boy, from Walnut Springs, 
whose name was Stinnet. He had a photograph of Stinnet. Jim has 
two children. Gertrude and Canny have one each. Professor Mackey 
and Gertrude live at DeRidder, Louisiana, and Mr. Wright and Canny 
live at Rayville, Louisiana. Jesse is keeping books at Jonesville, 
Louisiana. Jim, who seems to be a worthy, sensible, and healthy 
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young man, has the care of his mother's cattle. He told me that he 
had branded about one hundred and twenty-five calves this year. 

Ethel was visiting Canni¢ and I did not see either of them, Every 
one told me that Ethel was a genuine mother to the family. From 
still other sources [ learned that she ts a very superior woman. 

Alice is a characteristic McGee. She is decidedly musical and 
plays and sings with enthusiasm. She has a sense of humor which 

did not note in the others, though on a longer acquaintance J might 
have reason to change my opinion. 

Rose, George, and Knight are attending school. They are very 
much unlike in temperament, though with application each one 
promises mental order and strength. The environment, I believe, 
at Harrisonburg is not very different from other places, yet it is more 
favorable to girls than to boys. Rose is studious and has already made 
progress in voice and piano study. She is lively and interesting. Her 
eyes are blue and are sparkling and attractive. She is slender and 
rather graceful, Like the other members of the family, she has a 
prominent nose and chin. Rose reminds me of my daughter, Emily, 

George and Knight are somewhat alike. They, of course, show 
traces of other blood in their veins. | believe this heredity is to their 
advantage. They are robust, largye-boned fellows who promise Spartan 
muscle. George seems to be the more settled and obedient of the two. 
He loves home and mother. He assists her in milking and in other 
work to lighten her burdens. He is more individualistic than social- 
istic. I believe he is anxious to get out and make money and a name 
for himself, Tt is safe wager that he will become a high grade man 
and remain outside the circle of mediocrity. Knight, the youngest, 
is more of a pose The odds against him are greater. He is not 
so thoughtful of others as his brothers, He is self-willed and has 
appetites that are not conducive to good habits. He has a few of 
the McGee traits. He has a fine mind and memory and keen observa- 
tion, but he does not keep bis muscles active. He would rather talk 
or nap than work, I have often said of the McGee family—as I am 
one of them I can afford to say anything—that its members are too 
lazy to become degeneratés and not brilliant enough to become insane. 
I shall be surprised if Knight becomes either, but you may surely 
expect a vagabond or philosopher or, perhaps, a combination of both. 
He is a versatile chap and an adept teller of unique stories. He teld 
of selling the eggs of the spoonbill catfish at one dollar and sixty cents 
per pound, of a man eating gar, of a “nigger’’ chasing alligators, and 
of the tragic death of a cypress tree one thousand years old due to the 
venomous attack of the ‘stinging snake.’’ [ was content to leave the 
swamps of Louisiana without searching out the hiding place of this 
strange reptile. He seenis as conversant as Theodore Roosevelt with 
the life and habits of the “stub-tailed moccasin,"’ rattlesnakes, copper- 
heads, and war lords. He has already sized up Napoleon, Wellington, 
and the Kaiser, but I doubt whether he has ever heard of Spinoza, 
Haeckel, and Bergson. Knight is one of those boys you might imagine 
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growing into a country squire and with nothing else to occupy his 
mind, He might do worse or much better. It is really possible for 
him to become almost anything—time will decide, Let us believe 
that the anxious mother will be able to realize in her youngest son that 
fairest hope of manhood. 

Gertrude is a lovely mother. Her son is about five years of age, 
He has fine eyes and head. She is a modest, refined, and lovely little 
woman. I know some of you will become impatient, but you should 
resist impatience, for I am going to tell you much that will interest 
each one of you. 

Sunday morning, about nine o'clock, August 23, 1914, I stood in 
the little family cemetery, which is only a few hundred yards from 
the family home where your brother Jim lived so much of his life, 
On the rather imposing marble I read with sad heart and tearful eyes, 
the following inscription: 


James K, McGer 


Born November 29, 1850 
Died April 7, 1900 


“Thou shalt quicken me again, and Thou shalt bring 
me again from the depths of the earth" 


Amiable and beloved father, farewell. 
Not on this Pare stone, but in the boole of life

As I leaned against the iron railing of the enclosure, my thoughts 
went back to the boy who had been the companion, the ideal of my 
earliest memories; to the many times [ took the kindling and fire- 
wood as it fell from the axe wielded by his mighty arms: to the many 
times we had ridden side by side over the wild flower-covered prairies 
of Texas; to the times I had ridden behind him from school or else- 
where when he chanced to ride a gentle pony; to the times I had seen 
him ‘‘work examples"’ on the blackboard in the old stone schoolhouse. 
I could even recall the forms of the figures he made. I could see again 
the tall, erect young man with fine military shoulders, engaged in 
mesmerizing and taming wild, young animals. Again I saw him the 
last time between his father’s home and Aunt Betty’s thirty-nine 
years ago as he bade me good-by. I recalled the same light in his 
eyes and the same smile on his face as he took my boyish hands in 
his larger and more wholesome ones. Neither of us knew that it was 
the last time we would meet, nor could either of us lift sufficiently the. 
veil of the future to see me standing on the 23rd day of August, 1914, 
by the side of his tomb, my heart choking with the memories of the 
past. I remember, too, what I heard some one say the day before, 
while I was in the village: ““He was not a member and did not attend 
church.'" The comment was almost friendly, for the speaker said lie 
died without having made an enemy, and I thought again as J stood 
over his speechless dust and said as I have said a hundred times: 
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"We should console ourselves by the thought that whatever occurs 
will eventually be for our good. The shadow and darkness of death 
are only illusions and the giving of consciousness to the soul will bring 
endless day, Death, man's benefactor, is the certain solace for every 
ill and pain and deformity, Only the genius of death can smooth the 
lines of age from the brow of man and restore youth and hope to 
palsied life and love. Only ignorance and superstition, made hideous 
by flame and fagot, have filled ‘hell’ with mothers and cradles, and 
‘heaven’ with monks and rosaries.”’ 

Yet this strong fellow—loving father—with so many little de- 
pendents hanging around his neck and knees for food and direction, 
had the call of death forced upon him so inopportunely. Where is 
the moral order of it? : 

There is near him, on the same lot, another grave where sleeps 
Eliza, wile of Elijah Knight, born November 20, 1817; died February 
15, 1900. 


Jim first settled at Sicily Island, the place where he boarded being 
just east of the present railroad station. He made money on Texas 
stock. Encouraged by his success, he made a purchase of some cattle, 
He had a partner in this transaction. The cattle became diseased, 
His partner became so discouraged that he killed himself. By this 
misfortune he was left with only two saddle ponies and about two 
hundred dollars in cash, but out of the ashes of ruin he arose undaunted 
and cheerfully discharged his obligations to himself and society, He 
married Miss Rose Knight, daughter of Eliza and Elijah Knighr, 
She is the proud and loving mother of nine children. 


Now, for a few personal glimpses and I shall close this letter. To 
say that he was strange and eccentric does not express it. He had 
habits and a mannerism not common to men, hardly common to 
civilization. For instance, he never made love to his wife before he 
asked her to marry him. She had not the remoteést idea of his in- 
tentions toward her, He would go away and stay for weeks at a time, 
before and after marriage, without writing a line. Upon one occasion 
he was away a very long time. No one heard from him. On his return 
his wife asked him why he did not write. He said that he had written 
but "stopped at the post office and tore the letter up,'' So during all 
her association with him she never received a line from him in the 
form of a letter. He took a great deal of pleasure in teaching his 
children. He loved to go home at night, get four or five of his children 
on his broad knees and trot them and sing songs to them. He loved 
his family, He helped his children with their studies though some of 
them were in the high schoal. He worked out their examples for them 
without pencil or paper. Everything he did in this line was mental, 
This accords with my recollections of his work at school, I have heard 
it said that, even when a boy, there was no example in mathematics 
that he could not work with his untutored mind. 1 did not think this 
was so remarkable at the time because I did not know what it meant. 
I have often thought of it since, One gentleman told me that he was 
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never known to sow, plant or reap, but that ona horse he was a king. 
He spent his time mostly in the woods with stock. He was not given 
to much talk, 


At the station in Sicily Island I met a gentleman who appeared 
to be about seventy years old. I asked him if he happened to know a 
man by the name of James K. McGee who had come to that country 
from Texas years ago. He said he did. I asked him what he knew of 
him. He said he was as fine a man as he ever knew. He believed he 
was the best man he ever met. His word was better than bond or 
banknote, so faithful was his master memory. No law was mightier 
than his honor. To pay his debts was a greater pleasure than buying 
cows or branding cattle. He added that it was unbelievable that any 
man could carry in his mind so many details and recall them at any 
time when he might need the information. For instance, he could 
look at some cattle in the woods to-day and ten years after tell exactly 
how many spots were on each cow. “My friend,” he concluded, ‘‘this 
may appear unreasonable to you but it is true."’ Aunt Rose told me 
that her mother, that is, his mother-in-law, said that he was the most 
patient and agreeable man she had ever known, and that he never 
complained of what was set before him. This was something for a 
mother-in-law to say, don’t you think? 

His average weight was about two hundred and twenty-five pounds. 
He kept his erect bearing. He died of pneumonia after a few days’ 
struggle with the dread disease. His head was partly bald, his hair 
and mustache were curly, He drank coffee in the morning at break- 
fast and ate temperately, and despite living in the delta of Louisiana 
where it was the habit of nearly every one to drink, he abstained 
absolutely. He had a quaint way of putting things and loved to get 
a joke on his neighbors. 

I met a man by the name of C. McCabe, of Natchez, who had been 
a partner and almost lifelong friend. He told me many things about 
the life of James K. McGee. He said in substance, “He was the 
strangest man I ever saw. I never saw a man like him and don't be- 
lieve L ever will. He was a man of few words, the friend of a friend, 
ani he had no enemies. His life was impressive becatise he was just 
and honest. He never meddled in other people's affairs. He read the 
newspapers for the current events but never read a book, I never 
saw him inside of a church. If every man were like him there would 
be no use for locks, books, bookkeepers, clerks, sheriffs, or police. 
He was a mystery and a revelation—a mystery because he was not 
understood; a revelation because his life, though free from all religious 
dogma and superstition, was expressive of the highest truth and 
lofticst ideals. He was game. He never deserted a duty or a responsi- 
bility. During the negro riot in Louisiana, brought about by racial 
and political agitation, Captain Peck selected James K. McGee and 
seven others to assist him in arresting the offenders. The criminals 
barricaded themselves in a house. They shot Capt. Peck, fatally 
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wounding him. It is said that all of his men fled, leaving him to the 
mercy of the negroes, except James K, McGee, who stood by him. 
This deed of loyalty was only in keeping with the man's character. 
No one knew of the inner workings and aspirations of his mind.” 

Every one told me stories of his almost magical memory. Without 
the use of pen or paper he could keep business records a lifetime old 
on the tablets of his memory and recall each date and detail at will 
and with convincing accuracy. At one time he had a partner at 
Natchez and no books were kept, His partner, becoming uneasy, 
said, ''Mack, let us have a settlement. I want to know how we stand.” 
Mack said, “Give me a pencil and paper.” In a few minutes he had 
written out all the transactions they had had during the vear, This 
was given me through a reliable source. So masterful was his memory 
that each man and woman in the community had heard about it. 
In Texas he was known as ‘Jim Knox,” and in Louisiana he was known 
as ‘‘Mack." As I listened to these wonderful stories that were in the 
mouths of so many, I wondered whether he was a normal or superman, 
Did he belong to the past or to the future? 


Is universal honesty a dream and would it be a stay to progress? 
Is the complexity and artificiality of society necessary to the vizi- 
lance and struggle we make for the development of a keener sensi- 
bility? Has such a man a natural place in oir present society? He 
once lived and had a place in the world if we would believe history, 
but this simple type of man has given way to the more complex and 
versatile one, Should we praise or censure him? Was a chance fate 
or heredity his father or was it. something more absolute? Was it a 
fault or a virtue that the big-hearted brother never returned to the 
old homestead where every nook and hillside was hallowed because 
he once stood or rested there? Why did he not hear the call of such 
noble sisters as Mary McGee Miller, Emily McGee Mayfield, Bettie 
McGee Miller, and Georgia McGee Norris? Why did he not hear the 
cry and respond to the wail of the dying father? Must we censure 
the noble soul, loving husband and devoted father, who was always 
tender at home and considerate in the bosom of his family, but stern 
and relentless in his silence as to the past and in his determination 
to leave unpenetrated the wall that separated him from the faithful 
and devoted ones he left behind? 

"James K."’ and his favorite sister, Georgia Norris, left the old 
homestead at about the same time. It was many years before either 
was heard from. One settled at Harrisonburg and the other at Rio 
Grande City. Both places were remote from the railroad, Is it not 
a remarkable coincidence that, in spite of the evil surroundings of the 
savage, semi-barbaric and miasmic swamps infested by all manner 
of reptiles, these noble souls should have withstood all that degrades; 
and finally, as a beautiful climax of their strange lives, that Georgia 
should haye become known by every tramp, peddler, drummer, and 
ranchman between El Paso and Brownsville as ''The Angel of the 
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Rio Grande,” and James K. should have become known as ‘The 
Just” and ‘‘Sage of the Quachita’’? Is there any wreath that can be 
placed on the brow of man, or any heritage that is more worthy of 
the name immortal, than to be known as ‘‘good and just”? by those 
whom you have served?

I am very sorry it is so vague, but it is about. as good as I could do under the 
circumstances, [ am an old man now, and not very strong.

Three brothers came from Scotland to America, arriving about 
the time the revolution broke out between England and the thirteen 
colonies. The three brothers entered the war on the side of the colo- 
nies. The given names of the brothers, according to tradition, were: 
Abram, Jacob, and Benjamin. Abram, said to be our ancestor, became 
separated from his brothers during the war, and never met or heard 
of them afterwards. My great-grandfather, whose name was also 
Abram, said to be the son of the original Abram, from Scotland, was 
born about 1790; I don’t know in what state. It is said that his mother 
died at his birth, and that his father left him. He was bound out at 
the age of twelve years. He ran away from the party to whom he was 
bound and made his own living after that. I don’t know in what 
state he was born, but he was married in North Carolina, and he and 
his wife emigrated to Tennessee soon after their marriage. It is said 
that he conveyed his wife and all his worldly possessions from North 
Carolina to Tennessee in an ox cart, he walking, driving the oxen, 
and carrying his gun on his shoulder. He settled near Lexington, 
Tennessee. T don't know his first wife's maiden name. There were 
three children born to them: Joseph, who was the father of the de- 
ceased husband of Mrs, J, A. McGee, of Rice, Texas; and two daughters 
Emily and Harriett. Emily married Isaac Ward, in Tennessee, and 
came to Texas in the early days. They reared a large family, and 
some of them are scattered over Texas now; but I don’t know enough 
about them to give you any further information. They have both 
been dead for many years. Harriett married R. S. Bradford, in 
Tennessee. They lived in Obion and Lake counties, Tennessee. 
They reared a large family of children. She and nearly all of her 
children died in Tennessee. Bradford and the remaining children 
moved to Texas about thirty-five or forty years ago, and settled at 
Taylor, Texas, where two of the children, R. A. and Lizzie, are still 
living, the only ones of the family now alive. R. A, is married but 


has no children. Lizzie never married. My grandfather's first wife 
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died near Lexington, Tennessee, and he married again near Lexington.

The son was murdered on 
his way to Texas after he reached his majority. 


He married Miss Sallie Tabler, during 
the War between the States.

My grandfather, who might be termed in genealogy Abram the 
Second, was physically a strong, robust man. Being raised an orphan, 
and at a time when facilities for schools were meager, he had no 
opportunity to obtain an education, By his energy and good manage- 
ment he succeeded in accumulating some wealth, and was considered 
wealthy in his day and time—was considered so at the beginning of 
the War between the States; but his wealth consisted largely in slaves, 
lands, and stock, which was swept away by the war. His health broke 
down during and immediately after the war, and he died, either in 
1866 or 1867. I have not the definite date of his death, as the old 
Bible containing the records of the births and deaths of the family 
was left with some of the relatives in Tennessee. His wife taught 
him to read and write after they were married. 

I will try to give you a little sketch of myself and family: 

I came to Texas in 1877, leaving the old homestead, father, 
brothers, and sisters. My mother had died several years prior to 
that time. I worked on a farm near Bryan in 1878, having taught 
a little country school during the winter months of 1877. On the 
18th day of December, 1878, I was married to Josephine Kizer, one 
one of the sweetest girls that ever lived. After that I bought a small 
tract of land, cleared the land, and built a little house for our home, 
where we lived happily for fourteen years, when God called her to 
come and be with Him and her Saviour, leaving me with six little 
children, the eldest in her twelfth year, the youngest only one week 
old. In a very few days it left us to be with its mother. That has 
been more than thirty years ago. Another precious boy was called 
home to meet those gone before, after he had passed his eighteenth 
year. The other four, two boys and two girls, God permitted to live 
until they are grown. They are all grown now and have families of 
their own. I still own the little farm I bought for my wife and me, a 
home. And I own a home in Bryan, where I have been living for 
seventeen years. Some of the children and their families have always 
lived with me.

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THE SETTLING OF THE FORKED DEER COUNTRY 


A SKETCH OF THE PARENTAGE AND LIFE OF THE AUTHOR, 
Writs Some RECOLLECTIONS OF EARLY LIFE IN 
CROCKETYT COUNTY 


By Isaac M. Johnson, Esq. 
of Alamo, Crockett County, Tennessee 


In the first issue of the “Sentinel,” in May of last year, you 
announced that in a few weeks you would commence the publication 
of a condensed history of the settlement and improvement of the 
Forked Deer country, written by me. Circumstances prevented me 
from fulfilling my promise to that effect at that time; but, after the 
lapse of nearly a year, I have now set myself to the task; and have 
concluded to gratify a large family of children by giving them, and all 
interested, a short sketch of my parentage and life. 


T was born in Rutherford County, Middle Tennessee, on the first 
day of November, 1805, ten miles south of Murfreesboro. My father, 
William Johnson, was one of six brothers—Edward, John, James, 
Larkin, William and Matthew. He had three sisters—Nancy, Milly 
and Polly—all long since dead. My grandfather on the paternal side, 
Wm. Johnson, Sr., was an Englishman by birth. He immigrated to 
the United States and settled in South Carolina before the Revolution- 
ary War. 

My mother, Jennett, was the eldest child of Isaac and Margaret 
Miller, who immigrated to the United States from Ireland when my 
mother was two or three years old, and settled in western Pennsylvania. 
My mother had five brothers—John, Matthew, Robert, Isaac and 
William—all long since dead, except William, who is living in Texas. 
Mother had two sisters: Nelly, who married John Wilkerson and 
settled in Franklin County, Tennessee; and her second sister—Peggy— 
ESSE RBH a Dicus, and then a second husband by the name of Sher- 
wood. 

My grandfather Miller became in some way involved in the Whisky 
Rebellion in western Pennsylvania and removed to Barren County, 
Kentucky. About the same time grandfather Johnson removed from 
Rutherford County, North Carolina, where he had settled, to Barren 
County, Kentucky, and settled near grandfather Miller, where an 
intimacy sprang up between the two families which resulted in the mar- 
riage of my father and mother, and two of mother’s brothers—John 
and Matthew marrying two of my father’s sisters—Milly and Polly. 
My father’s other sister-—Nancy, married Matthew Kuykendall and 
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settled in Franklin County, Tennessee, near what was then known as 
Pond Spring, near Hillsboro, The two grandfathers in 1804 removed 
to the southern part of Rutherford County, together with all 
their children, and settled near what was known as the Indian line 
before the Elk and Deer River purchase was made, and the neighbor- 
hood was long afterwards known as the Miller and Johnson 
settlement, and there yet remains a large number of their descendants 
in the same neighborhood. 

My father and mother had four children—two sons and two 
daughters. My oldest sister, Elizabeth, married Major John Mc- 
Farland, who died some two years ago. My sister died in 1842. My 
youngest sister, Rebecca D,, married the Rev. J, W. McFarland, who 
died in Memphis in 1856. My sister is still living. My brother, John 
A., married twice, and died in Mississippi in 1830. My father died in 
1837, Their ashes rest in peace in the graves where the hands of 
children and friends, in great grief, deposited them to await the 
resurrection Of the just, 

On the 14th of August, 1823, I was married ta Elizabeth Elliott, 
daughter of Major Simon Elliott, who moved first from Virginia to 
Kentucky, then from Kentucky first to Bedford County, then to 
Rutherford County, Tennessee, My wife was born in Virginia on 
the 14th of August, 1807. 

After I was married I lived with my father and superintended his 
farming operations. His house was situated at the crossing of what 
was then known as the Nashville and Stone Fort (now Manchester) 
road and the Murfreesboro and Shelbyville road, and kept what was 
then known as a wayside inn to entertain travelers. Among these 
travelers he frequently entertained those who had been out to look at 
what was Ienown as the Forked Deer couniry, and from all he received 
glowing descriptions of the country, to which I listened with a great 
deal of interest, especially of that portion of it lying below Jackson, 

In addition to this information there was a young married man by 
the name of Harris, who was a son of Sherrod Harris, who had been 
raised in our neighborhood and was quite popular, who, after he 
married, moved by water and settled on a bluff on the Forked Deer 
River twenty-odd miles below Jackson. He was constantly writing 
to his friends giving them glowing accounts of the soil, timber, etc. 
This bluff was known by all travelers as Harris's Bluff, and the country 
north, east, and west of it was said by all to be the finest farming 
country in the State. : 

In August, 1825, my father determined to visit the Forked Deer 
country west of Jackson, and, if pleased, to purchase land and move, 
and proposed that { should accompany him, which proposition I 
gladly accepted, Assoonas equipments and the necessary arrange- 
ments could be made we set out for Forked Deer in company with 
young Wm. Johnson, son of Uncle John Johnson, and an old gentleman, 
a neighbor, by the name of Timothy Parker. He was an old hunter 
and carried his rifle with him the entire trip. 
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We came by way of Franklin, Williamson County, intersecting, 
if I remember right, the Nashville and Reynoldsburg road at Yellow 
Creek, then over the ridge and down Trace Creek, and crossed Ten- 
nessee River at Reynoldsburg in a horse ferry-boat, the first I ever 
saw and the first time I ever saw Tennessee River. I shall never for- 
get the fear I realized in crossing the river. 

Traveling on the road to Jackson, we stayed all night ata farm- 
house on the road side near the bottom. In answer to questions in 
regard to the productions of the farms—for we considered that we 
were now in Forked Deer—our landlord told us that one of his neigh- 
bors, when his corn was about waist high, in order to see how much 
it would grow in one night, had set up a stick in the midst of a hill that 
had four stalks in it of the same height of the tallest stalk in the hill, 
and the result was, said he, when my neighbor went next morning to 
look for his stick he could not find it, and did not until he commenced 
pulling fodder, when he found the hill and there were two fine ears of 
corn on each stalk and a very good nubbin on the stick. Taking this 
to be true, I thought surely this Forked Deer must be a great country.

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EARLY DAYS IN TENNESSEE 
By D, C. Johnson 


_ Every person has two memorable periods in this life: That of 
birth and that of death; one the coming into this life, the other the 
passing out. February 1, 1836—seventy-seven years ago* is the 
memorable date when this writer began life in the dear old home of 
Isaac M. and Elizabeth Johnson, at Cherryville, now Haywood 
County, on the south fork of Forked Deer river, At that early date 
it was a wild, sparsely settled section of West Tennessee. As a matter 
of course, I remained for awhile a puny, wee bit of a Tom Thumb, 
being thoughtfully and lovingly provided with a rough plank cradle— 
elegantly finished cribs were unknown at that time. Being a delicate 
seven-pound boy, | was forced indoors, and what time I was not fon- 
dled on the soft lap of my sweet, loving mother, had to lie in that 
inevitable cradle. Hence it is obvious that my opportunities were 
extremely limited to know from personal observations the outside 
environments, the character of my neighbors, and the genera) condition 
of the country, its customs and habits. Therefore, I have turned the 
task over to father, who left a brief history which it is hoped will please 
and interest the readers of the ‘‘Mail.”’ 

“In the fall of 1823 I was happily married to Miss Elizabeth El- 
liott, in Rutherford county. In 1826 in company with my father I 
moved into Forked Deer river country and purchased land, cleared 
and fenced and made our first crop. At that early date all newcomers 
would open small clearings, build small log cabins notched up a little 
higher than a man’s head, and covered with four-foot boards. The 
cabin had what was known as eave-bearers, on which rested what was 
known as the butting poles for the boards to rest against, with knees 
to hold the weight poles to their places, one of which was put on each 
course of boards necessary to cover the roof. Then an opening six or 
seven feet was made for a chimney built of sticks and clay a little 
above the comb of the roof. The back, jams, and the hearth were 
made out of wet dirt pounded with a maul until solid; a puncheon 
floor made out of wide poplar slabs hewn with a broadaxe, the cracks 
were daubed with mortar, The house finished was sitting, bed, dining 
and cook room. The furniture was ashelf cupboard in one corner near 
the fireplace, for a table, slabs four or five feet long were placed side by 
side on a frame made by boring holes with a Jarge auger and pinned to 
the frame, Generally each family had three beds. The family bed- 
stead was usually set in the middle of the back wall and was occupied 
by the father and mother. Then in each corner of the end of the 
family bed, was erected what was known as the Forked Deer bed- 


*This was written In 1912, be it remembered, 
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stead, made by having one post with two large auger holes bored in 
opposite squares in the post, and an auger hole bored in the side and 
end wall of the cabin the proper height and width in which holes 
sound poles were inserted. On this frame boards were laid, and 
on these boards were placed the bedding for weary occupants to rest 
at night. 

“The settlers were quite friendly and social. It was quite common 
for them to go six or eight miles to help neighbors roll logs. They 
would start at dawn taking the trusty rifle, and often on the way 
would kill a turkey or deer, which would always be turned over to the 
good wife to be served up for the occasion. It is worthy of mention 
that turkey, deer and bear were the dependence for meat. It was 
almost impossible to raise hogs; the wolves would eat the pigs and the 
bears the hogs. ‘Our bread was made of corn crushed or pounded in 
a large mortar by use of a heavy pestle. The fine meal was used in 
bread for breakfast and the coarse or cracked grains as hominy for 
dinner, 

“Occasionally at these log rollings or shooting matches, some of 
the crowd would fall out and fight fisticuff; and in all fights when the 
under fellow got enough he said so, and that ended the matter. But 
in those days I hardly ever heard of a pistol or knife used. Our later 
population in my view has greatly degenerated in that particular. 
Now pistols and knives must be carried on the person and the least 
insult whether intended or not brings them out, and in many instances 
the unsuspected antagonist is ushered into an awful eternity un- 
prepared, leaving behind a helpless wife and children to battle with 
the storms of this cold and uncharitable world. I think it best, if 
fights must be, that we go back to the old style of honorable warfare, 
and thus avoid the fatal results. 

“We had scarcely any public roads, only blazed paths from one 
house to another, and from neighborhood to neighborhood. The 
country was sparsely populated, and settled in little neighborhoods 
with wide intervening spaces of six or eight miles of woods, with 
creeks to swim. Pea vines were spread over the ground so thick and 
high that man or horse could easily be followed by the trail. The 
region was infested with turkeys, deers, bears, panthers, catamounts, 
wolves, and every variety of vicious, poisonous serpents. To secure 
themselves from the venomous bites of these snakes the pioneers 
would put on dressed buckskin leggings reaching trom the top of the 
shoes to their hips. 

“When I first moved in and settled, I incidentally asked a near 
neighbor about the fertility of the soil for corn, With an animated 
and smiling face he replied: ‘Just let me give you an illustration. 
Last spring my corn looked so luxuriant I had desire to test its daily 
growth. One morning I stuck a stick in a hill of three stalks and 
never did find my stick until fodder pulling. In that hill I found two 
large ears on each stalk and if you believe my racket, I found a re- 
spectable nubbin on the stick.’ ” 
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As before stated, father made his first crop in 1826, and after the 
lapse of ten years, 1836, he took me in as one of the family while living 
at Cherryville. After fourteen more years, 1850, this lad being four- 
teen, was permitted to take personal observations of father’s move- 
ments and business transactions. 

About this time he purchased and moved to a valuable tract of 
land seven miles north of Cherryville, where he improved, cleared 
and fenced a good farm and erected a comfortable residence and suit- 
able outbuildings. In the course of a few more years in co-partnership 
with a Mr. Cage, of Memphis, father embarked in general mercantile 
business, calling the place Cageville. The firm lasted only a short 
time; Mr. Cage withdrawing and father continuing the business. 
Sometime before this date in the organization of Haywood county, 
father was made a magistrate and was so continued up to the formation 
of Crockett County. For a number of years he acted as one of the as- 
sociate judges of the quorum court of Haywood. Father being one of 
the prominent leaders in securing the new county, and being a great 
admirer of the famous David Crockett, suggested that the county be 
called Crockett, and the county seat Alamo, In its organization father 
was not only continued magistrate but was elected chairman of the 
county court. About this time he was honored by being chosen one 
of the directors of the Union Bank at Trenton, Gibson County, and 
acted in that capacity for some time. Father was also a pioneer in 
planting Methodism in the country. He filled with credit and efficiency 
official trusts in both state and church. From twenty years old to 
seventy-four—the long period of fifty-four years—father resided in 
an area of twelve miles; and for more than thirty years by the votes of 
his fellows acted as justice in Haywood and Crockett Counties, For 
more than forty years he was a loyal and faithful official in the Method- 
ist Episcopal Church, South. He peacefully fell asleep in the fall of 
1879 at the age of seventy-four. He laid aside his civil official insignia 
and his ecclesiastic ermine untarnished and went home to rest.

I should like very much to have the genealogy of both the Nichol and Gordon families 
coliected and published but it is an arduous proposition, and would probably take 
more time and money to accomplish than any of us will ever have. I should like to 
see a copy of this work you are preparing, and own one, if it is not too expensive, 
when completed.

Answer: My mother states that Grandfather Nichol’s middle 
name was Larkin—full name, James Larkin Nichol; and that of my 
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Aunt Nannie, Elizabeth—Nannie Elizabeth McFarland, nee Nichol. 

Ond Question: “Who was the Rev. Frank Miller who married 
your mother and father? Was he related to them?” 

Answer: A minister who had moved into the community and 
was no relation to my parents or to the Hardy Miller family. 

8rd Question: ‘What was the middle name of your sister Julia? 
And what was the maiden name of your brother Frank's third wife?” 

Answer: The full name of my sister was. Julia Delilah Nichol. 
The maiden name of Frank's third wife was Sarah Gordon. She is 
our first cousin through my mother’s brother, John Boyd Gordon. 
(John Boyd Gordon, born March 23, 1836; no record of date of death; 
married Lucinda Davis, and they had two children—Sarah, daughter; 
and Sidney, sort. 

4th Question: “You neglected to mention the date of your own 
birth. And was your wife any relation to you?" 

Answer; [was born July 20, 1883. My wife is my second cousin 
through my mother’s brother, William Alexander LeGrand Whitehall 
White Gordon. (I never saw this uncle. My mother tells me that he 
strenuously objected to the ‘LeGrand Whitehall” part of his name, 
which he eliminated or ignored.) My Grandmother Gordon was a 
White (Alexander and Whitehall are both surnames of families con- 
cerned in some way in the White family tree), This uncle was a 
soldier in the Second Tennessee Infantry, C. S. A., and had the best 
record or reputation for gallantry in action of any member of the 
family. He was severally wounded at the Battle of Murfreesboro, 
and died of this wound some thirty years later. He removed to Texas 
soon after the Civil War, and married Miss Margaret Moddrell, of 
Rutherford County, Tennessee, They had four sons, one of whom, 
Edgar Thomas Gordon, ts the father of my wife. My wife’s mother 
was Miss Anna Lawrence, born at Beech Grove, Tennessee, but her 
father located in Texas, near Sherman, when she was an infant. The 
Luwrenceés are related to the Maxwells and the Wattersons of Beech 
Grove, Tennessee. One of my mother-in-law’s grandmothers was 
Mrs. Maxwell, who, before her marriage, was a Miss Watterson, 
sister of Colonel Harvey Watterson, a member of Congres from 
Tennessee, at one time, and the father of Colonel Henry (‘‘Marse 
Henry"’) Watterson, late editor-in-chief of the Louisville Courzer 
Journal. ; 

My mother states that her memory was at fault in regard to the 
maiden name of Hardy Miller's first wife, and after reading your letter 
she remembers quite well that you have the correct information, 2. ¢., 
she was a Miss Taylor. 

th Question: ''Can your mother tell you the date of the birth of 
her first husband?” . 

Answer: Ihave it in the transcript of the Nichol (I. D.) family 
Bible memorandum, It states: ‘William Johason Miller was born 
November 21, 1832.'' Mother could not remember it, but on reading 
this memorandum says that tt is correct. 
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GATESVILLE, TEXAS, 
Seplember 21, 1855. 
Dear FATBER AND MOTHER: 

Yours dated the 30th August came to hand on the 19th. I was very proud to 
hear from you, I had been loolcing for the Jetter a week or so before T received it. 

We are both well at present, and have been ever since you left. 

We have stopped breaking land, and are fixing to get poles for fencing. We 
concluded that it would be prudent to try to save poles while they are plentiful, 
for we can break our land when it suits us. 

| want to tell you how we are getting along: We have not done quite so well 
us we expected; still I think we are getting fixed so we can make some money. We 
have forty five acres broke for ourselves, and twenty seven for Clark, We aim to 
fence for ourselves eighty acres, this fall and winter, making thirty five fenced and 
not broke, which we expect to sod in the spring, , 

Now I will tell you what work we want to do between this and spring: we have 
about ten thousand poles ro cut and haul. | think we can haul them, but can’t cut 
them all. We want to break our land again by the 15th of March, provided we 
don’t rent it out. We have not determined yet what we will do about that. 

I have hired the cutting of five thousand poles, and bought one thousand. That 
leaves me four thousand to cut. Our brea Bing fos Clark brought ninety four dollars, 
which we did in one month and one week. We can make money faster by cutting 
and hauling rails. We still owe about one hundred and sixty or seventy dollars on 
our team, though we owe him fifty dollars for corn, which we are to give for the 
cutting of five thousand rails, making us indebted about two hundred and thirty 
dollars, We aim to sell a yoke of oxen to buy our provisions for the next year. I 
was proud to hear that you would be able to send us some money this fall or winter, 
for we will certainly need it, 1 want to pay off what we owe, atid then be so we can 
have six yoke of oxen to plow next spring and summer, [ also want to make a little 
start of hogs and cattle, hogs especially, for I think raising hogs will pay in Texas 
better than other stock. ‘The moss is fine; hogs are fattening fast. | wish you could 
send it by some person, fearing that it would not be safe to send by mail, as letters 
are often misplaced, and never reach the place directed. If Hindman wishes to loan, 
say to him he can send it if he wishes. I think I can use it to.an advantage, and pay 
him @ good percent, 

I believe I have written enough, though it is so badly done I don't know whether 
you can gather much information. However, you will learn that we are well, and 
trying to do the best we can. This is the most serious time I have known in Texas. 

When I am writing to my freinds in Tennessee, especially those to whom I am 
now writing, as is the case with me this morning, I have to often stop while writing 
to wipe the tears of love that trickle down my cheeks, Almost every letter we get 

ives an account of some of my acquaintances dying, which makes me uneasy, 
earing that the next letter or so will give an account of the death of some of my 
dearest and most beloved friends, 

I would be glad if some of you would write every two weeks, I don’t hear from 
you as often as [ want to. I will write again in two or three weeks. The telegraph 
comes regularly since the election. 

The Clarks and the Mansens are well. 

_ _ Ifa person ever wanted to see a Father, Mother, brothers, or sister in this world, 
it is the case with me. But we are too far apart to visit often. It is now a few days 
over a year since I left home, and I can't see that | can get back under eighteen 
mnths, I think now I shal! go back in the spring of ‘57, and spend the summer 
with you, 

Corn in this country is scarce; and [I think it a bad fall for emigrants. Corn is 
one dollar per bushel, wheat two dollars per bushel, beef three cents, and | believe 
bacon selis at eighteen cefits or so, You know that would come high for a large 
family. & would advise our kin to stay where they are a while longer, Neither of 
them would be satisfied. Neither would they stick if they came. This is my notion.

ciency of cornbread and other necessaries required to support life. 

indman, I have no news of particular importance, as I have, I reckon, previous 
tu this time given you a satisfactory description of this country. You would be 
delighted if you were here this morning to view the beautiful prairie. Oh! how 
beautiful, how charming it is to me to look out from my seat this morning and see 
the fine horses, the fat cattle, the hogs, the beautiful deer and antelope and frequent- 
ly an ugly wolf galloping among them, all feeding together on the beautiful prairie. 
en can't describe, tongue can’t express the pretty scene beheld by Texans in the 
Spring. Yes, it is out of the reach of the most talented men, it is beyond description. 
Brother, this may look unreasonable to you, but it is the Almighty’s truth, the grass 
is about eight or twelve inches high and everything in the shape of a quadruped is 
fat. Hindman, 1 will try to make you imagine how Texas looks. Suppose there was 
not a tree from pa’s house to Murfreesboro and none for five or ten miles every 
other direction, not even a rock or a stump to be seen in all that distance. How 
do you think it would look? Take it to yourself. Well, after this is done, suppose 
it to be sown in wheat and it one foot high and then you get up on top of the chim- 
ney and lool over the whole matter. What would be the consequences, seeing the 
horses and the different kinds of animals feeding over it. I will tell you, brother, 
it would look so charming you would be so frightened at the appearance that you 
would fall from the chimney and your neck would be unjointed.

I have nothing particularly interesting to relate, more than Thomas is married, 
His wedding came off on the 18th of October, with a very fine supper and a respect~ 
able crowd to eat it. He married into a very respectable family.* They emigrated 


‘This “respectable family" was the one Into which he afterwards married, 
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from Mississippi some two years back to this country and settled three miles above 
Clarks. It is likely you were at his house last Spring. He then lived in a double 
log cabin, but now has a very comfortable board house. He will soon have eighty 
acres of land fenced. We are boarding with him, and have been ever since the last 
of September, I reckon we will remain with him until after Christmas, or until we 
can build a cabin. We aim to finish cutting and hauling poles by Christmas, if we 
have no hindrance. We will then have a house to build, 15,000 poles to put up and 
forty-five acres of ground to break, provided we don’t rent a portion of it by March, 
We will, I suppose, have between 160 and 170 acres in our field. I intend measuring 
it before long. Perhaps I can tell you the number in my next letter. The field will 
include all of the 107 acre tract, the balance comes off my preemption. I think we 
are getting along finely with our work. We have splendid weather for business. 
We are never hindered only when our oxen run off from us. 1 am compelled to 
boast a little on Texas as being a stock country, I reckon the best in the world, 
The neighbors have been killing hogs that have never eaten a grain of corn. They 
fattened themselves on hog-unions, mesquite grass, etc. 

I received Mother's letter two weeks back, Hindman's ome week back. Tell 
them 1 will write to them soon. Tell Mother that Frank and Tom have plenty to 
eat, though a few of her yam potatoes and biscuits would be very acceptable. I 
expect we have as good an appetite for our corn bread and beef, as you have for al! 
your flour fixings and other good things that we are destitute of in this country. 
I hope by another year or two we will be able to have all such eatables in Texas, 
We have sowed a couple bushels of wheat, but it is needing rain to bring it up, 

Ransom and Company have gotten out. Ransom has wanted land some ten 
or fifteen miles this side of Belton, He sent us word to come and see him. I have 
not seen any of the crowd. Tell Mother | feel very proud, as well as thankful, of 
our new clothes, though we have not received them, Ransom refuses to let us have 
them until we go to see him. He is anxious to see us and to hear us talk about Ten- 
nessee, I aim to go and see him about Christmas. I have heard nothing from Swan 
and Alexander. Everything is high in this country. Pork is selling at $5.00 and 
$6.00, corn at $1,00 per bushel, beef 3c per pound. No more. 

Give my love to all, Some of you write every week to fF, L. Miller.

Mr. J. E. Upchurch gave me your letter some time ago, and I have been trying 
to find out something about the McGee's, but it is hard proposition, as all of the 
older set is dead. You speak of John P, McGee. Was this John Prude McGee? If 
so, he was my grandfather, He had two sisters, named Martha and Marguerite, 
but both are dead. If he had any brothers we never heard of them. He married a 
Shepherd, and had two sons, Andrew Moses ‘and John Ellis. Uncle Mose lives here 
in Carrollton, and had seven children, John Ellis, my father, who died October 20, 
1914, had nine children, all living. I have heard father talk about Cousin Billy, and 
John and Peter McGee, but he had just heard their names mentioned, and didn’t 
know much about them. They moved to Lamar County in the 60's. 

We found several graves in the old McGee Cemetery, but only two marked with 
stones.

I Know little of my genealogy, and that little is of the paternal line. 

My grandfather’s grandfather, Archibald McGee, was born in 
Perthshire, Scotland, date unknown. He went to Ireland in his youth, 
married Ellen Lowe, established himself as a farmer near Belfast, 
and raised Hax and sheep. This is all I know of him. His son, Richard 
McGee, came to America about the year 1750, married Gertrude 
Calloway, and settled as a farmer in Rockbridge County, Virginia. 
He reared a family of five sons and three daughters, who scattered to 
the states of Tennessee, Kentucky, Ohio, and Illinois. My grand- 
father, Richard McGee, Jr., was born in Roelcbridge County, Virginia, 
September 18, 1774, came to Giles County, Tennessee, in 1794; 
married Elizabeth Gentry, entered a farm on Richland Creek, and 
there reared his family of five sons and one daughter. My father 
was the second son, and was born July 4, 1808, graduated from the 
medical school of Tulane University in 1836, established himself at 
Ebenezer, Mississippi, and there practiced medicine until his death, 
in 1850, He and my mother, Marian Ford, daughter of Judge Rufus 
Ford, of the Probate Court of South Mississippi, were married in 
June, 1838, and I, their oldest child, was born September 17, 1839, 
or 1840. The records differ. I had two sisters and one brother. My 
older sister died at ten years of age. My brother was killed in battle 
at Colliersville, Tennessee.

My father, William Henderson McGee, was born in March, 1843. He served 
under Joseph E. Johnson during the Civil War, He married Mary Jane (Baugh) 
Teat, a young widow, in the year 1866, I think, Their oldest child was born in 1867, 
His nane was William T. McGee, and he now lives at $01 Villa Place, Nashville, 
Tennessee. He could probably give you as much information about our family as 
any one living, The next child was named Amanda. She was born January 8, 1869. 
She married one Bud O'Bryant, and was later left a widow, and since married John 
Skelton. Her address is Reform, Alabarra, Route No. 3. The next child was named 
Joseph E, He married Fannie Black, about the year 1897. He died in June, 1906, 
T think the next child was named John Z. McGee, born July 3, 1872, and is now 
living near Reform, Alabama.

David McGee was born July 25, 1763, and it is my recollection, from tradition, 
that he died in 1857, at the age of ninety-four years. I am not sure that he was born 
in Scotland, but I believe, from what I have been told, and from a Bible of his which 
I have in my possession, that that country was his birthplace. 

_ A great aunt of mine told me that he had two brothers that came to this country 
with him, and the name of one of them was George McGee. 

My great-aunt said that David McGee lived in Virginia, about the time of the 
Revolutionary War, and for many years afterward, During his early manhood he 
was an overseer of slaves on a plantation, and was efficient in that capacity, as I 
have read credentials stating that fact. 

In the early part of the nineteenth century he moved from Virginia toward 
Alabama; he sojourned on his way, both in Tennessee and Georgia, and reached 
Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, about 1818, or 1819, and had a very large family at 
this time—in fact, all hischildren were born there. He was married seven times, and 
for that day he was a man considered wealthy. He owned several negro slaves, and 
some good farms. He married one of his wives in Georgia, while on his way to Ala- 
bama, and obtained some slaves through that marriage. These facts 1 know through 
some of his legal papers that I have read. 

One of his wives was a widow Finch, who had several daughters, and two of 
David McGee's sons, Solomon and Sampson, married two of the Finch girls, Jer- 
retta and Polly. 

You will remember that in the early history of our republic the Masonic fraternity 
was being criticized by some people, and David McGee gave financial backing to a 
newspaper of that character, published in Northport, Alabama. I don't mention 
thia either to credit or discredit him, but to bring out one of his characteristics. He 
did not believe in secret orders, and he would not allow his most intimate friend to 
tell him a secret, . . ; 

1 could mention many other things I have heard of him, some of which are in- 
teresting, but I suppose this is sufficient for the present. . 

His grave is on the farm where he died. Several of his wives were buried there, 
and many of his descendants, This farm is now owned by an old mountaineer, 
named Bud Sexton, who is between eighty and ninety years old. I long for some 
member of the family to repurchase this place. 

One of the wives of David McGee was named Mary, born March 4, 1773, and I 
suppose she was the mother of all of his children. Their names are as follows:

The first three of the above I know nothing of, but of all the others I can tell you 
something, . - 

Ralph and Anthony moved to Texas from Alabama in about 1834, and Wilie 
McGee came te Texas about 1857 or 1858. These four have many descendants In 
Texas, some of whom I have seen. Two of Wilie McGee's grandsons I know well, 
either of whom can tell you all about Wilie McGee's descendants. One of the grand- 
sons is W. T. McGee, 901 Villa Place, Nashville, Tennessee, and the other grandson 
is Berry McGee, Waxahachie, Texas. 

Joseru McGer died in Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, and has many descendants 
living in that country now, two of whom I know well, Joseph McGee and Dan McGee 
of Northport, Alabama. 

S. D, McGege, with whom you have had some correspondence, can tell you all 
about the Joseph McGee family. 


Esruer McGue must have married a man by the name of Webb; however, Dr. 
Julius Cooper, of Birmingham, Alabama, might give you the facts as to that, 


Brersuena McGrs married a man by the name of Clements, and S. D, McGee 
is better able to give you her history. 


Sozomon McGee died in Alabama, leaving two sons, Ben and Newton, and 
many girls, 


Sampson McGex, my grandfather, died in Alabama, in 1887, at the age of seventy- 
four years. He was the father of several children, Elizabeth, the oldest, who married 
James Freeman, leaving one son, Sam Freeman, of Northport, Alabama, who is a 
farmer and merchant. Sam Freeman has one son, Manning Freeman, who is a 
merchant and banker. 


SAMPSON McGee's second child was David McGee, who died in Tennessee 
during the War between the States, leaving two sons, S. D, McGee, now tax collector 
of Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, and Lafayette McGee, a farmer in Tuscaloosa 
County, Alabama, The third child of Sampson McGee was my father, James McGee, 
who was married three times, and had fourteen children, four of whom are now 
living: Mrs. W. A. May of Tuscaloosa, Alabama; myself; David McGee, a lawyer 
of Fort Worth, Texas; and Mrs. M. Roy of Dallas, Texas. The fourth child, who 
lived to be grown, was Newt McGee, who died in Alabama, and has two children 
now living, Mrs. H. A, McKinnon of Birmingham, Alabama, and Dr, Frank McGee 
of the same city, 


Etrzaneta McGes, the youngest child of David McGee, married a man by the 
name of Cooper, and her son Dr. Julius Cooper, resides now in Birmingham, 


One of the brothers of my great-grandfather moved into Georgia about the time 
that my great-grandfather reached Alabama.

or value to you. 

My grandfather was named David McGee, who no doubt anticipated that Mr. 
Roosevelt would come along later advocating large families, so he began about 
fifty years ago and raised anywhere from ten to fifteen, most of whom died of old 
age. 

Now, my earliest recollection of childhood brings to mind the name of anold Uncle 
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pouah McGee, who was a preacher; he had a wife who, while she was only a McGee 
y marriage, nevertheless claimed miraculous cures, one of which was (as she appealed 
to her husband one day to verify); “She tuck out either one or twa jints of the man's 
backbone that she cured,"” thus adding that much more to the fustre of this well 
known family. Bear in mind this all happened down in Alabama, where I came

_I had a conversation with your friend W. C, ‘Stripling this forenaon, in regard 
to incidents of bygone days. Of course we talked something of you and your brother. 
Mr, Stripling asked tme to read, tonight, your ‘Tribute’ ta your deceased brother, 
Frank L. Miller. I have just finished the same, and [ think it the most beautiful I 
ever read, Really, [ think it classical, 

hope by this time you have received the package of old papers of my great- 
grandfather, David McGee; also about the same time, I sent you a photograph of 
my cottage home in Fort Worth, which I trust you have received. 

Now, a word in regard to my great-uncle, Solomon McGee, who was born in 
1810, I remember having seen him only once; but 1 remember him distinctly, 
Physically, he was not so large as my grandfather, Sampson, but as to goodness 
of heart he was as great. He was distinguished for his Christian faith and his charity 
for the poor, I remember seeing one country church which he built at his own ex- 
ears remember hearing my father say that Uncle Solomon was kept poor by 
helping the destitute about him. His orchards, his gardens, his smoke-house and 
corn crib were ever open to those in need about him, At his death he left a beauti- 
ful home site, a cotton gin, and a grist mill, and fourteen acres of as fine farm land 
as could be found in Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, You probably have the in- 
formation that Solomon McGee left six girls: Sarah Ramsey, Jane Childress, Mag- 
gie Montgomery, Bama Boswell, Samantha Guin, and Ona Guin. He had two sons, 
Benjamin McGee and Newton McGee. 

One chapter in the life of Solomon McGee you may not have, and so I will re- 
late it: In the year of 1835, at the age of twenty-five, Solomon McGee visited 
relatives in the state of Georgia and prospected for gold. While in Georgia, the 
Seminole Indians rose in revolt against the United States Government. Solomon 
McGee enlisted under General Zachary Taylor and fought the Indians in Florida. 
From this service his widow drew a pension from the United States Government 
until her death. 

Solomon McGee married Jaretta Finch, His occupation in early married life 
was that of farmer, tanner, miller, and blacksmith. | mean by this that he oper- 
ated businesses of this kind. 

A word as to the characteristics of Wylie McGee, who was born November 16, 
1799, Physically, I have heard it said that he was the strongest man of his time. 
] remember seeing an old gin house which he built entirely with his own hands. I 
have heard the old negroes say that when the niules could not pull the buggies or 
wagons, he would unhitch the teams and pull the load himself. I think this an 
exaggeration, but Iam sure that on one occasion he pulled his buggy out of Sipsey 
Swamp when his mule was unable to pull, or refused to pull, same. 

Wylie McGee was also a Baptist preacher, and it is said that he preached well. 
But it is also the tradition that he carried his Bible in one side of his saddle pockets 
and a quart of whisky in the other, Such behavior was not considered very wrong 
at that time. Personally, I think he had much scripture to justify his conduct. 
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He tried to get rich by inventing a perpetual motion machine. After many years 
of thought and effort his machine did not work, 

Wylie McGee had some domestic troubles and left for Texas in the fifties, and 
as far as | know was never heard of again by his people. s 

Joseph McGee born September 3, 1801, was more eccentric than all his brothers. 
He grew to be rather well off in slaves and farm land. While his estate joined that 
of his father, David’s, they never got along well together. I have heard old negroes 
say that David’s fences were sometimes mysteriously burned. Anyway, when 
David made his will, Joseph received only five dollars to his part of the estate. It 
was said that Joseph McGee practically knew the Bible by heart and would not 
hesitate to correct any preacher in the pulpit who misquoted same. 

During the War between the States, Joseph McGee invented a weapon with 
two blades, which would cut back and forth, and made some effort to have it ap- 
proved by the Confederacy, but nothing ever came of it. 

Joseph McGee lived to be very old, and rode horseback up to the time of his 
death. In his last years, while riding, he carried a long staff which would reach the 
ground—for what purpose I never knew. 

In conclusion, I will say, it is my purpose, when I have the time, to establish the 
connection between the McGees of Georgia, Alabama, and Texas with those of

Mrs. Jameson died in 1834, 
Mr. Jameson had two brothers, William and James, and two sisters, Mollie and 
Bettie, who emigrated from Virginia at an early day to Bath County, Kentucky. 
It is not jinprobable that these were all the children of Alexander Jameson, who came 
from Pennsylvania, and resided near Charlottesville, Albemarle County, Virginia,

Col. Maury will meet you at the Court-house, and give you directions where to 
march to the relief of the frontier of this county.

P. S. You must cause your Lieutenant to keep an exact journal of all your 
marches, and the different routes you take, and of all transactions relating thereto, 
that it may be returned to the President at Williamsburg, according to order,

all provisions expended on the company, and of + 5 ‘ammunition, &e. 


The foregoing document carries us back 18 years before the Revolution, to the 
time when the French and Indian War was in progress, when Francis Fauquier was 
Governor of the Colony, before Charlotte county was cut off from Lunenburg, when 
the Indian still lingered around the graves of his forefathers, and wild beasts roamed 
the forests of the valleys of the Staunton and the Dan. 





“Sir: You are to pay out of the depositum to Major Bouldin, the builder of 
Rough Creek church, the sum of sixty pounds, on his finishing the same. It has 
been viewed and approved of, and can’t need a vestry to direct the same, Therefore, 
please pay him that sum, and this shall be your indemnity at making up your account 
with the vestry.

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It thus appears that Thos. Bouldin built the first church, where Rough Creek 
church now stands, and Paul Carrington and Clem't Read were officers, 

Paul Carrington, whose name is signed to the foregoing paper, went to Lunen- 
burg (now Charlotte) a lad of sixteen or seventeen years. He was employed by Col. 
Read as deputy-clerk, but in a few years he began the practice of law, in which he 
was eminently successful, In the course of time he married a daughter of the old 
clerk, and we find him and his father-in-law working together for the good of the 
established Church,

MONTGOMERY, ALABAMA. 

February 8, 1875. 
“We have the lines of Thomas and James Scott nearly perfect, 
but the different points are the facts connected with these two brothers 
as to their lineage and I doubt not many a person in Virginia could 
settle them. The descendants of James (of whom J am one) have an 
account or rather two accounts or traditions. Mr. Alfred Scott 
(oldest son of General John Scott of Alabama and grandson of James 
Scott) investigated the matter and his account is that James and 
Thomas Scott were the only children of Thomas Scott who came from 
Cumberland, England, about 1700 and settled first in Gloucester 
County, Virginia, and afterward in Caroline County. The second 
account is from the sister of Samuel McGregor Scott, an old lady 
about eighty years old, who says that two young men named Scott 
came over to Virginia among the early immigrants and among the 
passengers in the same vessel was a family named Clare, all of whom 
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died on the passage except a daughter named Barbara Clare, who was 
very young and beautiful. One of these Scotts married this Barbara 
Clare and immediately sent her back to Scotland to be educated. 
A great-grandson of this Scott and Barbara Clare, named Thomas 
Scott, came to Prince Edward County, Virginia, and married a Miss 
Mantree Williams and had seven sons and one daughter; the daughter 
married a Mr, Gatewood of Bedford County. Two of the sons came 
to, or rather settled in, Prince Edwatd County, two in Campbell 
County, and two in Georgia. 

‘The two who settled in Prince Edward County may be Thomas 
and James, Can you give me any light on these two accounts and, 
if not, will you write to such of the relatives as will be most likely to 
afford the desired information? Will you also refer to a coat of arms 
and ascertain if any exists and give me a description of it? Tam having 
investigations made in Carlisle, England, and in Edinburgh, Scotland, 
as to the ancient lineage of the family, which will be greatly facilitated 
by a coat of arms, if any exists.

Mrs. Virginia Semple (wife of Major H. C. Semple), who was a 
Miss James (whose mother was a Scott) of Montgomery, Alabama, 
had prepared, by the Hon. Daniel Cram, a skeleton of the Scott 
family, since the immigrant, Colonel Thomas Scott, married a Miss 
Baytop, of which she furnished us a copy. All of his descendants 
have been accurately given in a work published by us on the Catlett 
and Baytop families—the two families of my grandparents, mater- 
nally. My mother was Anne Carter Baytop, and her mother Lucy 
Taliaferro Catlett. This publication includes all and much more of 
Mrs. Semple’s pamphlet. | 

In regard to the Wyatts, you have struck a very doubtful sub- 
ject, viz.; To what branch a present-day Wyatt belongs. There 
were six or more distinct Immigrants, viz.: 


(1) Ralph landed on the Appomattox River, 1636; married widow 
of Captain William Bullon, who had received from the King 
7,000 acres there, and asked that they be confirmed to him. 
An after-sale of Bullon’s Ridge by Richard Wyatt, of Essex, 
would indicate sonship. 
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(2) CHRISTOPHER Wyatt, in York County, aged twenty-six in 
1672, and probably son of a former immigrant. 


(3)  Rrcwarp Wyatt resided first in York County; patented lands 
in Gloucester County, in 1645; had a son, Thomas, who in 
1666 patented lands in Gloucester County. 


(4) Rey. Haute Wyatt came to Virginia in 1621; brother of Sir 
Francis Wyatt, Governor of Virginia. Two of his sons, Edward 
and George, remained in Virginia, and settled first on Middle 
Plantation. Edward married Jane Conquest, and had a son, 
Conquest, who patented lands in Gloucester, and is an ancestor 
of the Wiatts now in Gloucester. George Wyatt, ‘‘Cooper," 
the other son, patented Jands in Williamsburg. 


(5) Mayor WILLIAM WYATT patented lands in King and Queen 
County, in 1653. 


(6) AntTsony Wyatt, member of the House of Burgesses, in 1645- 
56, from Charles City County. 


For the descendants of the above, see William and Mary Quarterly, 
volume 10, pages 59-61 and 260-263, In volume 12, page 273, William 
and Mary Quarterly, Mr. Tyler gives the Ancestry of Colonel Joseph 
Wyatt as follows: 


“Long a member of the Virginia Assembly, son of Joseph Wyatt, 
of New Kent County, was born August 24, 1761. He was a son of 
Joseph and wife Dorothy, and had a brother, Peyton, born November 
15, 1763. Joseph Wyatt, Sr., may have been a son of Henry Wyatt, 
who was son of Richard, probably son of George of Middle Planta- 
tion, son of Rev. Haute and nephew of Governor Sir Francis Wyatt. 

“Colonel Joseph Wyatt died April 28, 1843 (ninety-three years 
old), in Charlotte County. He was a representative in the House of 
Delegates forty-four years. Born in New Kent County.” 

From the above, taken from William and Mary Quarterly, you 
can see how difficult it is to locate any one of numerous families of 
Wyatts, scattered al] over Virginia and the South, 

If the name Conquest legitimately occurs, it is reasonable to as- 
sign their origin to Edward, son of Rev. Haute. Anthony, of which 
there are many, is rather a Stubbs title to the Anthony descendants. 

The two Governors Bibb, of Alabama, are sons of William Bibb 
and Sallie S. Wyatt, sister of Colonel Joseph Wyatt above. Almost 
weekly we get letters from some Wyatt family, asking if we can place 
them properly, Such a request from Mrs. Joseph Willard, nee Wyatt, 
wife of our Ambassador to Spain, was easily answered, since she was 
descended from Anthony New, member of Congress from Virginia 
and Kentucky, whose oldest daughter married a Wyatt, and he mar- 
ried for his second wife Nancy Wyatt, her sister—Anthony New was 
my great-granduncle.

The Mayfields came to America from Ireland. They were among 
the early settlers, John Mayfield married Rebecca Armitage in 1666 
(New England Genealogy, Volume 5, 339), 

For more than a hundred years their descendants took part in 
defending ‘The Settlers’’ against French and Indians. 

John Stanwix, a British soldier, built forts for defense—one was 
completed in 1758 which was called Fort Stanwix, in honor of his 
name. (The Stars and Stripes were first raised in battle at Fort 
Stanwix. ) 

John Mayfield married Mary Stanwix, General Stanwix’s daughter, 
and moved to the northern portion of South Carolina. Defended 
against the Cherokee Indians; took part in the Revolutionary War, 
etc. 

John and Mary Stanwix Mayfield were the parents of John, 
Abraham, Elijah, Isaac, Micajah, Jesse, and Stephen Mayfield. 

Jesse, son of John and Mary Mayfield, married Penelope Brum- 
ette, a French Huguenot, and settled on the Saluda River. 

Issue: Jesse, Pearson, William, Carter, Thomas, Brumett, 
Williams (named for General Williams of King’s Mountain fame), 
Preshia, Hulda, and Elizabeth Mayfield. Most of them came to 
McMinn County, Tennessee, in 1870.

I talked with my father a little while yesterday. He is quite an old man now. 
He said, “What do you want me to tell you?” If you could send me a list of questions, 
it might help. 

He said he had always understood there were three Mayfield brothers who came 
from Ireland to Georgia (or the Carolinas), One remained there, one moved to 
Illinois, and one settled in Middle Tennessee. Father's grandfather was named 
Thomas, but he did not know the names of the others, thought perhaps one of them 
was John. Thomas lived in Tennessee and had five sons, Thomas, Richard, John 
Andrew, Jess, and Nicholas; and three daughters (1 do not know whether he knew 
the order or not), Thomas died in Austin, Texas, during the Mexican War, when 
only about nineteen years old. He wasasingle man. Nicholas died in Cook County, 
Texas, near Greenville. Father knew nothing of Jess, and | have forgot whether he 
said something about Richard's fate or not, He met a cousin, Fount Mayfield, of 
Missouri, who knew a great deal about the history of the family. His family were 
from Tennessee, so 1 am wondering if he was not the son of either Richard or Jess.

My brother, George Mayfield, has just forwarded your letter to me, for which I 
am very grateful. 

However, I am afraid ] can not give you anything just now that will help you. 
J am the only one of our immdeiate family that seems to care anything about the 
history of our family, and until recently my work has claimed all of my time. 

What I can learn from my grandfather is more of tradition. Our immediate line 
of Mayfields were Scotch-Irish, and the one we seem to be descendants of is said to 
have married a young Dutch woman while coming over. To their marriage were 
born eleven sons and one daughter. They settled probably in Virginia. The second 

eneration we lost sight of, but know they have moved west. The third generation— 
Tomiie, my great grandfather, all we know about, is on the Ohio side of the Ohio 
River in what become Knox County, Ohio, But there are other members of the 
same family who settled across the Ohio River in Kentucky. Joshua Mayfield had 
four sons, Elisha, John, Abe, and Reuben, and two danghters—I know not their 
names, 

Elisha Mayfield, my grandfather, born in Knox County, Ohio, in 1807, had nine 
children: By first marriage, Mary and Hannah, born in Ohio; he then moved to 
Indiana, where Almira, George, Lee, Silas, Addie, William, and Emma were born, 
at Wolf Lake, Indiana. Later, by a second marriage, John and Reuben. My father, 
Silas Mayfield, Sr., was the anly son who had any children. It is probable that John 
Mayfield did have a family, but we can't locate him. 

But this I can tell you, which may help you in time: I have recently met a young 
woman, a Miss Thompson, from Chicago, whose brother-in-law is a Mr. Mayfield 
from the Georgia line, and whose daughter is a member of the Daughters of American 
Revolution by right of her father’s Ancestry. He tells this Miss Thompson that he 
knows we are related because of the Mayfields that did come to this country, some 
settled in Virginia, some moved westward, and his family southward to rgia. 
Miss Thompson has told me that he has quite a chart, or family record, and I am 
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sure he can help us both; on receiving your letters, I tried to get in touch with Miss 
Thompson, but L learn that she has recently been called home on account of the 
death of her mother, I shall do my best to get this Mr. Mayfield's address, and for- 
ward your letter to him.

Main Street, Portland, Oregon. It has been a year since I had a letter, but suppose 
he is there still, The sketches are a bit confusing, as the contributors seem, like 
myself, to have very little definite knowledge of their foreparents. I am sending 
you what I have found. Have nothing of my grandmother Kuykendall's family. 
My mother said she was of English descent. 

The only Johnson kinspeople I have met are two cousins of my father's. They 
were both Johnsons, Mrs, Scott and a Mrs, Arnold. I knew them well in my early 
childhood (1855-1860). Both were fine women, The Scotts are yet living in younger 
generations about Belton, Texas. The Arnold children, I think, went to Tennessee 
(McMinnville?). Their nan es were Jan es, Joe, and Puss. What I want to know, 
more than anything in this work is the tin e and place of events. With that one 
would have a basis to work from. I do not know where my grandparents lived and 
died in Tennessee, where my father was born and married, After he can.e to Texas, 
in 1831, am a little better posted, I give you some addresses:

Your letter certainly was worth a whole lot to me, Iam sincerely glad to have 
been of service to you, I lave the "Family History fever’ to quite an extent, [ 
suppose; and that is one reason why I did my best to give you all the information 
T could, in a short length of time. At best it was a cramped effort, While looking 
over the History of the Kuykendall Family" a few minutes ago, | really bad a 
pang of regret at not furnishing you more information about the descendants of 

athew Kuykendall and Nancy Johnson who went overseds, Some made the 
supreme sacrifice, 1 am sure, although I have no actual record of that. But their 
military records troop across the pages of the History in droves! If you want a 
few, let me know, and I will send them at once. They were in the very thick of it 
“over there,” but their references to it are very modest and casual: “Fought in 
several different battles''—''Was in active service and was wounded''—"'Saw active 
service’’—"Some fight!" ete, 

Before going further, let me mention a fact that you may be able to use, I have 
only just discovered it myself. Page 550, of the Kuykendall History says: “Ben- 
jamin and Thomas Kuykendall, twins, were the first white children born in Austin's 
Colony, of which their father, John, was an original member.” This John K. was 
none other than the son of Mathew K., and Nancy Johnson! 

But, to proceed with the Revolutionary war record of Mathew Kuykendall, who 
married Nancy Johnson: 


(From pages 829-850-331 of Kuykendall Family History.) 


“Mathew Kuykendall, Butler County, Kentucky. 

Declaration for a pension, made November 12, 1832, aged seventy-four years: 
that he resided in York District, South Carolina, and in June, 1776, he enlisted to 
go on an expedition against the Cherokees, ordered by the governor of North Caro- 
lina, under General Rutherford; that he entered a company commanded by his 
uncle, and that he also served in Captain Joseph Hardin's Company of cavalry; 
and there was another cavalry company in the expedition, commanded by captain 
Maben. General Rutherford, the commander of the expedition, lived near Sauls- 
bery, North Carolina; that he was rendezvoused on the south Fork of the Catomba 
Rives, and joined the main army under General Rutherford at what was called the 
head of the Catamba River, and marched across the French Broad and Pigeon into 
the Cherokee County, where they burned their villages and destroyed their corn 
and returned to North Carolina, having served about four months, - 

“That during the expedition he was in no battle, the Indians always avoidin 
them, but killed some, and took others prisoners. There were no continten 
companies on this expedition, it being entirely composed of militia} That he after- 
wards moved to Burke County, North Carolina, where he resided, when he was 
ordered by Colonel (afterwards General) Charles McDowell, in. February, or March, 
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1780, to raise a company for the protection of the Country again i i 
he did, and thus served with his com yany between flee a ioe make” Koos 
une, 1750, he volunteered under Captain Joseph Mc! owell, of Burke County 
lilitia, where he resided, and served as a private until after the Battle of F ing’s 
Mountain; that he served in said Company under Colonel Charles Mei owell, and 
Joined him at the head of Cane Creek, in Burke County, where he was engaged with 
the British and Tories under | unlap, and was defeated by them. After the defeat 
he wtarched up the Catawba River to Catha’s, where he rerrained a few days, until 
ary. heard of the British under Ferguson, in pursuit, when he crossed the Blue 
Ridge to Yellow Mountzin, and thence to Watauga River.” (Writer's note; In 
some of the books about your wonderful Bob Taylor, he gives a beautiful and vivid 
description of the Watauga River and Happy Valley, The book also gives a full 
page picture of the old grist mill on the Watauga, stillstanding, where the corn was 
gund for the American troops who shortly fought the Battle of king's Mountain.) 
There he remained until joined by the troops of Colonels Car phell, Shelby and 
Sevier, and then marched back across the Catawba River to Ring's Mountain, where 
Ferguson was defeated, but was not in the engager ent, in consequence of having 
gotten leave of absence to see his fan ily as he passed through the country.” (\ riter’s 
note: One of the twenty-eight Arrericans killed ut the Battle of hing’s Mountain 
was Nathaniel Kuykendall, a close relative of Mathew's. This ran also lived close 
to King's Mountain. His hone was burnt by the British, his wife died shortly after, 
and the little son was cared for by a kind neighbor, wha shortly moved to F entucky. 
Judge and major in Confederate Army—W. L, Kuykendall, jate of Saratoga, Wy- 
oming, wis 4 direct descendant of Nathaniel.) To resume—“and as he returned 
to join his company, he met Colonel Charles Mc! owell, who informed him that 
he need not proceed, as there would be no fighting until after his return, He, Me- 
Lowell, was then on_his way to see General Rutherford to procure an appointn ent 
for one of the said Colonels to command the expedition; but in his absence, they 
attacked and defeated Ferguson at King’s Mountain, About eight iriles from this 
Place. after the battle, he rejoined his company under Capr. Foeinb Mc! owell; 
that he marched with the prisoners through Burke to Wilkes County where some 
of the Tories were hanged, and others paroled; that previous to the last f entioned 
expedition, he volunteered under the said Joseph Mel owell in an expedition of 
between three and four weeks against the Tories, and met them at Ran sour’s Mill, 
on the South Fork of Catawba River, in North Carolina, under John Moore, a dis- 
tinguished Tory, and deleated them, That in the early part of December, 1780, 
he volunteered for five weeks to fein General Morgan in Cautain Murray's Company, 
and in Major Joseph Mc\ owell's battalion, who had been promoted; and said five 
weeks service expired the day after Cowpen's Buttle. 

“That he joined General Morgan at Pacolet River in South Carolina, and re- 
treated to the Cowpens, where he arrived on the l'ith of January, 1751, and on the 
next day, about sunrise, the engagement commenced which resulted in the defeat 
of the enemy and in which battle he was wounded in the right arm, which has ever 
since disabled him from using it to advantage. 

“That he was born in Mecklinberg County, North Carolina, October 24, 1758; 
that he lived in Burke County, a few years alter he was wounded, when he moved 
to Washington County, North Carolina, and lived there three or four years, when 
he removed to Davidson County, Tennessee, and lived there eight or ten years, 
when he removed to Logan County (that part of which is now Butler County), 
Kentucky, where he now resides,” 

Among the statements made in his “declarations” or affidavits is that after the 
completion of his frst term of service he had a written discharge, which he had lost. 
He remembered distinctly that the discharge was handed to him ly Captain Joseph 
Hardin. To his original staterrent there was appended the affidavit of a clergyman, 
Joseph Taylor, living in Butler County, Kentucky, and Thomas Lawrence of the 
same place, saying that it was generally reputed and believed that Mathew Kuy- 
kendall was in the Revolutionary War as a soldier, 

There are two or three more points on which | wish to touch before { close, 

Frrst: 1 have a letter from the Louisville Free Public Library dated November 
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8, 1922, saying that a ‘Revolutionary soldier who was living in Butler County 
(ientucky) in 1840, aged eighty-two years, was Matt Kuykendall.” 

Seconp: Before going further, let me pay tribute to Mrs. Mildred M. Fowler, 
of Bartlett, Texas (a grandélaughter of Mathew Kuykendall and Naney Jolinson), 
for her interest and zeal in kindly giving practically all that is preserved concerning 
the descendants of her grandparents; also her brother, R. B. Kuykendall, of Cleburn, 
Texas, wave the itinerary of these descendants from Kentucky, through south- 
western Tennessee to Yalobusha County, Mississippi. Then Abner, lis father, 
went down the Mississippi to the Texas coast, and Bell County, Texas, eventually. 

Tuirp: Heit was who told me the following incident, which should be expecially 
Valuable to you: 

Following the massacre of the Texans in the Alatno, General Sarn Houston slowly 
retreated towards the Sabine. His retreat passed by several of the homes of ‘the 
descendants.” On one oceasion, the Mexicans surprised them at a dance, and a 
young Kuykendall mother, fecing through the night, handed her baby over the 
ence to a relative, became separated from it for nearly a week, and it was kept alive 
in the river bottom only by sugar teats. Let me digress again: 

Another Kuykendall mother of Austin's Colony, fleeing from the brutal butchers 
of Santa Anna, whose hands were dripping with the gore of the one hundred eighty- 
five who nae, chose death at the Afamb, happened to realize that a baby had 
been left behind, She turned back toward the house for it, when she saw her hus- 
band coming out of the Cabin with it. Whereupon she said she wae at that moment 
the happiest woman in the world, 

These pictures intimately treat of Houston's retreat, The women and children 
had to be cared for, so some of the men had to protect them. Juat before the battle 
of San Jacinto, when the mighty Mero of Horseshoe Bend loosed the deadly brood- 
ing Texans in one mighty charge, Jim Kuykendall went to Abner, his brother, and 
in the words of R. B, Kuykendall, of Cleburne, ringing as he spoke them, ‘To his 
everlasting credit be it said that he proposed to Abner (my father) that if he (Abner) 
would protect the women and children of their two families, he (Jim) would go into 
the battle!’ This arrangement was made, and thug one of the descend nts was one 
of those hervic Texans whe cut off all retreat by burning the bridge on which they 
crossed Buffalo Bayou, raised the terrible cry ‘Remember the Alamo! Rem err ber 
Goliad!!" and in one mighty charge whipped the Mexican Army with clubbed 
muskets and Bowie knives. 

James Kuykendall was in Captain York’s Company in the famous Battle of 
San Jacinto, April 21, 1886, In accordance with Houston's pp that if they 
whipped the Mexican Army, every Texan participating would thereby ea caf 
be promoted to the rank of Captain, pune: becaire known as Captain Kuykendall. 

four’a: One more incident, and | am done, In 1904, on our way to the World's 
Fair, we stopped off at my father’s sisters, Mrs. Lane’s, in Paragould, Arkansas. 
Living in the back of the attic, accessible by a back stalrway, comfortably fixed, 
lived Uncle Jake, an old slave of her father’s, Captain John L. Kuykendall. Unele 
Jake stood through all the meals behind iy father's chair, On-e he related how he 
had taught Papa to jig, and asked him if he had forgotten. Whereupon, my father, 
staid and dignified, rose from the table, pushed back the chair, and jigged while 
Unele Jake patted! Uncle Jake would take the horses and hide them down in the 
swamps when the Yankees would come around. He was a faithful black. Peace to 
his ashes! T wish to pay tribute to the faithful affection of those slaves who stayed 
on the plantations while their masters went to War. Our [amily histories should 
reflect our gratitude and appreciation for their humble but loving services. 

{ thank you very much, Mr. Sicklin, for incorporating my poor effort in your 
book. Il am extremely gratified to have the history of my own immediate branch 
of the family placed in permanent form, for posterity. I can sever thank you enough!

You have touched upon a subject in which | am very much interested, and about 
which T would like to learn much more.

1 shall strive to give you as full and as accurate a recital of facts as possible, 
My knowledge, tho very incomplete, has been galned from ‘The History of the 
Kuykendall Family” since its settlement in Dutch New York in 1646, and from a 

and-daughter and a grand-son (both living), of Matthew Kuykendall and Nancy 
ohnson. The grand-daughter is Mrs. Mildred M. Fowler, Bartlett, Texas, and 
the grand-son is Mr, Robert Baylor Kuykendall, Cleburne, Texas. 

An introudetory statement of the ancestry of Matthew Kuykendall may not 
be amiss. I have no knowledge of that of Nancy Johnson, except that her parents 
are said to have been from og cma 

In 1646, Jacob Luurszen Van Kuykencdaal (note this original spelling of the 
name), came ta the Dutch Colony in the New World from near Wageningen, pro- 
vince of Gelderland, Holland. He had been in the employ of the West India Com- 
pany, headed by Van Rensselaer, The name Kuykendall means "View of the Dale," 
derived from “KIJK-IN-'T-DAL," Wagettingen is on the Rhine, near Arnheim, 
and lies.on a high hill, commanding a fine view of the river, His son, Luur Jacobsen 
Van Kuykendaal, was baptized in New Anister dam (now New York City) on May 
29th, 1560, We married Grietje Artze Tack, in turn reared a family, and about 1700 
moved from around Kingston to Port Jervis, His son, Cornelius, was baptized 
May 30, 1686; he married Maritje Westvael. Abraham, son of Cornelias, was 
baptized on October 18, 1710, at Deer Parke Church, New York. This Abraham 
migrated to North Carolina, was a captain in the Revolutionary Army, and a com~- 
missioner appointed to run the line between Tryon and Mecklinberg Counties and 
build a courthouse for Tryon County 

His son, Matthew Kuykendall was born in Mecklenberg County, North Caro- 
lina, on October 24, 1758. His Bride was Nancy Johnson, He was in the Revolu- 
tlonary Army from 1776 until 1781 and bad an arm broken by a British bullet at 
the Battle of Cowpens, He lived in Burke County a few years after he was wounded, 
when he moved to Washington County, North Carolina, and lived there three or 
four years, when he removed to Davidson County, Tennessee, and lived there eight 
or ten years, when he removed to Logan County, Kentucky (that part which is now 
Butler County), That last move was around 1824, He died August 15th, 1841. 
He left. wight (8) sons and four (4) daughters, named below 

The twelve children of Matthew Kuykendall and Nancy Johnson, are as follows:

As the recital of my direct line from Matthew Kuykendall and Nancy Johnson 
is shorter than the information I have from Cousin Mildred and Cousin Bob, I shall

My great-grandfather, Matthew, son of Nancy Johnson and Matthew Kuyken- 
dall, was born December 26, 1798, and was living m Tennessee when one of his sons, 
john Lamb Kuykendall, (my grandfather) was born Marcel 8, 1828, When John 

amb was two years old, his father, Matthew Kuykendall moved to Minssniggt 
(1830). In 1842, Matthew moved to Greene or Lawrence County, Arkansas. He 
died January 15th, 1856, and is buried in the vicinity of Walnut Ridge, Arkansas. 

The wife of Matthew Kuykendall was named Rachel Lamb and she died in 
December, 1869.

That brings us down to John Lamb Kuykendall, son of Matthew, and Grandson 
of Matthew Kuykendall and Nancy Johnson. He was born March §, 1828, in Ten- 
nessee, moved to eae (Yalobusha County) in 1830; to Greene County, 
Arkansas, in 1842. Below ave 8 record) of his military service, both in the War 
with Mexico and in the War between the States. 

Me was one of the ive men who enlisted in the War with Mexico from Greene 
County, Arkansas. He enlisted September 13, 1847 at Batesville, Arkansas. and was 
honorably discharged August 22, 1848, at Carrollton, Lovisiana, while serving ae a 
Corporal of Company C, 12th U.S. Infantry, He was in the City of Mexico in 1848, 
in General Persifor F, Smith’s Brigade. Necessarily, they had to fight their way to 
the Malls of the Montezunias. 


On September 28, 1861, he enlisted in, and was elected Captain of, Company H+ 
5th Regiment of Arkansas Infantry, the Confederate States of America, at Gaines- 
ville, Arkansas. Later, he organized another Company, and retained its command 
until the Surrender. This was Company F, Sth Regiment Trans-Mississippi Arkan- 
sas Infantry, C, 5, A., also known as 30th Arkansas Infantry. It was organized 
June 28th, 1862, at Pineville, Arkansas, He was parolled at Wittsburg, Arkansas, 
on May 28th, 1865. 

The battles he participated in, in either of the Wars of which he was a veteran, 
are not known. It is definitely known, however, that he was at Pea Ridge (Elk 
Horn Tavern), and at Helena, In thie lateer battle, he gained renown for the bravery 
with which he led his men when they would charge the enemy 

ohn L. Muykendall was married to Sarah Mitchel) at Gainesville, Arkansas, 
on September 27th, 1463, by the Rev, John G, Taylor. Sarah J, Mitchell was born 
September 7, 1839, She died March 31, 1875, aged 35 years, 5 months, 24 days. 

The children of John L. Kwykendall and Sarah J. Mitchell were: Mattie B., 
born January 1, 1855; Bettie J., born January 4, 1857; Addie J. (or S) born February

My father, Dr. A, R, Kuykendall, went to the University of Arkansas under 
General 0, H. Hill for two years, and later graduated from the Missouri Medical 
College of St. Louis. Practised in Texas, at Kopperl, Morgan, Thurber, Weather- 
ford, Dayton and Crosby, Was a Knight Templar and active in the ceremonial 
work of the Lodye, He was far above the average in his profession, being marvelous 
in his skill at obstetrics, wonderful in his Liebe as 4 physician, and very fine in 
surgery. His professional ethics won the admiration even of his enemies; but best 
of all was his kindly heart, displayed so quietly, but effectively to the poor whe 
who needed his services, but could not pay. : : : 

He offered his services to the Government as a surgeon in the Spanish-American 
War, and the Authorities at Washington replied if it became necessary to call sur- 
geons with families, they would uladly accept his services. At some time or other 
at Morgan, Texas, he was Captain of a Company of Militia, He always repaired 
immediately to the scenes of disaster, such as the Cisco cyclone and the Galveston 
Flood. Tho' I parted from him a few days before he died, in obedience to strict 
nillitary orders requiring my return to Camp Travis during the late War, when we 
both kknew it, was our last meeting on earth, he returned nie to the service of his 
Country even on his death-bed, with a charming smile and sunny words.

immediate, ardous duty on the Front, where he frequently had entire charge of a 
battery of heavy artillery, of 250 men, in active service, : ;

He was then made Commanding officer of Co. B.,, 
340th Battalion, Tank Corps, U, S. Army. Honorably discharged at Camp Pike, 
December 28th, 1918. 

Aunt Mollie married a merchant, Mr. Wesley P, Booth, Three children were 
born to them; Edgar, Mary and Wesley. Westy died before of school age; Edgar 
is chief book-keeper and manager of a flour mill at Hico, Texas, while Mary is teach- 
ing school, a graduate of the Denton Normal School, 

Uncle Tom has lived in Houston for years, and is a kindly and highly respected 
officer of the Peace.

I think they had a family 
of fifteen children. Your great grandfather Matthew went to Arkansas, also a 
younger sister named Mildred, who married Col. George Richardson, They went 
also to Arkansas. Sorre of the descendents named Richardson and sore named 
Spirey I hve met in this State, Those who came to ‘Texas between 1830 and 1°50 
were John, James, Abraham, Absalom, and the two eldest sisters, of whom Mary 
married » Mr, Bean. There were two brothers in Mississippi, one was named Jacob, 
and the other's name I] do not remember, 

Of those who came to Texas, John and James settled in Last Texas (Van Zandt 
County, maybe), and reared their families there. The other brothers lived further 
West, Absalom went to Hlinois fram Texas, about 1850, and reared a family there. 
However, Alsalont's eldest daughrer, Clarinda, marred aman named Jett, and has 
always lived near San Antonio. Mrs. Bean died in Bell County, where she had lived 
many years and left many descendents, Abram's family also lived in Bell County 
They were there in 1846, and afterwards went further west to San Saba County, I 
think. Abner was my father, and came to Texas in 1831, settling in Austin’s Colony, 
in what is pow Payette county, gpa My mother was Maria Duff, a native of 
Kentucky, but they were married in Tennessee, and came from there to Texas, My 
father was not the Captain Abner Kuykendall, who figures in the histories of Texas, 
and who cane here in 1821.

Clayton was legally 
tried, and hariged for his cowatdly deed. This was the first legal hanging in Texas, 
Had Captain Abner Kuykendall only lived one more year, and had thus participated 
in the stirring everits of 1836, when Texans immortalized themselves at the Alamo 
and at San Jacinto, the whole United States would have pring. with his name, as ‘ell 
as those of Houston, Crockett, Bowie, Bonham and Travis. He was the pre-eminent 
military leader of Texas when assassinated in 1835. He is one man, Mr, Nicklin, 
whom I would like to have you help me find out about. 


He and the other Abner were close 
of kin) But who-was his father? How was he kin to us? Exactly where did he and 
his three brothers come from, to Austin’s Colony?

Won't you please 
make inquiry among your connection, or of any source likely to give information, 
for me? I shall certainly be much obliged if you will. 


He and his three brothers, Peter, Joseph and Robert, camé to Texas in 1821.

He was a son-in-law of William Gates, It is also reported that Captain 
Abner’s wife was a daughter of Qwen Shannon, and a sister of Jacob Shannon, Two 
peniiesing. reports, or else he was married twice, Tradition says Captain Abner 
lived in Kentucky and moved to Arkansas before moving to Texas. A brother-in 
law, Amos Gates, came to Texas with them. In 1824, they joined Austin’s Colony.

with his implicit reliance on her ability to manage the affairs of the house of Kuyken- 
dall, gave him ample opportunity to indulge. ' 
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"Colonel! Knight, getting down sick, and having no family, Kuykendall took 
him home to take care of him. During the time one of Annie’s milk cows came home 
evidently having left a young calf hidden out.

November 3, 1922, 
DEAR Sir: 

In answer to your communication, requesting information in regard to my 
farrily and ancestors, will say my father was born in North Carolina the 27th day 
of April, 1802, His narre was John Been, He grew up to early manhood in Tennessee, 
went with his father to the West, and was in Arkansas, Missouri, and I!linais, where 
they spent a short titre (a year or two, perhaps), returning to Middle Tennessee 
first, and then to East Tennessee, and later, to Alabama, near Jacksonville. There 
he met two of his cousins Obe Been and Lem Been, They agreed arrong them- 
selves to change the spelling of the name by adding an ¢, raking it Beene. The 
change affected my father, his three brothers, and the two cousins. 

_ The two cousins went to Middle Tennessee and were the ancestors of those 
middle Tennessee Beenes who still spell their names as we do. 

My father came back to Tennessee, Bradley County, where. he spent the re- 
mainder of his days, dying at the age of minety-one years. He was a well-educated 
man for his titres. He served as Justice of the Peace a good portion of his life, He 
was an original Democrat. He was a Union man during the war, and was sent to 
prison in Tuscaloosa and Mobile, but after the war he was an Andy Johnson Lemo, 
crat again. He reared five boys. 

The first one was William M, Beene of Sale Creek, Tennessee, who was a teacher 
Justice and later postmaster at Sale Creek. He died/at the age of eighty-five and 
a half years. He had two boys, William, who lives there now and is in the coal 
business and Theodore who went to Oregon, 

The second of my father’s boys was Jacob Beene, who lived recently near Cleve- 
Jand where he died last spring at the age of eighty-six and a half years. He had 
one boy, J. J. Beene of Battery Place, Chattanooga, 

My father's third son was M, V, Beene, who lived In the northern part of Hasril- 
ton County, on Black Oak Ridge. and was engaged in the peach business. He had 
five boys, four of whom still live in the county, one is dead. 

I come next. I am seventy-seven and a half years old. I have two boys. The 
first is S, C. Beene. He was drafted into the army; and sent to France where he 
served nearly a year, but returned safely. The second, T, Watson Beene, was uot 
taken, They are both living with me now. , ; : 

As to my father’s father, I have a very faint revollection of seeing him when I 
was a sirall boy, about the year 1860, I should say, perhaps.

DEAR Mr, NICELIN: ‘ 

John L. Beene, Sr., was one of the first settlers of Rainey's Creek. He moved to 
Hamilton County, Texas, from Rainey’s Creek in 1856. Lived there less than a 
year when he was killed by the Indians. He and his negro were after the last load 
of household goods, and had camped at the place he was vacating. When night 
came, the Indians surrounded the camp and killed Beene and his negro. The people — 
who went to recover the bodies of Beene and his negro say they must have had” 
fearful fight, from the signs on the barrels of their long Kentucky rifles, which were 
bent, showing that they had fought after their ammunition was exhausted. The ~ 
place was named Beene’s Peak, and still goes by that name, 

Regarding the connection between the Armstrongs and the Beenes: 

Dr. Alfred Armstrong married Lizzie Beene. She lived only about two years. 
They had one son; his name was Oscar. Dr, Armstrong's second wife was Lizzie 
Grimes, whose mother was a sister to John L. Beene, of whom I have been writing, 
Then Frank L. Beene, son of John L. Beene, married John Armstrong's daughter, 
Sallie, And William Armstrong married Nannie Grimes, Dr. Armstrong's wife's 
twin sister. 

The next serious trouble we had with the Indians was in 1866. The Hardshell, 
or Primitive, Baptists were to have preaching at Col. Wm. Miller’s. The n.inister's 
naire was Griffith. He, in company with White, another Prinitive Baptist, were 
on their way to Colonel. Miller's to preach, when the Indians cane upon them, 
killing Griffith and wounding White. The white men were unarn.ed. White got in 
a thicket and saved his life, They thought he had a pistol and didn’t follow him, 
Therefore he was spared to tell how it took place. This same country is now the 
most peaceable on earth. | often think that these old settlers were the best. Men 
sae their children to be honest and the country is reaping what they sowed. 

amon myranch. That is my excuse for writing with a pencil. I want to impress 
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upon you that this Rainey’s Creek country is leyel prairie, fine black Jand, owned 
by Germans. Gus and | can well remember when it was the greatest country, socially, 
in the world. The boys and girls who were raised there have proved to be the very 
highest type of manhood and womanhood. No one ever heard of trouble with the 
old settlers, that is, between themselves, Then we visited and loved each other 
and lived peaceably with all mankind. Some of the boys raised on old Rainey’s 
Creek have gone out into the world and haye stood the test that makes them the 
best there is in manhood. More could be said of the girls. 

Take Gus and Frank Miller. They went into the business world, met the greatest 
business talent, traded with them, and made fortunes. John Pinkerton, James 
Knox McGee, Leander Diltz, Cicero Graves, John Clark, John K, Sadler, and many 
others I could mention, did the same. 

We were what you folks call wild, but we were sons of adventurers who came 
here, to land untried. We would ride the wildest horses ever known to the world. 
We didn't do anybody any harm. I have seen this same polished, shrewd Gustavus 
Miller ride the wildest horses I ever saw, I saw him tie a red handkerchief around 
his head, make his horse pitch around the arbor where preaching was to be held for 
the benefit of the crowd. He didn’t charge a cent nor do any harm! 

Iam going to close, I want the first book printed. I want to send the first check 
to your firm, [I can't write anything that you care to have or that would do to go 
in print, I love Gus Miller and would do anything for him. We were born friends, 
have lived friends, and will die friends. What better thing is there in this world

Confucius. halted his mystic steed at the sanctuary of common 
sense. Like all great philosophers he felt the mtge to*helpthumanity 
and during the night of ignorance and! superstition, hesoutgrew the 
primitive instinct of fear and doubt:and wrotevhis ‘gospel of\love, ‘life 
and liberty. He was quick to substitute’ worship sby:service for the 
authority ‘of dogma. ‘To him all revelation andsconviction| were from 
within.

He taught the value. of alt religion to be: the: worshippof God hy 
serving man. His idea of duty and obligation to society is dorcibly 
expressed in his apt reply to the recluse who askéd/hinr towwithdraw 
from the world and -worship: in solitude. His answer merits\a first 
place in the world’s best constructive philosophy: “/It as inupossible 
to withdraw from the world and associate: with»birds,and beasts that 
have no affinity for us. Whom should lassociate>with /butisuffenn 
man? The discord which prevails/ is; what fequires my ‘efforts, Hf 
right principles ruled’ through ithe world, there would be nocnecessity 
for me to change its state.” It is thevessence/of:souhimalb righteous 
society. 

He taught that the source of wisdomiand_sabvationtis withinwhen 
he:said: ‘What the superion mam seeksus in! himself (what thermal!

He underwrote the Golden) Rulesfiver hundred» years! beidre the 
Christian Era and while’ the isciencewof shiclogy wastin embryo, | he 
expressed her simple:and stable laws. Inspired by tostic’visionand 
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understanding, he interpreted for future generations the psychology — 
of living, and put into words the world’s greatest masterpiece on — 


social conduct and moral excellence. He stressed personal virtues, 


right feeling, sincerity of purpose, virtue as its own reward, the home © 
aud boat asa palace of contentment, and the world a place of heavenly . 
abode. 

He knew countless decadent civilizations had perished from vice, — 
greed and intemperance, and, with this knowledge as chart and com- — 


pass, he wrote the Chinese Code of Ethics and left this priceless ~ 


legacy without will or testament, to all men. It is so direct, practical 
and comprehensive that failure has met every attempt to change it. 
Noa sage of any race or time has formulated a better guide to men in 
the affairs of family, neighbor and state. It is a mirror in which every 
nian May see himself, ind his faults and the means for correction. It 
admits of but one interpretation and hence cannot be made the found- 
ation for creeds, sects and schisms. In his philosophy he has reserved ~ 
no commanding seat of honor for either labor, capitalist, communist 
or fanatic. It is the summation of experience, the Golden Link of 
Wisdom connecting the unknown and traditional past with the poten- 
tial and historical facts of the future, Individuals and nations who 
Joyally practice its divine precepts will live and prosper, and daily 
satisfy their hunger and thirst for the bread and water of life. 

He thotight no bad man should hold office. He was organic to the 
harmony, happiness and welfare of his people, fostering unity and 
deploring strife. He had no patience with pompous self-righteous 
rulers or the Apostles of creedal supremacy. Practice, not profession, 
was his test of character. His positions of dignity were only for the 
humble in spirit. 

One is\impelled to reverence the wisdom that produced this im- 
mortal old world classic which transcends in value and virtue all 
the: uneanny claims of mysticism. 

The world owes a debt of gratitude to Dr. W. A. P. Martin, a 
distinguished scholar and educator, for having so cleverly arranged 
it in classic form for popula: distribution, 

China’s system of économics atid law was based upon righteous- 
ness and spiritual justice to industty and worth. In this she seems to 
have surpassed our day, The evils menacing the world were the same 
as naw. Nonproducers, wealthy or otherwise, gamblers, speculators 
in the necessities. of life, profiteers and usurers were highly taxed. 
Thrift and industry, labor, capital giving employment, were all 
exempt. Her sole idea of taxation was not for revenue, but to keep 
every one busy, and thus avoid the evil consequences of idleness, to 
soctety and state, 

China enacted prohibition thirty-five hundred years before America 
and two thousand years before Turkey installed a harem instead of a 
bar, She has always, in a crisis, kept alive a high protective moral 
sense, and guarded her national soul with deep spiritual concern. 
When China's cry of anguish was heard against the hellish traffic in 
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Opium, even Christian Europe hesitated to put conscience into com- 
merce. The teachings of Jesus and Confucius have many parallels, 
and few, if any, vital divergencies. They were consistent with the 
hilosophy of history, and the encyclopedia of events and sequences, 
anid had no fear of either scorn or ridicule, They went about doing 
ood, forgiving mén their trespasses, and teaching them tosinno more. 
They taught man the lore of love and spoke to him in the Jangnage 
Of sympathy, They had no place in their hearts for thumb-screw 
hate and persecution. They improvised no celestial home of eternal 
bliss for the self-righteous sycophant and celibate, and invented’ no 
‘underworld furnace for the endless torture of mother and babe. They 
preached and thundered from every vantage point, one Heaven and 
one Hell; the Heaven of self-approval, and the Hell of self reproach. 
Poor helpless China! Today, on bended knees and with out- 
‘stretched hands, above the roar of cannon, is heard her pitiful appeal: 
“Do not to others what you would not have done to you,” to Christian 
worlds who teach the ideals of the humble Nazarene; to cunning 
armed neutralities, and mighty encroaching civilizations wearing on 
their shields, inlaid with silver and gold, the insignia of Peace and 
Good Will. 

Is China the victim of unselfish ethics? Priests, prophets, and 
idealists have exalted the doctrine of non-resistance since the dawn 
‘of civilization. Is China the pathetic, unholy example of a fallacy, 
or are her direful straits due to the intrigue of unscrupulous commerce, 
_ war lord, and bigot? Let our twentieth century conscience answer. 


DYNASTIES OF CHINESE EMPIRE, From EARLY TRADITIONS TO 
CHRISTIAN ERA—COoOMPILED BY G. BLACKWELL SMITH 


China’s history begins with Fu Hi as the first of three historical 
Semperors. Though al! three may be but myths, literature speaks 
about these men and connects several important things with their 
time. Matrimony, natural philosophy of male and female, musical 
_ -instruments, a system of hieroglyphics, agricultural implements, and 
: medical properties af plants were introduced. A lapse of time is shown 


| Fu-hi—(2858-8738 B.C.)  Shon-nung—(2738-270; B.C.) Haung-—2704-8600), 


here without any record except that Shan-Hau, Chaun-Hu, and Ti-K’s 

-were rulers in the order named, Though there is considerable in 
Chinese literature about these rulers, it is thought by some to be only 

mythical. 

Confucius, the authority on the Chinese, begins his history with 

_ the Emperor Yau, whose reign had been set at fictitious standards 
_ of 2357 to 2258, or two hundred years later by less extravagant his- 
 torians. 

: During Yau's reign, the Yellow river overflowed for nine con- 
_ secutive years, causing great damage. All attempts at relief were 
: 
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futile. Yau became so discouraged that he abdicated the throne in 
favor of Shun. : 

Shun came to the rescue of the Chinese; whether the floods stopped 
from natural cause, or from some engineering scheme of Shun's is 
not known, but China sings his praise to this day as its deliverer. 

Vau succeeded Shun as Emperor and became the head of the Hai 
Dynasty. 

Ist Dynasty HA (2205-1766 B, C.)—18 Emprrors 


Astronomy was introduced in this Dynasty—mention is made 
of two Astronomers being put to death because of their failure to 
determine the exact time of an eclipse of the sun. 


2np Dynasty SHANG OR YIN (1766-1122 B. C.)—19 Emprkors 
(APPROXIMATE) 


This dynasty began with a very strong ruler, and ended with a 
very weak one. One of the notable laws of this age was for the less 
cruel treatment of animals—perhaps the first Humane Society. 

A statesman of this period known as Wong Wang, called the 
Corner Stone of the epoch, lived towards the end of this Dynasty. 
He attempted at one time to caution the Emperor against his sinful 
way of living. For this he was consigned to prison, but his life was 
saved by his extreme popularity with the people. His son, Wu-Wang, 
with his followers and some aliens (Hun Ancestors), rose up and over- 
threw Chou-Sin. Chou-Sin, seeing his defeat, set fire to his palace, 
and perished in the flames. 

Wu-Wang set himself up as Emperor and became the head of the 
Chou Dynasty. 


3kD Dynasty CHou (1122 to 249 B. C.)—35 Emprrors 


Under Chou, China was divided into many states, and given to 
his brothers and loyal subjects to rule, he himself being supreme ruler. 
Thus a united Kingdom was formed. This system finally fell because 
the different sub-rulers became stronger than the Emperor himself, 


_ Gunpowder and firearms were used in this Dynasty for the first 
time. 


47H Dynasty Ts'tn (249-210 B. C.)—1l Emperor 


Abolished feudal system; made provinces and put subjects over 
them, directly responsible to the Emperor. 
Shi-Hwang set himself up as the first universal Emperor, had 


all literature previous to his time destroyed, and had time recorded 
from himself. 


Sta Dynasty Han (210-140 B. C.)—2 Emprrors 


Anei-ti, the second Emperor of this Dynasty, attempted to 
restore the destroyed literature. Prizes were given to those who 
remembered the books and could reproduce them. This, of course, 
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encouraged the fertile minds tovall kindsf*stories, Hence the doubt 

as to whether the history is accurate. Numerous plants and animals 

were imported into China during. this Dynasty for the first time. 
China discovered India. 


6TH Dynasty Wu-rr (140486 B»C,) 2 Emperors 

‘Turkestan becomes a Chinese'.colony,.through which»caravans 
can pass to Persia and Rome. 

Marine compass used at this time to pilot the caravans across the 
country. 

Ping-Ti succeeded Wu-Ti when very young, and was soon over- 
thrown by a revolt of Wang-Mang in A..D. 1. He then set himself up 
as Emperor in A. D. 9, but having’ secured’ the confidence of only a 
small part of the people, his reign was short, He was deposed in A. D. 
23. 


77H DyNAsty EASTERN-HAN (23-220 A. D.)—CONSIDERED THE 
First NATIONAL, D¥NASTY 


Among the important discoveries of the Chinese, used long before 
the rest of the world, were Gunpowder, Marine Compass, Ether, 
Porcelain, Printing, Silk, Paper, Civil Sefvice Examinations, Astron- 
omy, Mathematics, Physics and Philosophy. They. knew.a Cartesian 
Philosophy before Descartes, and the Baconian theory before Bacon, 
and ee suggested the Darwinian theory of the Origin of Species in 
400 B.C.

Rich, who married Ruth the Moabitess, daughter-in-law of Naomi, | 
Whose story is one of the most beautiful in the Old Testament. The: 
grandson of Boaz and Ruth was Jesse the Bethlehemite, the father 
of King David, who was of the thirty-second generation from Adam ~ 
and Eve. 

Then come the seventeen successive Kings of Judah, of whom ~ 
Zedekiah, who reigned from 599 to 578 B. C., was the last. His © 
daughter (his sons were slain before their father’s eyes and he himself 
carried off into captivity, it must be remembered), Tea Tephi (the © 
name ''Tea’’ signifies a wanderer)—upon whose tomb in Ireland was 
engraved this inseription: ‘The daughter of the House of God,” 7. e., 
the daughter of Bethel—married Eochaidh the Heremon, King of 
Ireland and grandson of the Egyptian Pharaoh mentioned in the 
Exodus, and from them descended in fifty-three generations of King 
and Princes, Feargus More, King of Argyleshire, in Scotland, anno 
Domini 487; he died in 508. From Feargus More twelve generations 
later bring us to King Alpin, who died in 434; his son was Kenneth 
(MacAlpin) IL. King of Scotland, who died in 954, Eight generations 
later was born Malcolm (Canmore, 7. ¢., the ‘great head'’) III., 
King of Scotland; he married the Princess Margaret, daughter of 
Edward the Outlaw and granddaughter of Edmund Ironsides (brother 
to Edward the Confessor), King of England and great-grandson of 
Alfred the Great, the best of these early English Monarchs and one 
of the greatest kings that ever graced a throne. 

Matilda—the Normans could not pronounce her Saxon name 
Eadgyth, so she was called by the former name—daughter of Mal- 
colm III,, of Scotland, and the Princess Margaret of England, married 
Henry I., younger son of William the Conqueror; their only surviving 
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child was the Empress-Queen, Matilda (or Maud), who married, 
firstly, the Emperor Henry V., of Germany (by mo means to be con- 
fused with the recent German Empire!), and, secondly, the handsome 
Geoffrey Plantagenet, Duke of Anjou- The first marriage was child- 
less, but the second was productive of three sons, of whom the eldest 
one was Henry Plantagenet, who succeeded eventually, after a war 
with his cousin, Stephen (the son of the Conqueror's eldest daughter, 
Adela, who had married Stephen, Count of Blois), to the throne as 
Henry Il, of England. He was the first of the Plantagenet Kings, 
that great race which governed England for nearly four hundred 
years, dying with the murderous usurper, Richard IIL. 

Henry II. married Eleanore of Guienne, who had been divorced 
ftom Louis VII., King of France. . Her dowry brought Henry the 
Seven Provinces of the South (of France), thus giving her husband 
more land in France than the king of France himself. Among the sons 
of Henry I. and Eleanore of Guienne were Richard Coeur de Lion 
and the infamous King John, who was forced to sign the Magna Charta. 
An amusing thing to recall is the fact that two of the children of Henry 
and Eleanore were married to two of the children of Louis of France 
(the first husband of Eleanore) by Another wife! 

King John succeeded his brother Richard Coeur de Lion’ and 
married two times: firstly to his cousin, Hadwise of Gloucester, the 
granddaughter of his half-granduncle, Robert Fitz-Roy, Earl of 
Gloucester. The first wife he divorced on the grounds (?) of con 
sanguinity, marrying, secondly, Isabelle d'Angouleme, whom he 
snatched away from her betrothed, the Count de la Marche, a 
powerful French Noble. (It may as well be interpolated here that, 
after the death of King John, Queen Isabelle returned to France and 
married her first love, Hugh dela Marche, by whom she had a numer- 
ous progeny), 

King John and Isabelle d'Angouleme had several children; among 
them were the succeeding King (Henry [II,), Richard of Cornwall, 
King of the Romans (ancestor of the Dukes of Norfolk, of Catherine 
Howard and of Anne Boleyn), and the Princess Eleanor, who married 
the celebrated Simon de Montfort, Earl of Leicester, Henry IID. 
married Eleanore of Provence and her sister married his brother, 
Richard of Cornwall, The eldest surviving son of Henry III. and 
Eleanore of Provence was Edward I,, the greatest of the Plantagenets; 
he married twice: firstly, the lovely Eleanor of Castile, and, secondly, 
the beautiful Marguerite of France (& granddaughter of Louis 1X, 
called the 'Saint,” for whom the metropolis of Missouri was named), 
By both wives King Edward had issiie! bis eldest son, by the first 
wife (Eleanor of Castile), sueceeded him as Edward Il: the weakest 
of the Plantagenets. He was deposed by the consent, if not the iusti- 
gation, of his faithless wife, Isabelle of rance, niece of his stepmother 
and daughter of Phillp IV. +he King of France, Queen Isabelle 
was in love with Roger Mortimer, Earl of March (“The Gentle 
Mortimer," she called him!) He was! fhe Jeader in the deposition of 
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the King, who was succeeded by his eldest son as Edward ILI., who, 
next to his grandfather, the first Edward, was the greatest of the 
Plantagenets. He avenged the murder of his father, executed the 
Earl of March and imprisoned his wicked mother, For a wife he took 
the kind Princess, Philippa of Hainault, “The Good Queen,’’ who bore 
him a large family, The eldest.son was the famous Black Prince (so 
called from his black armor worn at the Battle of Crecy), who married 
his cousin; Joan, the Fair Maid of Kent, daughter of his half-grand- 
uncle, Edround Plantagenet, Earl of Kent, a son of King Edward L., 
and his second wife, the Princess Marguerite of France. 

At the death of King Edward III., he was succeeded by his grand- 
son.as Richard II, He was the eldest son of the Black Prince (who 
had died in his father’s lifetime) and, like Edward I1., was a weak, 
vacillating ruler, He, too, was deposed and murdered, his cousin, 
Henry Plantagenet of Lancaster, usurping the throne as Henry IV, 
He was.a son of John of Gatint (one of the sons of King Edward II1,) 
by his first wife, the Lady. Blanche Plantagenet, daughter and heiress 
of the Duke of Lancaster, a grandson of King Henry III. 

Henry FY. married twice; firstly, the Lady Mary de Bohun, a 
co-heiress of the Earl of Hereford, a great Noble who was descended 
from King Edward 1,; the King married, secondly, Joan of Navarre, 
by whom he had no issue, His eldest son by the first wife succeeded 
him as Henry V., and was a great Warrior-King; he married Kath- 
etine of France and died when their son was only nine months old. 
Shortly afterward Queen Katherine eloped with her Squire, Sir Owen 
Tudor, who was descended from Joseph of Arimathea; their son, 
uniting two lines of Israel, was the ancestor of the Tudor Kings of 
England. The little son of Henry V. became king as Henry VL, 
and was one of the most pathetic figures in history. He inherited the 
insanity of his maternal grandfather, Charles (“The Mad” or the 
Beloved), King of France, which did not show itself until late in life. 
King Henry VI. married the famous Margaret of Anjou and their 
only child was that unfortunate Prince of Wales, Edward, whose ill 
fated and brief existence was cut short in a manner not yet clear; 
perhaps by the murderous hand of the atrocious Richard of Gloucester; 
or perhaps he fell, as was befitting a grandson of Henry V., on the 
field of battle; he had married the Lady Anne de Neville, daughter 
of that great Karl. of Warwick who was known as “‘The Kingmaker.”’ 

Henry VI. was deposed by the Earl of March, who became king 
as Edward IV. The family of Henry V1. was known as the House 
of Lancaster and that of Edward [V. as the House of York; the war 
between their adherents is known as the Wars of the Roses. Edward 
IV. was a son of the murdered Duke of York, a descendant: of King 
Edward III.; he married the beautiful Lady Ferrers of Groby (Eliza- 
beth Woodville), widow of a Lancastrian Baron and daughter of a 
Princess of the Imperial House of Luxembourg, Jacquetta, widow of 
John Plantagenet, Duke of Bedford (a brother of King Henry V.); 
the Duchess of Bedford had, like the Queen (Katherine of France), 
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married her Squire, Sir John Woodville, who was created Earl Rivers. 
He was the handsomest man in England and she was an exceedingly 
beautiful woman, but her brother, the Count of St, Pol, was. so enraged 
at. her mesalliance that he swore,to kill her husband on sight! The 
marriage of their daughter was, for a time, and, for some people, 
always, unpopular. She bore her husband two sons and five daughters, 
The two sons were the poor little Princes, in the Tower, most bar- 
herously murdered by the command of their heartless and inordinately 
ambitious uncle, Richard of Gloucester, their father’s brother, The 
eldest daughter, Elizabeth Plantagenet, married, after the death of 
Richard IIJ., Henry Tudor, Earl-of Richmond and son of Edmund 
Tudor, who was himself a son of Owen Tudor, who had married 
Katherine of France, whose elopement has already been told, Henry, 
Earl of Richmond, came to England, defeated the usurper (Richard 
11.) at Bosworth Field and was crowned.on that field King of England, 
as Henry VII. Richard IL]. had married the Lady Anne de Neville, 
the widow of the Prince ef Wales, he is said to have murdered and 
daughter-in-law of King Henry YL, another of his. victims. 

Henry VII,, first Monarch of the House of Tudor, alter his crowning 
married the Princess Elizabeth Plantagenet, eldest child. of the late 
King, Edward IV., and Elizabeth Woodville; her sister, the Princess 
Anne, married the great Duke of Norfolk; who, as Ear] of Surrey, had 
won the Battle of Flodden Field and regained his father's forfeited 
Dukedom; by the Princess Anne he had no surviving issue (a fortunate 
thing, for Henry VIIL. would have done away with them!), so he 
married, a second time, taking to wife the Lady Elizabeth Stafford, 
a daughter of the Duke of Buckinghami, a double descendant of King 
Edward III., a fact that: caused him indiscreetly to boast that he was 
more entitled to the throne than Henry himself, therefore he lost, his 
head. The son of the Duke and Duchess of Norfolk was Henry 
Howard, the gallant, gifted and unfortunate Earl of Surrey (ancestor 
of the present Duke of Norfolk), whom He VIII, beheaded, 
Henry VII.’s wife was known as Elizabeth of York and she bore him 
three sons and three daughters; one of each died young, and the others 
were: Arthur, Prince of Wales, who married Katherine of Aragon; 
Henry Tudor, Duke of York, afterwards Henry VIII,; Margaret, 
who married King James IV’ of Scotland; and Mary, who married, 
firstly, King Louis XI., of France; and secondly, Charles Branden, 
Duke of Suffolk; she is the heroine of that interesting, but romatic 
novel, ‘When Knighthood was in Flower.” After the death of her 
first husband, James IV., of Scotland, Margaret Tudor married, 
secondly, Archibald Douglas, Earl of Angus; and, thirdly, Henry 
Stuart, Earl of Methven. By the first marriage she was mother of the 
succeeding King, James V., of Scotland; and by the second, of, the 
Lady Margaret Douglas, who married Matthew Stuart, Earl of Len- - 
nox; their son was Henry Stuart, Lord Darnley, the second husband: 
of Mary, Queen of Scots.; ; 

Henry VII., was, succeeded by his oly surviving son.as Henry 
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VIIL, who married six times, a record, let it be said, that none of his 
snuecessors tried to follow, although his sister, the widowed Queen of 
Scotland, had three husbands and tried vainly for a fourth! The wives 
of King Henry VIII. were: (a) Katherine of Aragon (whom he 
divorced), a daughter of Ferdinand and Isabella of Spain, best known 
to us Americans because of their relations with Columbus; (b) the 
Lady Anne Boleyn, a granddaughter of the aforesaid victor of Flodden 
Weld, the Duke of Norfolk; (c) Jane Seymour, a daughter of Sir John 
Seymour, Knights (d) the Princess Anne of Cleves, whom he rudely 
calléd ‘The Flanders Mare” and refused to live with after he saw her; - 
(e) the Lady Katherine Howard, also a granddaughter of the Victor | 
of Blodden Field; and (f) Lady Latimer (Katherine Parr), who was — 
twice a widow at the time of her third marriage and lived long enough ~ 
te take unte herself a fourth spouse. She was horrified when she © 
learned that the King's choice of a sixth wife had fallen on her, but she © 
learmed to manage him admirably until the last. By his first three 
marriages Henry VIII. had one child each: by Katherine of Aragon © 
(Who was, it must be remembered, the widow of his brother, Arthur, 
Prince of Wales, wherefore Henry later became “conscience stricken'’- 
alter he had seen Anne Boleyn—and put her aside!) he had Mary L., 
“Bloody Mary;"' by Anne Boleyn, Queen Elizabeth, ‘‘Good Queen 
Bess”; and by Jane Seymour, Edward VI1., ‘‘The Boy King,”’ who 
succeeded his father and was succeeded by Mary I., and she in turn 
by Queen Elizabeth, the last sovereign of the House of Tudor. 
After the death of Queen Elizabeth in 1603, her successor was her 
double first cousin twice removed (to: give the exact relationship!), 
James VI, (of the House of Stuart), King of Scotland, son of the 
murdered Queen of Scots, so brutally hounded by Elizabeth and her 
Ministers. His claim to the Throne was derived both through his 
mother and his father, as they were half first cousins, being grand- 
children of Margaret Tudor (sister of Henry VIII.) by her first and 
second husbands respectively, James IV., King of Scotland; and 
Archibald Douglas, Earl of Angus. James VI of Scotland thus be- 
eame James J. of England; he married the Princess Anne of Denmark 
and was sueceeded by his eldest son as Charles I, He, like his grand- 
mother, the Queen of Scots, was destined for a tragic end, meeting a 
shameful and eruel death ar the hands of the usurper Cromwell. 
After the extinction of the Commonwealth and the expulsion of — 
the weak Richard Cromwell, the English recalled their rightful King 
and he ascended the throne as Charles I], He was known as ''The 
Merry Monarch” and married the Princess Katherine of Braganza, 
a Portuguese, by whom he had no issue. His brother succeeded him 
as James IJ., and married twice; firstly, Anne Hyde (the mother of 
the succeeding Queens, Mary II, and Anne); and, secondly, Mary 
Beatrice d'Este (the mother of the Old Pretender, rightfully James 
III.), King James II., became so unpopular that he was expelled by 
the Revolution of 1685 ard his son-in-law and daughter became joint 
sovereigns as Williany TEI, and Mary IT. They had no issue and

“were succeeded by the Princess Anne (the other daughter of James II.), 
She married her cousin, Prince George of Denmark, and had nineteen 
children, but none of them lived to succeed to the throne. So her 
‘successor had to be one of her first cousins, either the Old Pretender, 
James Stuart (the rightful King), or the Electress Sophia of Hanover, 
‘a daughter of the Princess Elizabeth Stuart, Queen of Bohemia (also 
' called “The Queen of Hearts’"), and daughter of King James I., of 
' England. In 1701 Parliament passed “The Act of Settlement,” uns 
justly rejecting the male descendants of James I, because they were 
Catholics (for a Catholic may not even now sit upon the Throne of 
England!) and settling the crown Upon Sophia and her descendants. 
Sophia died two months before Queen Anne, so her son was the next 
sovereign as George 1., the founder of the House of Hanover (or 
Guelph), the present Royal Faniily. . 
. George I. could not speak a word of English, yet the British 
_ people so hated the Stuarts that they accepted him as their King 
even when the son of James II,, a native-born Prince, was living! 
George I. married Sophia Dorothea, of Brunswick-Zell, his German 
cousin, and their son was Groves II,, who married Caroline of Bran- 
denburg-Anspach; their son, Fréderick, Prince of Wales, married 
Augusta of Saxe-Gotha-Altenburg and died in his father’s lifetime. 
George II, was succeeded by his grandson (a son of the Prince of 
Wales) as George III,, the first native-born King of this German 
line. George IIT. is best known to us as the King during the American 
Revolution and Americans are prone to remember his faults and for- 
get his virtues; he was a good man, a good husband and a good father, 
but he was in his old age afflicted with insanity, He, of course, followed 
in the footsteps of his fathers and took a German wife, Charlotte 
Sophia of Mecklenburg-Strelitz, and their son was the worst of the 
Georges, George [V,, a bad king, a bad man, a bad father, a bad 
friend, and a bad husband. He married another German Princess, 
Caroline of Brunswick-Wolfenbuttel, whom he shamefully treated 
and abused. Their only child was the Princess Charlotte, who, as 
heiress to the throne, married Leopold I,, King of the Belgians, and 
died in childbirth. So George IV. was succeeded by his next brother 
as William IV.; he was known as the Sailor-King and married Ade» 
laide of Saxe-Meiningen, but left no issue and was succeeded by his 
; niece, the Princess Victoria, daughter of the Duke of Kent, one of the 
sons of George IlI. She was the beloved Queen Victoria, whose 
husband (Albert of Saxe~Coburg and Gotha) was her German cousin; 
he was known as the Prince Consort. They had a numerous family; 
the eldest daughter, Victoria (called the Princess Royal), was the 
mother of the ex-Kaiser; the eldest son was the late King Edward 
VII. Unlike his ascendants King Edward did not look to Germany 
for a wife, but wedded the Danish Princess Alexandra, “The Sea- 
King’s Daughter" (as Tennyson called her); their son is George, V., 
King of Great Britain and Ireland, Emperor of India, etc, ; he married 
his cousin, the Princess Mary of Teck and their eldest son is the 
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present Prince of Wales, David; who is one hundred and fifty-five 
generations from Adam and Eve. From David to David it is indeed, — 


and may he prove a David tous, the Lost Tribes of Israel! Already 
that part of the prophecy of the Marchioness of Waterford has been 
fulfilled for while he is Prince of Wales, Jerusalem fell into the hands 
of the British! The Royal Family is no longer known as the House 
of Hanover, for King George recently changed the patronymic to 
Windsor. 

A few words concerning the origin of the House of Stuart might 
be apropos: Fleance, son of Banquo mentioned in ‘‘Macbeth,”’ fled 
to England after the murder of his father, and there married Guenta, 
a daughter of Grifith, Prince of Wales, whose wife was Eadgyth 
(afterwards the wife of Harold II., King of England, ‘The last of 
the Saxons’’), a daughter of Aelfgar, Earl of Mercia and son of Leofric 
and the celebrated Lady Godiva. Alan, son of Fleance (or Flaald, as 
he was also called), was the father of Walter Fitz-Alan, who became 
Lord High Steward of Scotland, from which dignity he took his family 
name of Steward (or Stewart). His descendant, Alexander Stewart, 
married the Princess Marjory Bruce, daughter of Robert I., King of 
Scotland, and their son succeeded his maternal grandfather as Robert 
II., of Scotland. From him came all the succeeding Kings of Scotland 
and of England. 
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CONSTRUCTIVE DEMOCRACY? 


_ The physical, the human, and the spititual are fundamental links 
in the chain of divine economy. A gross neglect to develop them will 
undermine the superstructure of society. A civilization, to stand the 
assault of time, must be built from within and must have its anchor 
In the spiritual and overcoming law of thrift and conservation, 

The analytical thinker says we live too lavishly for the present, 

and too meagerly and miserly for the future; we live for ourselves 
instead of for our children and their children, We bankrupt future 
homes, cities and countries by our vulgar display and prodigality of 
the present. The supreme question of the hour is: How can we avoid 
a repetition of the disgraces and disasters of history?. 
: Some say we must find the cause and eliminate it. Others say it 
18 not so easy to remove the barriers of caste, and successfully combat 
racial and religious intolerance. It is not a question of whether the 
God of the Hindu, the Jew or the Moslem shal! inspire emotions and 
maudlin sentiments; but it is a vital question as to whether the God 
of false pride and Mammon, or ‘the God of reason and experience shall 
rule, if our cities and institutions are to avoid the fate of Tyre, Baby- 
lon, Carthage, and Rome, and perhaps hundreds of others which lie 
buried in the ashes of the unknown past. Perhaps if more attention 
were given to marriage, there would be less friction and Jess cause for 
compulsory action. A sound biology would relieve civilization of 
much self-censure, and would be the best guarantee against the crimes 
of ignorance, poverty and inefficiency. That a child be physically 
and psychically sound, when handed over to the school and industrial 
age is of more importance to the welfare of the nation than his formal 
education. 

But since perfections aré not general, the best we can do is to build 
our institutions on crumbling foundations. Wedlock and home are 
the Gateways to life and Society, and the cradle of Church and State. 
Healthy ancestors make the rocking and nurture easier. ; 

We can not populate the world with vigorous upright children 
unless we have eugenic parents and hygienic environments. 

The government makes the startling statement that eighty-five 
percent of male adults have only the mind of a normal fourteen-year 
old child. Our earnest thinkers know why; and that the number of 
mental and physical defectives is increasing: f

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The purpose of this paper is not, however, to set forth ideas on 
Sociology, but to briefly suggest a workable plan for teaching all 
children a trade; a plan which would unify interests, dignify labor, 
make the richest and the humblest economically independent, and 
thus remove the causes that menace Capital, Labor and Government, 
A man who has passed through the routine of intensified training and 
specialization is better fitted to generalize and to pass on to higher 
yocational levels. It should be made possible, and compulsory, in the 
absence of voluntary response, for each child, male and female, rich 
or poor, to learn a trade, by serving an apprenticeship of two to four 
hours daily, according to age and health, under the training of a prac- 
tical manufacturer who would pay them on a “piece-work"' basis, 
thus insuring individual initiative and efficiency.

Many children 
of all classes are never given a chance to test their ability for productive 
work. Frequently the wishes of ambitious parents run counter to the 
‘real desires and inclinations of the child. Such irrational objection 
should be overcome. 

No other arrangement would so adequately provide universal 
training in the fundamentals of democracy, or so safeguard the prin- 
ciples of representative government without impairing the rewards 
of labor and capital, the real source of a strong initiative. 

No other course would so directly and effectively correct the waste 
of ihe family, relieve immeasurably tax burdens, Americanize our 
industrial forces, and encourage larger families.

A nation will lose virility in proportion to increases in family bank- 
ruptcy. A family may become bankrupt through idleness, extrava- 
gance, immorality, lack of children. It frequently happens that 
through the earning power of one of its members the independence of 
others is maintained. This should not be. Each family unit should be 
codperative and contribute its share of the whole. Thus may a Nation 
become great. 

Systems similar to the above have been tried out; but not under 
the banner of racial Brotherhood, A system without a soul can have 
no permanent and constructive value. People who do not put ethics 
into business ultimately fail. If Prussian Germany had been controlled 
by the spirit and ethics of Jesus, War would not have been. Her 
failure was no adverse criticism on her military and mechanical effi- 
ciency; but her near success was a high tribute to her wonderful con- 
structive genius. If Nietzsche had taught her the Will to Spiritual 
Power, and that Right makes Might, there would have been no amass- 
ing of the armies of Hate and Prejudice; no tearstained eyes to dry; 
no wounds to heal. By love and patience, and through economy, 
industry, marriage, emigration, education, and commerce, she would 
have been the beneficent ruler of all countries; the anointed Saviour 
of Nations! The inspired destroyer of war and armaments! The 
wisdom teacher in the divine lessons of thrift and progress. Had she 
made this wise and forward-looking provision, she would have become 
the mistress of the world, without the shedding of one drop of blood. 
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THE SIGNIFICANCE OF FAMILY STUDIES 


By Lorine Livingston Pruetie* 


' The family, as it is understood today, has a long and varied history 
‘back of it, nor is there any probability that it has now become cast 
im a mold so rigid that there will not in the future be still further 
€volution of it. The family as interpreted by Westermarck is found 
among some of the animals (that is; male and female parents remain 
Yogether until after the birth of the offspring, thus’ indicating that 
' there are other influences operating than merely the attraction toward 
@ temporary mate) and examples are sometimes cited of lifelong con- 
Jugal devotion among the birds. The gorilla, largest.and most intelli- 
_ gent of the great apes, sleeps, apparently on guard, at the foot of the 
tree in which the female and the young make their nest for the night, 
Herman Melville describes the “harenis’ of the sperm whales, con- 
Sisting of the male, the females and the young, and it was the obser- 
ation of such harems among land animals, together with the accom- 
penying group of young males who had been cast out from the family 
ds dangerous to the supremacy of the father, that led Atkinson to 
elaborate his theory of a primal law which may be applied to human 
society as well and possibly explain much of the antagonism between 
father and son. 

Wherever there is activity of two parents in the interest of the 
offspring we may say the family exists, Now such activity may take 
many forms and the division of labor and division of responsibility 
between the two parents may vary in many ways. Among primitive 
tribes found on earth today the mother catries the young child with 
her while she goes about her business of digging for roots and worms or 
of catching starfish, while the father unencumbered hunts the swift 
‘animals or seeks to catch the big fish. In modern families we may find 
many divisions, from the families in which the woman bears the 
children, cares for the children and yet goes out to some manual labor 
and from the pittance received endeavors to maintain the husband as 
well as the children; to the families at the other end of the scale in 
_ which the woman bears the children but from whom all other responsi- 

bilities are taken by the service which her husband's money can pur- 
chase. Either of these cases, to be found in any fair-sized city, may in 
a sense be considered a violation of the earlier definition of the family, 
for the activity of the father in the one typé and of the mother in the 
other is so slight as to render it doubtful whether it can be said that 
a true family exists. | 
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It is sometimes said that the great middle-class is the seat of all the 
virtues because it is. afraid not to.be. At any rate, here we find typical 
examples of the family in which both father and mother devote their 
activities to the interest.o!f the offspring. As the prolongation of in- 
faney continues, as education is made compulsory by law to a certain 
point, and education to a. much greater degree becomes obligatory 
because of-social position or professional ambition of the child, the 
Offspring become more and more a liability and the parent's activities 
in their behalf are continued over a longer and longer period. 

Threeforms of the family are tobe found today: The monogamous, 
the mating of one man and one woman; the polygamous, the union of 
one man and more than one woman; and the polyandrous, the union of 
one woman with more than one man (often a group of brothers who are 
too poor to have a ‘‘whole” wife). These forms have a direct relation’ 
to the economic system, rich men taking many wives and poor men 
clubbing together to get a single wife. Polyandry is also often accom- 
panied by female infanticide. Logically enough, arising from the 
approximate equality jn numbers of the two sexes, monogamy is the 
approved form in the great democracies. 

Tn primitive groups descent may be reckoned in one age and one 
tnbe through the mother and.at another age or another tribe through 
the father, Early writers have elaborated a concept of the matriar- 
ehate in which the mother rules the family and have held this to have 
everywhere preceded the patriarchate, or rule of the father. No such 
obligatory evolutionary series has been discovered, however, and the 
coneept of the matriarchate is now reduced to the rule of the mother's 
‘grothers or other male relatives, so that this primitive golden age of 
the rights of women must.go into the limbo of other myths. According 
to the particular system children derive their names either from the 
mother or father, although ‘these names are not necessarily the same 
as those of either parent. Thus we find primitive man solving, with no 
apparent braim-stress, the problem of the name which the child should 
take which is now ‘being raised as the frightful complication which 
must result from the wife's retaining her own name, as in certain 
ete in America she is now beginning to. do. The problem: Shall” 

ohn Jones, who married Mary Smith, have children who shall be 
called Jones, or called Smith, or called something else? has been ans- 
wered in all three-ways and historically all three ways have ‘‘worked.”" 

When the science.of good breeding, eugenics, developed in the last 
century in England, the modern form of the family was much as it is 
today: genérally and officially monogamous in the western world 
with descent reckoned ‘through the father, the name being usually 
taken from the father and inheritance from father to child rather tham 
from mother's brother, as was true in the matrilineal system. Im 
modern society, contrary to the ‘practice of some primitive tribes 
which count-kinship only in'theone line, kinship with both the mother's 
family and the father's family és acknowledged for the child. This is. 
in itself an immense advantage to eugenic studies which seek to follow 
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a particular trait through many generations. The child inherits its 
physical and mental make-up from both sides of the house; it. was 
Francis Galton who worked out the “law of ancestral inheritance” 
statistically. According to his study the child inherits one-half from 
its parents, one-fourth from thie four grand-parents, one-eighth from 
the eight great-grand-parents, etc. This ratio has been revised by 
Karl Pearson, Galton's notable successor, but without change to the 
central fact of the inheritance from the distant past. ; 

It was Galton again, who, becoming interested in the question of 
individual differences and the inheritance of ability, studied the famulies 
of eminent men of Great Britain; these studies have shown conclusivel 
that eminence does not overtake men according to a chance distri- 
bution, He further showed that such eminence could not be attributed 
to a favorable environment aloné, for on such a basis al] the men who 
graduate from Oxford and from Cambridge should become equally 
distinguished, whereas the distinction clusters in families and large 
groups of the graduates remain obscure. Galton’s famous studies of 
twins, exterided in this country by the further research of Thorndike, 
show indubitably that the make-up of the individual is not a resultof 
his environment but of his ancestry. He found that identical twins, 
although reared under entirely different environments, grew up to be 
alike while non-identical twins, even though reared under just the 
same conditions, did not grow alike, Galton had the notable success of 
converting his cousin, Charles Darwin, who admitted that prior to 
Galton’s studies he had always beljeved that individuals, excepting 
fools, were much alike in their mental capacity. 

The doctrine of individual differences and of ‘their inheritance, 
together with the necessity of selecting the best strains, has spread 
rapidly throughout many countries. The Eugenics Laboratory in 
London and the Eugenics Record Office jn this country are organized 
to study problems of descent, Galton himself urged the desirability of 
eugenic record books to be kept by each family and the Eugenics 
Record Office has collected records, of thousands of families. Intensive 
studies of degenerate and feeble-minded families, such as the notorious 
Jukes, have been supplemented by studies of families of particular 
ability who have contributed to music, to art, to statesmanship and 
education, It is not necessary to recapitulate these histories here, for 
itis not difficult for each of us‘to call to mind evidences of degeneracy 
that has run through a family.or of marked ability that ‘has caused 
many generations of another family :to ‘be signalled out to recetve the 
honors of the community. 

Nevertheless, in spite of the work that has been done, «much re- 
mains unsettled. Among the members of a family living ‘today a 
certain peculiarity may be observed, as of talking or of walking. The 
question arises, is this due to descent from a common ancestor or to 
the effect of a common life, to heredity or to imitation? That mental 
and physical traits are inherited has been definittly established but 
much of the mechanism remains unclear, A musical parent may have 
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a musical child, then again he may not. A brown-eyed parent may — 
have a blue eyed child, This can be explained by the Mendelian 
principle of unit characters, under which the brown eyed individual 
may have inhertted blue eyes from a parent and have carried this as a 
‘recessive’ or latent trait. Let us assume that both the parents appear 
brown-eyed but with blue as a recessive (brown being always dominant — 
over blue). These two parents may be represented by the same letters, © 
Bb and bB, in which b stands for blue and B for brown. Now as eye. 
color is a unit character, the blue may be inherited separately or the 
brown may be inherited separately. These possible combinations will 
result in offspring with eye-color, bb (all blue), BB (all brown), and bB, 
bB (in which both the blue and the brown character is carried, but the. 
appearance of which is brown). Thus of four children from the original 
parents who carried both traits but appeared brown-eyed, one child is 
Iplue-eyed and can have only blue-eyed children (unless mated with 
brawn eyes), another is brown-eyed and will have only brown-eyed 
‘children, while two are brown-eyed in appearance but are like their 
parents and can have children with both blue and brown eyes. 


‘But mental and temperamental inheritance is not so clear as the — 
physical. Experiments in breeding tame and wild rats show the off- 
Spring not so wild as the father nor yet so tame as the mother. But the ~ 
temperamental inheritance of human beings is immensely complicated 
and all the studies have just begun to scratch the surface of probabili- 
ties. Hence arises the invaluable service which family histories can 
render to science. Scientific laws, based upon the sequence of cause 
and effect, cannot be promulgated until after countless observations 
of what appears to be cause and what appears to be effect. 


Weismann’s theory of the continuity of the germ-plasm under 
which each individual is the offshoot and likewise the carrier of the 
germ-plasm and by which each can trace his ancestry back to that 
primordia) matter from which all have come, isa further step. He con- 
ceives the germ-plasm as composed of jds which may be variously com- 
bined to make the new individual; on a mathematical basis the possi- 
bility of the combinations among themselves of, let us say, twelve ids, 
becomes tremendous. Thus we have individual differences, but by 
the same token fundamental resemblances. The individual differences 
as well as the fundamental resemblances of any family, if carefully 
studied and enumerated, become the laboratory report from that ex- 
perimental station which nature herself has established within the 


family, No other laboratory is now possible for human beings, so that 


the family history may achieve a new dignity as of more than personal 
and family interest. The son is like the father, but how like? In what 
did each succeed, in what fail? What were the hobbies of each, what 
the education, what the choice of a wife? Through the countless re- 
ports of all the homely details of interest to the individual and the 
family, the scientific process may be applied in the effort to determine 
how that primordial germ-plasm has spread itself and differentiated 
itself into the production of the families of men.

THe LAw or INHERITANCE AND THE PoWER OF CIVILIZATION

Gustavus Hindman Miller, whose fertile brain gave birth to the 
idea of a genealogical history of the Miller and collateral families to 
which he belongs, has conferred upon me the very great honor of 
writing a general conclusion in the form of a brief treatise on the sub- 


_ ject of human heredity and development. 


Before proceeding with the subject assigned me, ] take the privi- 
lege of offering a comment upon Mr. Miller himself, since it has been 
my good pleasure to know him quite intimately for thirty years, and 
to watch his measured steps as he climbed up trom a humble station 
in life to ever advancing stages, until today he stands out upon the 
most elevated promontory in the mountain chain of human, from a 
plow-boy to a country merchant, from a country merchant to a city 
merchant, from a city merchant to a prince of merchants, from a 
prince of merchants to a capitalist, and from a capitalist to a master 
in the arts of industry and commerce, being the active head of a preat 
manufacturing concern, which employs five thousand people, and vice- 
president of one of the largest and most substantial National banks 
in the South, while yet remaining at the head and giving his personal 
attention to the management of the Miller Brothers Company, oper- 
ating a great department store, and a wholesale business covering a 
wide territory. Al] of these things he achieved before he had reached 
his sixtieth mile-post in his travels up the highway of life. The achieve- 
ments enumerated above, for your evaluation and estimation of the 


_ man, are but a few of the obvious materia) by-products of his life. 


The business successes and the social honors which have come to him 
are as but a few steel filings drawn into the embrace of a great magnet 
when compared to the real man who looks out through keen eyes ta 


_ solve the manifold problems that continually arise. His personality 


is sO intense that a swift panoramic vision becomes a prophecy, and 
a few figures seem to set the world revolving about his artistic fingers. 
The real man, inside, who manipulates the nerve fibers of a dynamic 
brain, has been baptised in the limpid, cleansing placid streams of 
philosophy which flow through the orient and cross the oecident. Be- 
tween business hours and the solving of great commercial problems, 
while others dissipated their hours. in passing pleasures, he was climb- 
ing up some rugged mountain slope of Human thought, to slake the 
thirst of his soul at the very fountain-head of philosophy. He looked 
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out toward the distant horizon, and up to the stars, and [elt his kan- 
ship with the universe. All thought, events, records of history, and 
contemporary movements seem to meet in him, and find connection 
in the central office of his brain. He is in rapport with historic man, 
and neighbor to every contemporary individual, 

He has always been ambitious to give men and women profitable 
work; he believes that the finest charity is to help others to help 
themselyes, to remove their own handicaps, and to achieve their own 
successes. His store and lactories are industrial training schools; rags 
and tatters of poverty can not hide from his eyes the good qualities 
of the individual, He is too practical and philosophical to be maudlin 
in sentiment, and his altruism is balanced by his rational judgment. 
He believes in training and discipline. If struggling and hardships 
will make a man a better character he will give him a smile and a 
“God Bless you" and pass on, but if sufferings are beyond disciplinary 
value, he seeks to remove the handicaps. 

Mr. Miller is not only a man of affairs, a student of philosophy, 
and a philanthropist, but he is a man of letters as well. 

In 1901 he published ‘‘What's in a dream," the one unique, out- 
standing book of the kind published in the histary of the world. 
Bookmen said of it, “It is the most complete and exhaustive work 
that has ever been written on the subject.” He brings to a theme 
upon which the “seers and sages of all ages have expended their most 
rare and subtle thought" a practical scientific explanation and de- 
finition which has been of practical value to the millions of interested 
readers. In it he reveals the workings of the most subtle faculties of 
the human soul; and even in this age of psychology, after twenty years 
of research on the part of specialists, they are but demonstrating and 
coroborating proofs of his deductions. He posesses the rare genius of 
working the combination lock upon the iron sale of subliminal motives 
and bringing to light the real purpose of homan activity and the 
teleological principles that govern human conduct, 

Later, Mr. Miller wrote ““Thysperia, the Mysterious,’ which bears 
no date, and indeed it should not, for it is the dramatization of time- 
less and spaceless principles which are infinite, eternal, and immortal. 
In this book he sounds the profoundest depths of human longings, 
and actualizes them in the heart of a woman so pure and refined in 
her soul that she may pass through the slime and stench of hellish 
degeneracies without soiling so much as the hem of her royal garments. 
He opens this drama with these remarkable words: ‘‘God's formula 
of Equity is the law of Unity and Brotherhood, and has for its end the 
redemption of Error and inequalities." Here is the paraphrasing of 
the teachings of Jesus in one modernized phrase which is characteristic 
of the writer. . 

In 1921, he wrote “The Jew,"' a most comprehensive and fair state- 
ment of the Jewish motives and characteristics. He puts his fingers 
upon the pulse of Jewish influence and diagnoses the self-inflicting 
diseases of Christians, and suggests as a cure the removal of racial 
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and, religious. barriers. among the-white peoples. Hesays the nations 
of the: world owe the Jew a debt of, gratitude which they shonld repa 
im love and fraternity, instead of Hate/and’ hypocrisy. He opens his: 
book by saying “The: Jew, the riddle of history, is the guardiam of 
Sanskrit lore and Semitic symbolism,” aad-closes as follows: ‘In the 
archives) of his’ traditions are stored) priceless. treasures of Experience 
and philosophy. His religion, as ald as language, is) the miracle and, 
majesty of history, The world-heart of Jesus, throbbing with com- 
passion and Christianity, with faith itssolace, hope its wings, lave its 
flower, were born from the womb of his arrogarice, dreama and hopes. 
This) sacred fact makes him the cratile of destiny, and. the divine 
mystery of prophecy.” : 

Mr. Miller haa now authorized the: preparation of these genea- 
logical histories for the purpose af redneing the: facts, gathered from 
30 many sources, to a, generalized conception. of the value of inheri- 
tance andthe worth of haying a family, aname:and a history; and the 
importance of keeping the bload rich and red and free from taint. In 
this country, there has been entirely too much lack of consideration 
for the family history, as perhaps theré has been toa much arrogant 
pride in ancestry on the part of some degenerates in. other countries, 

oyalty, having no other virtue than famousi or wealthy ancestors, 
ignored the shop and factory: keepers, and because of this fact en- 
deayored to keep the plain members of their families ot of family 
trees. 

In America, we have not taken the pains to keep the familyecords, 
with view to furnishing scientific data concerning the biological in- 
heritance of our great and successful men and women, in order thatwe 
may deduce from such facts laws and principles by which other fami- 
lies might become great. About the only official genealogical records 
we have kept are the criminal and morally deficient, such as the Nam 
and the Kallikak families, These records have, been valuable to the 
biologists in working out the law of Human Inheritance and, to the 
psychologists, in determining the influence of the home on dissipation 
and crime, It seems'as,if we:are more interested im our criminals than 
in-our high grade citizens. Nevertheless, it is-very dificult on ears 
the family history of most‘of those who havecome to occupy a hig 
station in life, because of false pride. As Micah Coombs goodnatured- 
ly said, “I am akin to James. K. Polk on my father's side, and: to 
Ageia, Jackson on my mother’s side, but 1 have so many sncaierest 
and. worthless people akin to me that it counter-balances it aah 
Over-seriousness and over-piety are the first mileposts on the ro 
to insanity! 

For Mr. Miller has’ been exerted’ every effort to procurea comp ete 
record, without regard to rank or station in life, that this penealogy 
might be interesting and inspiring to millions of people insteadiol 2 few. 
He says there is more purple inpeasant’s rags than in royal — ; 

In the final analysis we are all akin, biologically and psy se 0 ea 
cally. The sea of humanity is a gneat phylum, from which all of us 
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draw the elementary instincts; above the phylum rise the tribes and 
nationalities, like islands and continents rising out of the sea; above 
the tribe arise the families, like mountain ranges above the level 
plains; finally, above the families, arise individuals, like the shining 
peaks whose heads are sun-crowned, and whose shoulders are mantled 
with the emblem of purity. [tis the task of the islands and continents 
to keep from sliding back into the sea while they send back their 
streams laden with riches to blend with its salt waters, as it is the 
business of the nations and tribes to hold themselves above the com- 
mon lével of the phylum while they enrich it with the streams of — 
experience upon the higher levels. It is the task of the mountains 
to avoid running down to the level of the plains, while they send down 
to them mineral laden streams of irrigating waters, as it is the business 
of the family to keep itself above the level of the nation, or tribe, while 
it sends down the treasure laden streams of thought and emotion to 
entich the national life. It is the task of the peak to keep itself above 
the mountains in oder that it may send down the limpid streams of 
pure liquid which they congeal and draw down from the sky, so it is 
the business of the individual to keep himself above the level of the 
family in order to bring down from the heights of purity the abstrac- 
tions of spiritual hfe and send them down into the vessels of family 
conservation, Then, as the mountains uphold the peak, the plains 
maintain the mountains, and the bed of the sea supports the con- 
tinents and islands, so the great phylum of humanity supports the 
tribe and the nation, the family and the individual, The bio-psycho- ~ 
logical essences aré not gravitative, but levitative. They do not press 
downward, but rise upward, like the sap of the tree. 

The individua] does not spring from one single pair, but from an 
infinity of pairs. The parents but gather into themselves like the 
magnifying plass the whole range of rays and focalize them in the 
offspring, As you trace back your ancestry, numbers are added by 
geometrical progression. Counting your father and mother as two, 
your grandparents as four, and your great-grandparents as eight, 
and ‘so°on, back to the twentieth generation, you have an army of 
six hundred and forty-eight thotisand, eight hundred and ninety-six 
men and women equally divided, endowing you with their vitality 
and psychic potentialities. How innumerable are the hosts of your 
ancestors if you trace back to the beginning of human history, or 
even back to the beginning of the Christian era! And this genealogy 
must rightfully be traced back through thousands of millions of 
generations, This is a significant fact, for the reason that every one 
of these brought some gift to your vital stream and some contribution 
to your instinctive soul, No. wonder every individual is different 
from all the test, Time, space, clime, circumstances, and conditions 
under which each of your aricestors made his or her contribution 
towards your becoming, all tend toward variation; and so it is with 
évery other individual. 

There lives now Gustavus Hindman Miller. There never has been, 
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and never can be another; there may be many variations of him; and 
even the biological factors and the circumstances which made him 
what he is may run down into the common level of the family, nation 
or human phylum and lie dormant fora thousand years, but they 
will rise again, and produce even a greater than he, while he goes. on 
to.solve the problems. in other modes of existence. Nature has pro- 
vided every precaution that whatever gains made by man must not 
be lost, The bee hive develops hundreds of males, as carriers, while 
only one is allowed to make the nuptial flight; soit is with the human 
family. A large family of good sturdy stock of pure blooded indtvi- 
duals are the carriers of the potential geniuses, and one teal gentus, 
or Super-man, in a thousand years, to rise and glorify the name, is a 
justification for all the toil, sweat. and suffering of the whole genera- 
tion, Did not Moses, David, Isaiah and Jesus justify all the labor, 
pains and travail of the whole Israelitish family or tribe of individuals 
who never distinguished themselves, but always remained the common 
¢arrier and guardians of the blood and seed of their families? 

The question that confronts the biologist is that of the increase 
in the number of active geniuses and the decrease in the number of 
nonproductive carriers by conscious understanding and intellectual 
direction of the process of generation and inheritance. This has been 
done to some extent in the breeding of domestic animals, very greatly 
to the profit of the species of both man and animal; but since the 
process is carried on in the secret chambers of the organisms, and 
since human development is so complicated and slow, it is very diff- 
cult, and requires long periods of time ta carry out experiments leading 
to an nderstanding of the laws governing human inheritance, 

Yet, reasoning by analogy from what we have been able to learn 
from the animal and insect life, plus the observations of the human 
processes so far recorded, we may at Jeast venture a Irypothesis which 
is approximately correct, although subject to change in the details, 

It has been demonstrated that acquired individual characteristics 
are not passed on by inheritance at once, but they may, by culture, be 
carried on up through the succeeding generations until finally they 
may be taken over into the seed germ and become a factor in direct 
inheritance, PIE . . 

It is a matter of common observance that individuals do inherit 
instinctively the functions of mystical insight, or art, of music, of 
poetry, and of mathmatics, all of which have been familiar to the 
race for ages; while the newer, technical sciences have not yet pro- 
duced their prodigies; nevertheless, it is easily observable that even 
in the newer sciences and mechanical arts there is developed an apti- 
tude in the children by practice on the part of the parents. 

Biologists have deduced from the obvious facts the following 
scientific laws: Practice, or exercise in any line of action develops 
habit; habit develops rational concepts, and rational concepts develop 
ideas. The same is trite of the feeling side of man’s nature, Affects 
are developed into emotions, emotions into sentiments, sentunents 
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into joye, and love into altruism. And) in both kinds, the further up 
the scale of development a faculty rises, the further it is away from 
inheritance, and the more it is) dependent: upon culture for its per- 
petuity; and, te bring the more highly specialized faculties into the 
stream of inheritance will require a long period of time, since all 
primary’ inheritance is the result of series of experiences stretched 
out through a long period of time, and stored in the organism in the 
form) of habit and feeling, 

-Towuse the analogy of the electric battery, we might say that by the 
experience of living along certain lines of action, each one is storing 
in the lymph, blood and tissues of his body certain reactionary or 
functional habits which are passed on from generation to generation, 
peers as’ tendencies to function, which saturate the organism as a 
whole, - 

Finally the function becomes so important and the tendency or 
the charge of the battery so strong, that it casts a factor into the germ 
cell, to be passed on in the form of organ, with its instinct. Thus the 
human body has been charged with tendencies, and the germ cell with 
potentialities, until the biologist is'now able to isolate them, and play 
with them, 

The factors in the germ cell, one of which is responsible for each 
kind of tissue and organ in the body, even to the hair and cells of the 
skin, are’ too small for observation by the microscope; the biologist 
knows them only by what they do, But these factors have formed 
themselves into clusters in the germ cells, which can be seen through 
the micrdscopé. Because they will absorb, or take on coloring matter 
which distinguished’ them from other forms of matter in the proto- 
plasm, they are nicknamed Chromosomes; that is to say, color ab- 
sorbing globules, Biologists have been able to count them, and have 
found that their numbers, so far as the present generation is concerned, 
remain constant, and that every female germ carries twenty-four of 
these globules, and’every male germ carries twenty-two of them; but 
the namber of factors in each globule they have been unable to dis- 
cover; 

In every discharge of semen or ova there are great numbers of 
these seed germs, but normally only one of each is used in the forma- 
tion’ of @ new individual life, and these divide and Jose a part of 
themselves, that they may unite and keep the number of chromosomes 
properly balanced; The female germ divides these globules into equal 
parts of twelve each: The twelve most dominant enter into the new 
formation, and the other twelve are cast out, The male germ divides 
into three parts, two equal parts of ten globules each and one part of 
only two. When ten male and twelve female chromosomes unite in 
the propogational process, the offspring will always be male, but when 
the two extra male chromosomes which have. been separated from the 
tem unite with the-ten other male and the twelve female. the offspring 
will always be female, since the number of chromosomes must remain 
coustant at twenty-two forthe male, and twenty-four for the female. 
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Another deduction from the observations of the biologists is that, 
since the most virile and dominant factors are utilized in the formation 
of the progeny, and since factors are made more virile and dominant 
by exercise of the function which they represent, the parents may, 
by the quickening power of feeling and exercise, influence the factors 
which they wish to be. dominant im their children. Biologists have: 
also discovered that, in insect life, hardship’ and famine cause the 
larger production of males, and comfort and’ feasting produce the 
lareer number of females; and they have deduced the conclusion that 
the sex of human offspring is also influenced: by the softness or the 
hardness of the economic and social conditions under which they are 
conceived. This deduction is. also further justified by the fact thatin 
times of privation, following wat and. famine; more: males.are borin 
than females; and, in time of leisure, comfortand plenty, more females. 
than males are born. 

One of the wasteful and disappointing’ features of our racial his- 
tory is the fact that most children are conceived in indifference or by? 
accident, and that a considerable number of them are not wanted, At 
the supreme moment of conception, the instinctive and’ emptional 
desires are divided among distracting interests, are suppressed; Te- 
pressed, or withdrawn from the germinal lile; and’ often, after con- 
ception has taken place, the new life has to run the gauntlett of 
mechanical efforts at abortion and poisoning from amenagogic drugs. 

Nature has thrown about the germinal seed and. its embryonic 
development every conceivable protection from external shock -with- 
out interfering with normal growth, yet it Nas beer demonstrated 
that ample provision should be made for the protection and! damfort 
of the mother during the period of gestation, if we would. make sure 
of a perfect progeny, and would cooperate with nature in the pro» 
duction and the increase of the number of superior qualities itt the 
off-spring. Another way in which man may intelligently cooperate 
with nature in the process of progressive development is in the pre- 
paration for the coming of the child, ; 

Every possible measure should be taken toprevent shock at birth. 
The atmosphere should be: pleasant, the bath warm, the handling 
tender, and no harsh or exciting words or noises allowed, The pre- 
requisite of all biological and psychological development is a friendly 
and fearless interest in the world about us, and) the first impressions 
are the most lasting. The conclysion is that if you want achild, think 
it over, meditate about it, let it be your’supreme thought for weeks, 
months, or years before handthen charge the seed germ with allthe 
potentials of your life, without reservation or distraction; then make 
the environment of the mother such as will keep her occapied with 
the very finest thoughts and feelings; then make such preparations 
for its reception into the world as’ you might imagine the angels im, 
heaven would make for the coming of a saint in his.mew hiome- 

Stock breeders and poultry fanciers have already learned these 
principles, and are putting them into operation, greatly to:their profit, 
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and it is high time that we give at lease a fair amount of attention and 
thought to the subject of the primary laws of human inheritance 
called biological genetics, _ 

There are three stages of development in the human genius; and 
each stage represents the workings of a principle or a law. The first 
is the law of genetics which we have been considering, and which deals 
with the development of the germ cell itself. The second is the law of 
Eugenics, which deals with the subject of crossing and inbreeding on 
the human plane; to the marrying and the giving in marriage; the 
third is Euthenics, which is the science and art of being well developed. 
We have already discussed the first subject, genetics, and shall now 
pass on to the study of the second, Eugenics. But before entering 
directly upon this discussion, it is essential that we make a survey of 
the great laws goyerning the evolutionary processes. 

The basic hypothesis of the theory and the law of evolution is that 
the present is the child of the past, and the parent of the future, and 
the fitture is an improvement over the past to the extent that the 
present works in harmony with the four great principles of Variation, 
Heredity, Selection and Segregation. Variation is an attribute as 
universal as the organic world. By its operation, no two individuals of 
auy species nor even of the same family were ever exactly alike. No 
man animal, plant or germ cell was ever an exact copy of another- 

Since variability is a fact of Jife, it stands to reason that those 
individuals who have varied in a way to profit and enrich life will 
succeed better than those that have varied in the opposite direction; 
and, since nature rewards the former and places handicaps upon the 
Jatter, the variations will have an effect upon the character of the 
stock, or racé, or species, provided the novel peculiarities are passed 
on to the progeny. Professor R. C, Punnett has calculated that "If a 
population cortains a one thousandth of one precent of a new variety, 
and that if that variety has a five percent selective advantage over the 
original form, the latter will almost completely disappear in less than 
a hundred generations.” 

Heredia the element of continuity of life. Heredity is the force 
by which the progeny is both like and unlike the parentage, Each 
organisny passes through the cycle of life, being made up of changing 
atoms, changing centers of energy, and changing tissues, gland, and 
organs, aud haying at the same time the power to cast off cells which, 
in proper wnion with like cells and under proper conditions, will de- 
velop organisms essentially like the parents, differing from them in 
varying degrees within the limits of variation. Among men, the in- 
dividual variations may be made greater than in the lower forms of 
life, being much more complex and unstable. 

_ The laws that govern heredity are very complex, and capable of 
giving rise to novel characteristics by crossings of strains through 
inheritance. Hereditary crossings produce variations and mutations 
from within, by disintegrations, rearrangements, permutations, and 
combinations in the germ-cells from which individuals arise. 
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Some of the factors in the germ cell may become recessional, from 
shock or non-use, and drop out of the combination for a time, but they 
are not finally lost; although they are carried only in latency for a 
few generations, 

Some of the germ factors may be stimulated in both parents into 
dominants, so that the individual offspring will have a donbly strong 
characteristic in that line. 

The whole process of crossings is analogolis to the shuffling and 
dealing of cards, each constituent factor corresponding to a card 
having a different value. According to Mendel, the great biologist, 
the fundamental idea in crossing is that of the dominance of factors, 

When Mendel crossed a pure bred tall pea with a pure bred dwarf 
pea, the offspring were all tall, so he called the quality of tallness 
dominant to the recessive quality of dwarfness, which the hybred 
offspring kept and which reappeared in a quarter of the progeny of 
the hybreds, when inbred, or allowed to self-fertilize. Ifa black 
rabbit is crossed with a white rabbit, the offspring will all be grey and 
the crossing of these hybreds again will produce in the ratio of one 
white, two gray and one black rabbit, and so on up the line, from 
generation to generation, the law of dominant and recessional factors 
works with exactness and precision. 

Selection in the process by which one characteristic Which can 
not hold its own in its surroundings becomes recessional, while another, 
which proves advantageous to the species, becomes dominant. Natural 
selection and the survival of the fittest has been the means of sifting 
out the inferior and developing the superior novel factors. Enyiron- 
ment is forever changing and is constantly challenging the right of 
the individual factors to exist, and the ones that are able to survive 

_by serving the species are selected by nature. The process of natural 
selection may be greatly improved by rational guidance; we may 
eliminate the bad factors and foster the good factors by the adminis- 
tration of tonics; that is, by exercise and the stimulation of habit and 
feeling in the direction of the good factors. 

Segregation or inbreeding is also a factor in family or tribal develop- 
ment. In nature, the seas, mountains and climate have separated 
tribes and families that profited by the isolation through the purifi- 
cation of the blood streams and the inbreeding of their peculiar char- 
acteristics. The race being once established, barriers which tend to 
prevent crossings with other races act to keep it permanent, The 
beginnings of races and of species is due to initial variation empha- 
sized or maintained in environment and to the protection of some 
barriers which shut off one group from another, Thus, through nega- 
tive forces or barriers and through the limitations of movement and 
separation due to natural causes, have arisen most of the differences 
among men as to race, nation, language, and religion. Is st not the 
duty of every one to bring about an intelligent rational cooperauon 
with nature in conformity with the law of segregation? 

The Israelites joined their intelligent forces with nature in the 
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process af development by segregation, and inbreeding, with the 
results which were incommensurable. The Jewish characteristics are 
the most dominant in the world; in whatever racial soil his seed 
happens to fall, there rises every characteristic of the Jew, and by 
the process of inbreeding, he has brought to maturity the genius 
charaoteriatic of his race. He is an example to the world of the value 
of pride of ancestry, of the theory that blood will tell, and of the 
keeping of accurate family history. He has demonstrated once and 
for all the value of strict adherence to the laws of Eugenics. 

Yet, cross breeding is sometimes essential, provided the strains 
are of equal stages of development, and free from taint, Too complete 
isolation and too close inbreeding permits the development of minor 

ectiliarities which would have become recessional in the free inter- 

reeding with different tribes. Sometimes, interbreeding may be 
carried \to’such an extreme that the whole personality becomes reces- 
gional, and lethargic, like some of the tribes of American Indians, who 
can never be stimulated by cultural influences to become actively 
civilized for more than a few years at a stretch. If one of them is 
educated ina school, he will regress to lethargic indifference soon alter 
returning to his tribe. 

The American Indian is a very old race, which has in the dim 
distant past developed a preat civilization for that age, and has, b 
inbreeding, brought his limited bundle of characteristics to a hig 
state of development; but for lack of cross breeding, his family strain 
ran out, and he settled in lethargic non-progressiveness. Yet, biologi- 
cally, he is strong; whenever he crosses with other races he makes an 
indellible impress upon the progeny. And what is more, the novel 
strain seems to awaken all the genius that the race has ever acquired 
and the incividuals rise to new heights of achievement. 

On the other hand, we see a tendency in Americans to run to the 
opposite extreme. We open ollr veins to every strain of blood that 
happens to be coursing our way, and produce in ourselves a degree of 
unstability which finds itself craving always for the novel, and yet 
never satisfied with new things and new ideas. 

The next step in development is Euthenies, by which the stimuli 
of external environment niay saturate the organism and provoke the 
complex germ cells to change, Environmental! stimuli penetrating 
through the body serves either asa liberator and accelerator of varia- 
bilities in the germ cells or as an impediment or toxic poison to drive 
them into recessional lethargy. 

The Euthenic, or cultural value of our homes, our schools, our 
churches, our commerce, and our benevolent institutions is not com- 
mensurable in terms known to mortal tongue, yet our civilization is 
getting top-heavy because of the dysgenic and dysthenic influences 
of it upon our bio-psychological inheritance. 

Is our present civilization an extension of the laws of genetics, 
Eugenies, and Euthenics as.an attempt to relate life to the laws of 
progress in the achievement.of a great-people, of great and mighty 
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Personalities? Or is it towards exhausting life and its sources? Are 
we really living and doing those things that evolve life towards the 
Superman? In other words, is our Civilization a Disease? 


“The worst of misery 
Is where Nature framed for noblest things 
Condemns itself in youth to petty Joys, 
And, sore athirst for air, breathes scanty life, 
Grasping from out the shadows." 
—George Eliot. 


We are a youthful Nation. We are the heirs of the blood of the 
Pioneers of history and the acme of the centuries. We are free from 
manacles of slavery, shackles of serfdom, limitations of absolute 
monarchies and authority of obsolete religions, If our Civilization 
is a disease, it is our fault, our sin, and our shame, for itis attributable 
to our low aim. ar 

Civilization, to be healthy, must be biological; uf it empowers and 
extends life, itis health, but if it weakens and exhausts life, it is disease. 

There are two ways in which life may relate itself to its world: 
Life may, like Atlas, carry the World on its back, or it may make the 
World carry it. Life may dominate matter and physical forces, or it 
may allow matter to dominate.it. Life may make the not selfia part 
of the self, or it may empty the self into the not self; and life may 
expand and comprehend the externals of Nature within itself, or it 
may lose itself in the entangling forest of externals, 

Life extends itself through the body; the body may extend itself 
throught tools and machinery. Tools may become organicto\the body, 
so that they can be taken upor laid down at will, or they may become 
burdens and shackles enslaving and crushing life. . 

A boy at twelve years of age may weigh one hundred pounds and 
he may be able to carry one hundred pounds of provisions:on his back, 
but he can only do this for a very short distance, and during a short 
period of time; he is soon fatigued and crushed down to the dust by 
his burden. But if he makes his burden organic to his life, he is able 
to carry his two hundred pounds all the time; it.is. no burden to him, 
on the other hand, it is a strength—it gives lim poise, confidence, 
endurance, resistance, power, momentum, and dominion; or, if his 
burden becomes organic, but out of harmony with his life, although 
rooted in it, it is cancerous, and saps the vitality of the normal life 
which it forces to support it until the normal life is consumed and 
destroyed, 

Our universe may become a burden, or it may become.organic to 
us, owing to our attitude towards it},-but.our civilization must become 
either organic to our life or a cancerous growth upomit, for it is organi” 
and is rooted in the individual life whether one will it so ornot. i 

It is by the process of digestion and assimilation thatthe mater! 
‘world becomes organic to the body, and it is by the process of appr 
ciation that the external world becomes organtic to life. 
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All things one spiritually cares for and appreciates become organic 
and serve as the extension of the self. Objects of the world may be- 
come as intimately organic to life as one’s own proper body, so that 
one can say; “My clothing, my home, my books, my property, my 
friends, my knowledge, my religion, my country, and my world.” 
Damage to anyone of these things is damage to the self; disaster to 
the country is a slap in one's face. By the faculty of appreciation, 
man may become organic with the universe—the universe is but the 
extension of his body, and the stars but the shining tips of his fingers, 
and are as responsive to life's dernands as the fingers of his hand. 

As a man may éxpand life to include the world in organic unity, 
or may shrink his life in remote independent systems of things extra- 
neous to the self, so'he may expand life to include society in organic 
unity, and make the whole social structure the extension of his own 
personality for the domination of the world, or else shrink his life into 
& mechanical thing so that it becomes a mere cog in a wheel of the 
social machinery, and he may be ground down and forced to spend 
his life for the maintenance. of some isolated system of commerce, 
industry, education, religion, or politics. 

Civilization may be conducive to a more abundant life, or it may 
consume and destroy it. 

The silk worm spins its cocoon from its own bowels in order that 
it may metamorphose its own life into more splendid freedom and 
joy, and deposit the seed germ for finer life to follow; if its life is ex- 
hausted in spinning the cocoon so that it is deprived of a methamorp- 
sos, and is unable to leave a more potent seed germ of life behind, it 
has thwarted the very purpose of its existence, and its painful labors 
are in vain. So, we are spinning our civilization from our own bowels, 
and if it fails us a more abundant life, and if it does not become the 
enclosure of a finer life ta be, then we have not lived, and the purpose 
of our existence is aborted. 

We justify our civilization by saying that we are building for 
future generations. We call upon men and women to give their lives 
for Future Generations, But what if there be no Future Generations, 
or what if the Puture Generations be of inferior stock? All because 
we haye spent our lives in support of a cancerous disease rather than 
in increasing our vital force by making all things organic to the indivi- 
dual life in saving health. 

McDougall said, "It is the paradox and tragedy of civilization 
that in the present age, and in all ages, its tendency is to destroy or 
eliminate just those mental superiorities by which it has been built 
up, and which are essential for its maintenance and further progress.” 

Not only mental superiorities, but vital enery, stability, and relia- 
bility are all essential to the growth and maintenance of Civilization. 
These must be innate qualities in men, and not mere pretense and 
make-believe. All of us are creatures of education, but super-posed 
and artificial education only depresses life; education, to be effectual, 
must be organic to life, and become innate, before it can be trusted. 
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__ No civilization can be upheld and maintained by anthropoid apes, 
either educated or uneducated, because it is not organic to their lives. 
Neither can the mongrel races build up and maintain our Civilization, 
which has been spun from the bowels of the white races of mankind, 
through multiplied centuries of labor and travail. The pure blooded 
colored races may have the vital energy, but they have not the mental 
superiority, stability, and reliability to uphold our civilization, and 
will not be able to do so until it has become organic to their lives, and 
until these qualities become innate through the modification of the 
germ cell of their races. 

The Negro occupied unmolestedly, for untold generations, the 
richést and most fruitful of all the continents, but never even invented 
a breech cloth, let alone a government and a civilization, and it is 
worse than folly to burden him with the responsibilities of the White 
Man's heritage. Some American Negroes have learned some of the 
technique of government, and have a superficial knowledge of the 
White Man's civilization, but it is not yet inherent in the germ plasm 
of the race nor organic to its life. Few have the knowledge to main- 
tain it, the stabilitty to uphold it, and the reliability to be trusted 
with it. There is not a right thinking and feeling man in America who 
does not want the Negro to have the larger share of the benéyolences 
and benign influences of our civilization, but there are many of the 
best citizens who do not think it wise to entrust him with the franchise 
for the administration of this heritage by the sheer force of numbers, 
until he is in a manner born to administer and govern. Itis not enough 
that he should dress like the White Man, talk like the White Man, 
and do things like the White Man as a matter of rote and of imitation, 
but he must develop the innate qualities necessary to make the govern- 
ment organic to his life, not simply an arbitiary super-position of a 
burden greater than he can bear. : 

Asa healing balm to this disease spot* on the escutcheon of Ameri- 
can Civilization, it might be wisely suggested that: If the Negro as 4 
race will be content with his lot as the ward of the White Man's 
government, which he in reality is, and can not yet be any thing else, 
except by artificial and illogical arrangements: if he will be satished 
with his race and make the best of it; if he will give up his thirst for 
the blood of the superior races and cease to attempt to rise miracul- 
ously by drawing white blood into his veiris; if he will reverse his social 
standard, and make the pure blooded Negro his Aristocrat instead 
of the mongrel; if he will give up shortcut and illogical methods of 
advancement by political and social agitation and make of himself 
the best possible Negro, by Nature’s laws of selection and survival, 
through generation upon generation of inheritance and culture; then 
the White Man will discharge his responsibility towards him) as a 
matter of honor, and will see to it that he has justice, has more than 
his share of governmental benevolence, has protection from mob

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violence, and will get under his burdens and see to it that no shadow 
falls across his pathway towards self-fulfillment and progress. He will 
give the individuals their just promotion as they become fit. 

Civilization is social inheritance; social inheritance is dependent 
upon the innate qualities of individual men and women; innate quali- 
ties are the results of individual inheritance, and this inheritance is a 
matter of biological selection. The strength of a democracy is depend- 
dent upon the strength of the individuals composing it. 

Social heredity, depends upon biological heredity, and biological 
heredity is profoundly influenced by social heredity and these may 
form 2 vicious circuit leadin g to destruction, or a spiral toward progress 

Social heredity, or civilization, must be organic to life. Failures 
int lic, tactual, visual, motor, or emotional sensibilities and func- 
tional breakdowns result in violent alterations of temper, thought, 
belief, and vital forces of the personality, and through these modify 
the seed perm of life. As changes and disturbances of the organs of 
S¢nse, Motor response, and metabolism alter the tone and build of 
the whole personality, whether one is aware of it or not; so failure 
in biological adaptation and control of the elements in civilization 
as a oe varying dégrees, even to destruction, the cell nucleus 
0 ife, 

Since Civilization is our social inheritance, and since social inheri- 
tance depends upon and modifies the innate qualities of individual 
inheritance, we must determine what influence our civilization is 
having upon individual biological inheritance before we can determine 
whether it is a cancerous disease, or a life invigorating health. Or, in 
other words, whether it is dysgenic, or eugenic. 

Our civilization is materialistic, our standard of value is money— 
our Aristocracy is in things, our success and power is in numbers, 


“Tl fares the land, ta hastening ills a prey, 
Where wealth accumulates and men decay; 
i and Lords may flourish, or may fade— 
A breath can make them, asa breath has made— 
But a bold peasantry, their country’s pride, 
When once destroyed can never be supplied." 
—Goldsmith, 


The influence of this civilization on life is tremendous; it concen- 
trates the peoples in populous centers; it modifies their modes of living 
and increases their death rate; it affects marriage, through economical 
and social factors, and leads to miscegenation and amalgamation of 
the races; it decreases their birth rate; and varies the germinal life 
through artificial methods. Our cities are monstrous dragons which 
swallow up and consume the rural populations; they are the vortices 
of human destruction; they are the glowing light which draws the 
blinded tribes like candle flies into their fame. They are the prison 
camps and hideous dungeons for helpless children. They are the 
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asylums for old maids and old bachelors, and they are the recruiting 
stations for the vast army of vagabonds. 

In cities, the finer the status, the later the marriage; the higher the 
rank, the fewer the children; the better endowed men and women shun 
Parenthood; dollars, and not blood, determine the eugenic laws and 
regulations; mothers who may bear kings and queens of bialogical 

rfection are threatened by arbitrary sterilization if their exchequer 
is low; dollars, and not blood, determine the immigration policy;and 
imported cheap labor of mongrel stocks swallow up the native born 
in racial amalgamation of inferior breeds, 

In our industrial civilization, we have made the dollar the motive 
power, ard, being prompted by this motive, we have set up by artifice 
arrow, selfish, and consuming categories which we back by wealth, 
property, and intrigue—or else, by numbers; then we contemptuously 
declare them to be the will of God, so that we may drive men and 
women under the lash of necessity and threat of divine wrath! Our 
civilization makes the nutritional and propagational instincts antag- 
onistic. 

Men spend their lives to amass fortune and fame for their children, 
and when their children come, they are weak imbeciles, inebriates, 
or hysterical maniacs; because their vital energy is being withdrawn 
from the propogational centers and discharged through the hoarding 
instinct, their offspring suffers from the paucity of hereditary vitality 
and psychic potency. 

Certainly we have a great civilization, from the standpoint of 
mechanical invention, economic wealth, and swift living—there has 
never been our equal under the sun! Yes, we have the richest, might- 
tiest and swiftest nation on Earth, Of this we have cause to be proud 
and cannot afford to allow it to go backward or decay, The lamen- 
table fact is that instead of making it an extension and enrichment 
of life we are paying for it all in life, as our fathers paid for it in blood. 
We have spent our lives for these things; we have weakened our race 
for a civilization which will tax our offspring beyond their powers to 
maintain, and what we intended for their happiness has turned into 
an instrument of torture. Because we have prodigiously spent our 
lives for an artifical civilization which is not organic to life itself, we 
are in the anomalous position of being the wisest, richest, and swiftest, 
and yet the weakest, biologically, of all the great races of the Earth! 

That we are, biologically speaking, the weakest race, is evidenced 
by the fact. that a cross between the White Man and the Negro is 
Negro; between the White Man and the Hindoo is Hindoo, and be- 
tween the White Man and the Chinese is Chinese, They are the 
stronger and more dominant in vital force, Why is this true? It is 
because they have not dissipated their vital forces and have kept 
their stocks pure and free from taint of foreign bloods, while we have 
been practicing amalgamation and are spending our vital energy for 
that which is not life. The Nations of the Greeks, Romans, Hindoos, 
Egyptians, and Lombards were destroyed by mixture of bloods, and 
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this destiny threatens America. All the worst qualities of both races 
are carried over by amalgamation, and an instability is begotten which 
is unreliable, and has not the moral stamina to support a civilization, 
This is especially true of the cross between the White and the Negro 
blood, as these are farthest apart in chemical refinement and cultural 
factors. The mulatta who is less than half white has a smaller chest, 
poorer Jung capacity, lower vitality, less endurance, smaller head, and 
less brain capacity than the pure blooded negro, and the octoroon is 
either sterile, or else reverts to the negro type of a very low order; 
hence it becomes obvious that the amalgamation of the races is dys- 
genic, and not eugenic, 

Another reason why we are the smartest and the richest, although 
the weakest race, is because we have spent our lives for objective 
things, and systems of things, while others have conserved life itself. 
We are told that other races have bad the power of invention, and 
could have built up civilizations as wonderful as ours, in material 
wealth, but that they prized life too highly to spend it in that way. 
They were too busy living to engage in material inventions. They 
thought more of the seed germ of life than they did of the objective 
world, and only took on so much of material prosperity as (hey could 
make organic to their lives; they prized children more than they did 
estates, 

By the same biological test, the Jews are proven to be the strongest 
among the Nationalities of the White race: a cross between a Jew and 
any of the other white stocks is Jew. His vital dominancy is due to 
his more or less strict adherence to the principle of the survival of the 
fittest te live, and his laws have been eugenic; while our progress has 
been according to the principle of the survival of the unfit to live. 
Our laws have been dysgenic, according to industrial advantage. It 
is true that the Jew gave his blood to unworthy races, and left behind 
in his historic track the Ishmaelites, Edomites, Samaritans, and other 
mongrel tribes of Western Asia, to mock and shame him for all tine; 
but he kept his own stock pure, even though poor, and dispersed 
among the nations of the Earth without a political or industrial civili- 
zation of his own, 

In the early history of the Jewish people, they adhered most 
strictly to biological or eugenic laws; they allowed no miscegenation 
or amalgamation; they sterilized the slave class; they isolated their 
diseased members; they forbade the unclean to sit in their congre- 
gations, and they exterminated the pellagrous, paralytic, leprous, and 
syphilitic tribes which they conquered. They started out to displace 
all inferior tribes, and subordinated every thing to the motive of 
peopling the world with a superior progeny. 

Our position in the world is unique from another point of view; 
we are reversing the whole order of primitive life, and are endeavoring 
to compensate the loss of dominate life with the comforts of invention. 
We have developed trade, transit, and intercourse, and communistic 
systems which involve all races and all tribes. Natura) barriers that 
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have kept peoples apart are broken down. Demography has succeeded 
geography, and democracy has displaced aristocracy; periods of diver- 
gence have given place to convergence, and all tribes are merged into 
afew great nations. In the early stages of Man's evolutionary develop- 
ment, life worked itself out on divergent lines; men and women spread 
themselves over the Earth in more or less completely isolated stocks, 
which were developed under different conditions of environment into 
strong characters, even though rugged and uncultured. 

In the past history of mankind, such artificial civilizations as ex- 
hausted their best blood in gaining the ascendency have been over- 
run and succeeded by tribes of superior inheritance who were not 
contaminated, although of a lower cultural level, and who were able 
to acquire the civilization of the decadent nation and carry it on. 
But now, the number of ethnic stocks have bee swallowed up and 
there are no superior stocks left which have not been overtaken by 
dysgenic culture, for the replacement of the diseased and decadent 
products of our civilization. We are staggered at the prospect before 
our great and mighty civilization which can produce anything but 
great men, and which can do anything but beget a progeny of super- 
lative people. Like Tennyson, we hope almost against hope: 


"O yet we trust that somewhere gootl 
Will be the final goal of ill 
To pangs of Nature, sins of will 
Defects of doubt, and taints of blood." 


The insidious effects of a civilization which is an enemy to life 
and a hindrance to racial improvement must be checked, in the in- 
terest of biological evolution. Our hope lies in the one agency that is 
always working to maintain germinal vigor, and intellectual keenness, 
and that is Life itself! The biological process is working through the 

rinciple of natural selection. It behooves us to aid natural selection 
by intellectual selection, and by the creation of a civilization in bar- 
mony with the development of life. 

This generation has been inclined to discount blood, to hoot at 
the idea of inheritance, and to scorn one’s ancestry, We have struck 
down the aristocratic minds and the virile persqnalities to the low 
level of the mass in the interest of the weaklings and the diseased; 
life has been a cheap commodity; venereal diseases have been con- 
sidered a light thing, and the unfit have been allowed to propagate 
their kind. iy, . 

Ancestry is necessary to posterity; the strain of untainted blood 
is out most priceless treasure. Of all the national resources, the mos* 
important is its supply of superior stock of men! Our best inheritane 
should be conserved, at all costs, for out of it come the rare mint 
and the super-men who rise like mountain peaks above the gener 
level of the mass. ; t. | 

If our nation wishes to win in international competition, to enjoy 

dominion over the world of things, and to find a place of honor in 
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the history of the world, it must augment the forces of natural selection 
by conscious selection for the evolution of the finest racial stocks of 
vital force, moral stamina, and dauntless courage in meeting the 
responsibilities of a civilization which is organic to life. Our goal, 
according to Ruskin, must be; 


"A few good and healthy men, rather than a multitude of 
diseased rogues; and.a little real milk and wine, rather than 
much chalk and petroleum; but the gist of the whole busi- 
ness is that the men and their property must be produced 
together.” 


And we may extend this idea to include the whole of civilization. 

Let us have a great and glorious civilization, with wealth and 
invention—we cannot spare or strike down any of our achievements; — 
but we must not forget that the chief value of the home is the folks 
who live in it. It is our first business of supreme importance to breed 
a race of superior biological virility, intellectual superiority, moral 
stamina, artistic creativeness, #sthetic tastes, and joyous hopes, 
which shall be able to seize the flaming torch of civilization and pass 
it on to greater progress and finer spiritual development. If' we 
would justify our exquisite civilization, we must fill up its measure 
with the power and authority of life, and make it the throne room of 


intellectual royalty and moral aristocracy, and the treasure house of 
inheritance. 


‘Not in the clamor of crowded street, 
Not in the shouts and plaudits of the throng;

Are we Americans conserving our best inheritance? Obviously 
no, for we have come to be a nation of spendthrifts. We exhaust 
our national resources. We wastefully kill the animals of the forest, 
the birds of the air, and the fishes of the sea. We strip the continent 
of its forest, denude the hills of their verdure, and disfigure the moun- 
tains, We disembowel the earth, rob its mineral wealth, burn its coal 
and waste its carbon oils. We pilfer the store houses of Nature and 
ruthlessly waste the products of a hundred million years of conser- 
vation in one generation without giving anything in return. Not 
being satisfied with the spoils we have extorted from Nature by 
the aid of the machinery driven by mighty engines, we have mort- 
gaged the residue left in the treasure house of the ages, and bound the 
future generations to unearth and draw out the last measure of values 
to pay the interest on our bonded debt of profligacy. 

Our worst indictment is that in exhaueting our natural resources, 
we have exhausted human life, weakened its strength, impoverished 
its joys, filled it with feats, poisoned it with sensuous vices, and 
shortened its duration. 
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No injury from shock is comparable to exhaustion of vital force. 
Better enter life maimed, halt, blind, and in poverty than to suf- 
fer exhaustion. Men and women may lose their property, ther 
members, and their social standing, and still live and propagate their 
kind with little modification of their offspring, but they become 
sterilized and die suddenly without wounds and without disease, 
from sheer exhaustion, We are horrified at the thought of injury and 
dismemberment and death through sudden or sanguinary shock, but 
the bloodless, intangible causes of exhaustion and fear are worse than 
the bloody and tangible causes of shock, for the one affects the individ- 
ual and the other affects posterity. Systems of industry, economics, 
government, education, religion and social activity may be worse than 
war. The emotion of fear is the strongest factor in civilized life— 
fear of poverty, fear of ignorance, fear of social criticism, fear of hell, 
fear of work, and fear of pain drive us to desperation. Emotions have 
the most direct and most powerful effect upon the brain, causing 
hypertension in the nerve centers, which soon exhaust the brain cells, 
which become inflamed, or suffer from hyperchromatism. Under 
exhaustion, the brain is unable to transform bodily energy into heat, 
motion, thought; the mental powers fade towards unconsciousness, 
bodily heat is diminished to the level of cold blooded animals, volun- 
tary muscles are weakened, blood pressure is reduced to zero, the 
liquids of the body become acid, and all organs and tissues lose theit 
functions and the seed germ of life is modified to distraction ‘and 
disintegration. 

A nation’s reserve is the measure of its, safety and perpetuity; 
the same is true of business, health, and life tn general. One who 
consumes or wastes his reserves most readily yields to shock and 
succumbs to disease and death. 

We do not like to employ people who have no reserve strength 
to do business with those who have no reserve capital, nor to listen 
to speakers who have no reserve knowledge; yet we exhaust our vital 
energy and force ourselves to live without a margin of reserve between 
us and biological bankruptcy. The reserve in human life becomes 
automatically deposited in the seed germ for the succeeding gener- 
ations, just as the brain is the depository for increased knowledge for 
future use. And as fourteen ounces of brain matter are five times more 
potent than two hundred pounds of bodily cells and as the brain cell 
is ninety times more rapid in the transformation of potential into 
kinetic energy than the muscle cells, so the germ nucleus is but 4 tiny 
microscopic speck, yet a million times more potent than the brain 
cells, and it continues as the reserve bank of human life, or rather as 
the dynamic battery of all existence, and it increases its charge with 
the experience of each succeeding generation, if it remains normal. 

Our civilization despises the seed. We not only impoverish life 
and rob the seed germ of the factors of creativeness, virility and langey- 
ity; we exhaust the resources of human knowledge in order to elimi- 
nate the seed, and to produce seedless fruits, seedless animals and 
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seedless everything! We have reverted to the budding and grafting 
process in our agriculture, horticulture, and anima! culture, and are 
undertaking to do the same in family life; instead of the best and most 
successful pairs having children of their own, they must find a waif 
born by accident to inferior stock and moral depravity, and graft it 
into their family life; a most benevolent thing to do, but it does not 
atone for the crime of destroying one’s own progeny and of depriving 
the world of the best of which mankind is capable. 


The budding system is a reversion to a former process of natural 
development which was an improvement over the former method 
of propagating life; but for us, it is a reversion which results in the 
abbreviation of individual life and the sterilization of its seed. The 
Biological Principle has been working painfully throughout multiplied 
Seats the law of natural selection and adaptation and survival of 
ae fittest for the prolongation and the potentialization of living organ- 

mS, 


First, the vital principle adopted the process of cytosis, or cell 
division for the expansion and renewal of life, but under this system 
the individual cell was weak and of but a moment's duration. Then 
the biological process grouped the cells into more complex units and 
developed the budding systems for the strengthening and prolongation 
of individual manifestations of life, but the individual life was too 
weak and too brief for the achievement of intellectual thought and 
mora)’ character necessary to its co-operation with Nature. Lastly, 
the biological force chose the seed germ as its method of inheritance, 
through conservation and propagation and development. 


Thus life conserved its values, multiplied its powers and prolonged 
its individual existence until men lived to count their ages in centuries, 
but artificial and arbitrary civilization arose to devitalize the race so 
fhat three score and ten years became the limit of man’s days, and 
now, the average life is less than forty. We justify ourselves by saying 
that we have gained in intensity what we have lost in longevity, but 
life's desire for duration refutes this argument. We should gain in 
intensity but not by going counter to nor in advance of Nature’s 
demands and at the cost or duration. Life desires intensity with 
duration, not the intensity of unnatural strain and tension from mor- 
bid fears and doubts, but the intensity of innate and inheritable 
powers and values. 


Longevity and power are the desires of life, but our civilization 
meets these desires with the counter forces of weakness, brevity, and 
sterility. 

Whenever we are willing and wisé enough to give life its way and 
to co-operate with it intelligently, we shall be able to maintain the 
strength, virility, intellectual acumen, and emotional balance of youth 
in the individual for centuries, and perhaps for millenniums. Isaiah 
said that we should live as the trees; if his is a correct vision of the 
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possibilities of life, we may even attain to the age of the redwood 
_ variety, which are still growing although they are over six thousand 


_ years old: 


“There shall be no more thence an infant of days, 
Nor an old man that hath not filled his days; 
For the Child shall die an hundred years old, 
And he that falleth short of an hundred years 
Shall not be found. 
For the days of a tree shall be the days of my people 
And my chosen shall long enjoy the work of their hands." 


Thus spake Isaiah, the prophet; the voice of nature and of scientific 
“reason says that perfect and perpetual adaptation of the individual 
to our ever-changing environment with perfect and perpetual mental 
and emotional balance and poise is a guarantee of everlasting life and 
eternal progress. 
All of us are the descendants of a humble ancestry, but our glory 
is in the thought of the sublimation of our ancestral crudities into 
‘Spiritual power and light. The progress made in the past is but an 
earnest and foretaste of that which we may confidently expect of the 
| future. No doubt by the co-operation and extension of the law of 
acquisition and inheritance the time will come when we shall have 
tisen to heights as far above anything we now are as we stand today 
above the Ape, Pithecanthropus or Homo Heidelbergensis. To say 
that man’s progress has stopped and that man today with his imper- 
fections of body, of mind, and of morals is the best that can be, is to 
limit Infinite Power with whom the long ages that are past in the 
history of organic evolution is but a moment, where contrasted with 
the limitless time to come. Although we must blush today at the 
sight of the evidences of the brute in man, of ‘man's inhumanity to 
man,’’ nevertheless we see the inhumanities receding little by little, 
and the brute sinking away, while slowly the divine spirit, imminent 
in him, is urging him on towards such heights of culture and refine- 
ment as we can scarcely conceive of today. With the going of the man 
with the groveling spirit, there must also be the coming of the Super- 
man, with the transcendent spirit of an ever renewed life by a process 
of rebirths which shall mark the epochs of Eternal progress onward 
and upward forever.

of the old family dinner for brazen cabarets and half-nude flappers 
in sinuous movements executing the wobbly wiggle and the latest 
jazz novelty.
